After a week-long stake out, a 
rammed patrol car, and a chase on 
rain-slick roads in the early hours of 

ly, Peiham Police succeeded in 
busting a juvenile auto-theft ring. 

Four black teenagers were 
charged with auto theft, grand lar- 
ceny and damaging city property 
following their arrest Monday mor- 
ning. Names were withheld because 
of the suspects’ ages, but one, a 13- 
year old female, lives in Pelham. 
The 15-year old male ringleader, a 
13-year old male, and 14-year old 
female all live in the Norwood area 
of Birmingham. 

The ring, thought to be respon- 
sible for more than 50 auto thefts in 
the last month, hit Ken Terry’s 
Chevrolet in Pelham on Dec. 9 and 
Dec. 24, stealing a total of seven 
vehicles. All but two of these have 
been recovered. 

Operating on a hunch, Lt. Charlie 


Brown of the Pelham Police Depar- 
tment had Ken Terry’s staked out. 
At 1 a.m., January 1, the stake out 
paid off. 

Ofiicer Bob Patterson observed 
four youths walk onto the car lot, 
open the door to a Custom Van, and 
drive out of Ken Terry’s heading 
North on Highway 31. 

Meanwhile, Officer Virgil Rice 
had turned on his light and set up 
his car to blockade 31 at the inter- 
section of County 52. When the van 
reached the intersection it plowed 
into Rice’s car, backed up, and hit it 
again, this time bashing it out of the 
way. 

The van turned onto 52, then 
Sykes Drive, with Officers Rice, 
Patterson, and now John Ellison in 
pursuit. 

The van lost control on the wet 
road and slid into a ditch and em- 
bankment. Officer Rice jumped out 
and captured three of the suspects in

Alabama had defeated the 
previous number one team Penn 
State 14-7 Monday but failed to get 
the nod for the top spot by five 
points in the Coaches Poll. 

Councilman Watts also stated

A report was given on the process 
of the city cleanup campaign.

One of the four juveniles taken 
into custody by Pelham Police was 
on weekend pass from Robuck In- 
dustrial School. The other three 
were on probation. All have been 
charged before with auto theft. 

The suspects told police they did 
not care what kind of evidence was 
being held against them. Claiming 
the worst they could get would be 
two weeks in a juvenile detention 
facility, the suspects said they would 
be back on the streets in no time. 

Because of the suspects’ previous 
records, Pelham Police are 
requesting the family courts to 
waive jurisdiction and transfer the 
case to the circuit court.

‘Depot in the Par 
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destroyed by fire 


One of Shelby County’s historical 
landmarks was virtually destoryed 
by fire late Saturday night. 

The ‘‘Depot in the Park’’, an old 
Southern Railway depot that was 
moved to Montevallo’s municipal 
park in May of 1973 and then 
renovated and restored, suffered 
irreparable damage. 

Insurance adjusters, Tuesday af- 
ternoon, declared the history laden 
building a total loss. They indicated 
the only parts of the structure that 
can safely be salvaged are the floor 
joists. A contractor who inspected 
the burned out building estimated it 
would cost *‘A minimum of $40,000 
to build it back’’.

State Fire Marshall sifted through 
rubble for several hours Sunday in 
an effort to determine the cause of 
the blaze. No official report has 
been made, but evidence points to 
an electrical malfunction in the 
wiring of the theatre area. 

Community interest in the depot 
in 1973 resulted in modifications to 
the old baggage room, coriverting it 
to a small theatre. Several produc- 
tions were staged in the theatre 
during the past few years. 

The waiting room of the original 
depot was made into a library and 
served as the city library. One of 
the depot’s offices served as 
headquarters for the city’s Park and 
Recreation Department. 

The depot served as a focal center 
for many community events. Con- 


certs, public gatherings and 
celebrations such as the Bicentennial 
observance and Labor Day bar- 
becues utilized the depot as a con- 
venient headquarters site. 

The fire that collapsed the roof 
and rendered the building useless 
was discovered shortly after 10:30 
Saturday night by Montevallo 
Auxiliary Policeman Tom Stivers. 
The theatre area of the depot was 
well involved in flames by the time 
the alarm was turned in. 

Three units of Montevallo’s 
Volunteer Fire Department respon- 
ded to the blaze. Fire persounel 
remained on the scene until ap- 
proximately 4a.m. Sunday. 

The most devastating impact of 
the fire was concentrated in the

Constitutionality of Act 789 delayed 


Another chapter has been written 
in the continuing saga of deter- 
mining the constitutionality of Act 
789 which sets up the county’s Per- 
sonnel Board. 

However, nothing concrete was 
accomplished at the hearing Dec. 
22. Three attorneys submitted briefs 
to Judge James Sharbutt and he 
took them under advisement. 

The briefs were submitted by 
Gerald Stone, attorney for the Per- 
sonnel Board; Frank Ellis, the 
Commission’s attorney, and Mark 
Lee, who represents Sheriff Walker. 

About 15 minutes of the hearing, 
which took place in the main cour- 
troom, was spent in trying to con- 
tact attorney Eason Mitchell who is 


representing former deputy Wayne 
Lucas in his case against Sheriff 
C.P. Walker. 

Because of his misunderstanding 
of the hearing date, Mitchell agreed 
to write a letter of stipulation and 
submit his brief the following Wed- 
nesday. 

The only testimony given during 
the hearing came from Commission 
Assistant Carlton Franks. 
Questioned by Ellis, Franks 
disclosed how much money had 
been collected from the one cent 
beer tax for supporting the Person- 
nel Board and told the amount that 
had been expended. 

Affirming that the money has 
been set up in a special account as 


prescribed by the law, Franks repor- 
ted that it brought in approximately 
$10,000 a month. 


More detailed figures given by the 
Commission Assistant showed that 
$48,894.23 had been collected 
during 1977; $126,528 for the year 
1978 with a total of $197,886.23 in 
proceeds being collected since the 
inception of the tax. 


Expenditures by the Board, 
Franks said had amounted to 
$180,096, leaving a balance on hand 
of $17,789.88. 

After Franks reported that money 
not used had been transferred to the 
General Fund at the end of each 
year, Walker’s attorney asked if the 


funds had been specifically marked 
for law enforcement. . 

Even though Franks explained 
that all operational funds for the 
Sheriff’s Department came out of 
the General Fund, Lee continued to 
press the point. 

When Franks admitted the funds 
were not specifically marked for law 
enforcement purposes, Judge Shar- 
butt remakred that a different 
system of bookkeeping might have 
to be instituted. 

However, Franks insisted that 
auditors had found the system to be 
satisfactory.

Pumper passes preview

Pelham Fire Department conduc- 
ted a three-hour acceptance test 
Wednesday to ensure that its new 
pumper is in perfect working order. 
The fire engine’s performance met 
all specifications, and purchase of 
the unit is expected to be finalized in 
the near future. 

The standardized test is designed 
to check the engine’s performance 
in driving the 1250 gallons/minute 
pump at a pressure of 150 pounds 
for two hours. Two 30-minute tests 
are conducted at pressures of 200 
and 250 pounds. 


The custom-built pumper boasts a 
568 cubic-inch diesel which delivers 
350 horsepower. According to Fire 
Chief Bryars, a custom-built chassis 
was necessary to mount an engine 
powerful enough to pull the many 
hills in the Pelham area. 


‘‘We drew up our own specs (for 
the engine), so we got exactly what 
we wanted,’’ says Deputy Chief 
Howell. ‘‘We’re going to love it.’’ 

A plaque on the cab of the engine 
reads, ‘‘Dedicated to those we serve 
by a progressive city government.”’

I was arrested last November 15 on a 
charge from the state of Georgia so I have got 
the chance to live in your new jail for over 40 
days now. I must say when they brought me 
in here, | thought I was walking into a 
library. | was fingerprinted and a picture was 
made for a file on me. The guards were nice 
and had full control of everything. After 
booking I was taken to a cell block, I still did 
not believe I was yet to the jail. The cell block 
looked like a waiting room at a doctor's of- 
fice. I was shown my room and introduced to 
all the prisoners in the cell block by the 
guard. I looked around and was surprised to 
see no bars. I soon found out I was in jail 
even though there was wall-to-wall carpet, 
T.¥., music that came over a speaker. I have 
never seen such a jail in all my life. However, 
there are a few things that should be brought 
to notice. The plumbing has a lot to be 
desired. The water won't drain out of the sink 
in my room. There are about 9 toilets that I 
know of that will not flush. The water in the 
showers are cold, the water in the drinking 
fountain is hot. The rooms are very nice.

They have a plug for radios, but they don’t 
work. 

In my block there are 2 cells they can't use 
because the windows have been broken or 
burned out. Some prisoners burned the win- 
dows out with a torch made of the deoderant 
can sprays that they use here. They are very 
flammable and to my opinion they should not 
be used in jail. I think the county has a nice 
jail here and all but I had just as soon not be 
here. Also, | don’t think the prisoners that 
are convicted should be in the same cell block 
with the ones that have not been to court yet, 
like me. Lam in the cell block with Bobby Joe 
Hope his brother Philip. Bobby Joe as you 
know has been convicted of murder. I think 
these prisoners should be confined in a block 
of their own. 

If you think this story is worth printing, 
print it. A lot of people might be interested in 
the new jail. Also, I would like to thank all 
the churches that came to the jail Christmas. 
Every inmate here is very thankful they made 
a big impression here.

UAB leases Oak Mt. facility

The University of Alabama in 
Birmingham has leased the Foothills 
Restaurant and Conference Center 
at Oak Mountain State Park. 
Utilization of the park facilities 
mark the school’s first move into 
Shelby County. 


Primarily, the one-year lease with 
renewal options is designed to 
relieve the State of the operational 
costs of the two buildings, accor- 
ding to Dr. Thomas Hearn, Vice 
President of University College. The 
lease was finalized on December 28. 

“The State invested a lot of 
money in the facility. We hope to 
operate it as a service to the com- 
munity,’’ Hearn told the Reporter. 


The conference building will be 
used for the school’s continuing 
education programs, and a meeting 
place, or retreat, for teachers, 
professors and professionals, ex- 
plained George Faulk of UAB’s 
Special Studies Division. 


Negotiations are under way with a 
food service company tc possibly 
establish a non-credit, culinary 
school for cooks, Faulk also said. 

Conferences and programs have 
already been booked by Faulk for 
February and March, but UAB 
President Richardson Hill Sad the 


school will use the facilities before 


then. 

UAB intends to make the 
Foothills Conference Center 
available for other groups to book. 

Both the restaurant and conferen- 
ce center have been closed since 
August, 1977, according to Phil 
Robeson, Assistant Park Manager 
at Oak Mountain.

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Al. Power borrows 


money to pay taxes 


Alabama Power Company, 
facing continued serious financial 


“problems, today said that the com- 


pany has had to borrow the money 
necessary to pay Ad Valorem taxes 
and expressed concern over the 
company’s ability to pay the 1979 
municipal license payments due in 
January, February and March. 


The company today transmitted 
checks totaling $21,588,377.50 in 
payment of Real and Personal 
Property Taxes to 63 counties and 
243 municipalities. Of this amount 
approximately $9 million will be 
allocated for educational purposes. 

Nolan L. Hardin, Alabama 
Power Company’s Manager, at 
Montevallo today delivered to Fay 
F. Quick, Tax Collector, checks 
totaling $2,098,198.12 in payment 
of the company’s Real and Personal 
Property Taxes in Shelby County. 


Because of the grave financial 
condition of the company, the 
money to cover the payments has 
had to be borrowed through short- 
term bank loans. Alabama Power 
Company President Joseph M. 
Farley said that ‘‘the company is 


making every effort to meet its 
financial obligations; however, our 
cash situation is becoming more 
critical everyday. We are hopeful 
that the matter will be resolved soon 
in the Alabama Supreme Court.’’ 

In addition, an estimated $20 
million will be due during the mon- 
ths of January, February and March 
of 1979 in municipal license 
payments to 245 cities or towns 
within the state. These payments are 
the result of the franchise taxes 
which the company pays to each 
municipality in which the company 
provides electric service. The 
amount of this tax is a percentage of 
the company’s total revenue from 
Alabama Power Company 
customers in those municipalities 
and their police jurisdictions. 

Mr. Farley expressed great con- 
cern over how this cash could be 
acquired to make these payments, 
the first of which is approximately 
$10.4 million due on January 31, 
1979. ‘‘Under our present circum- 
stances, it will be extremely difficult 
for Alabama Power to meet its 
license payments on time,’’ he 
stated.

COVER CROPS 

Don’t leave your garden soil bare 
in the winter. Too many soils in 
Shelby County are subject to 
erosion to leave them without any 
protection during periods of high 
rainfall. 

Set aside that part of the garden 
that will be used for growing early 
season vegetables like turnips, 
radishes, garden peas and onions. 
Sow some kind of winter cover crop 
to protect the soil against erosion. 

Oats, wheat, rye, ryegrass and 
crimson clover are good crops to 
select for erosion control. If the 
‘pring is warm, some of these crops 
may need mowing off before they 
are turned under. Turn ryegrass 
early before it forms a dense sod. 
Turn winter cover crops two to three 
weeks before planting the garden.

You can save quite a lot of energy 
very easily by planning meals with 
this in mind.

Control cabbage worms and 
loopers with Dipel, Biotrol or 
Thuricide. Aphids can be controlled 
with Malathion. Since plants in this 
family of vegetables have a waxy 
leaf cover, use some kind of 
spreader-sticker in the spray to aid 
in wetting the leaves. A few drops of 
liquid detergent is a fair substitute 
for a spreader-sticker if a commer- 
cial product is not available.

Wheelchair doesn’t faze 


energetic scoutmaster 


from Alabaster troop

The man was born to go, with a 
spirit that yearned to be outdoors. 
Then came the wreck, and after- 
wards life in a wheelchair. But some 
things you just can’t kill, some 
spirits refuse to recognize the con- 
strictions of a wheelchair. 

Billy Phillips is an ol’ Mississippi 
boy from Calhoun City. Now he 
lives with his wife, Berta and sons 
David and Chris on the hill above 
Alabaster. And since March of 1976 
he’s lived with the fact that he’s 
paraplegic--paralyzed from the 
waist down. 

“T’ll never know what caused the 
wreck,”’ Billy says with a shrug. He 
was driving a tractor/trailer rig 
enrouie to Savannah. ‘‘The first 
thing I knew, I saw my trailer swing 
around. Then I was flipping over 
down a hill.’” 

What do you do after four mon- 
ths in the hospital and two legs that 
refuse to work? Well, Billy Phillips 
takes Boy Scouts camping and 
canoeing, and cuts lots and lots of 
firewood. 

“I like being out there with 
nature,’’ Billy explains. ‘‘I go most 
anywhere I want to go.”’ 

As Assistant Scoutmaster to 
Alabaster Troop 548, he goes 
camping with the boys every chance 
they get. In January the troop plans 
to go up around Sewanee, Ten- 
nessee, hopefully to camp in the 
snow. Of course Billy will be there, 
wheelchair and all. 

“Knowing how to do wheelies 
comes in real handy on the trail."’ 
As he explains how he gets through 
the woods, Billy’s wide eyes take on 
a childish gleam which belie his 38 
years. ‘‘The front wheels’ll get hung 
up on rocks and roots, so I just run 
on my back two, like this.”’ 

Berta shakes her head and smiles 
as her husband gives a demon- 
stration. ‘‘There’s not much he 
can’t do if he puts his mind to it. 
I’ve learned an awful lot from that 
man,”’ she says proudly.

Cutting firewood is a team effort 
for the Phillips. Contractors in 
nearby subdivisicns call Billy 


whenever they push down trees on 


the lots. Then he and his wife take 
the trailer and go cut up the wood. 
Berta first clears the limbs from the 
felled trees, then Billy sets his 
wheelchair and goes at it with the 
chainsaw. 

‘Usually I can get several logs off 
a tree before I have to move my 
chair. Berta does the loading. We 
get a lot of wood, but we really use 
that fireplace, too.”’ 

It would seem that life in a 
wheelchair would have to make a 
person like Billy Phillips depressed 
at times. At least a little blue. But 
the most he’ll admit to is, ‘‘getting 
aggravated sometimes. It doesn’t 
matter what you’re doing--you’re 
always sitting down.”’ 

Well, almost always. Last year 
Billy went to Payne Lake with the 
Scouts when they did the mile swim. 
He couldn’t stand not being a part 
of that, so in he went. And the man 
whose legs refuse to work swam a 
mile on his back. 

Occasionally he likes to go on the 
road with some of his truck driving 
buddies. ‘‘We toss my wheelchair 
up on the trailer and take off,’’ says 
Billy, grinning like a kid who got 
away with doing something a little 
naughty. 

Billy has hand controls on his car 
and van. Berta says that when they 
make them for big trucks, her 
husband will be the first to have 
one. 

To Billy Phillips’ way of looking 
at things, he’s not doing anything 
extraordinary. He’s just doing 
what he has to: keeping on the 
move.

In England, a 
petshop began selling cockroaches. 
The shop owner said they make 
ideal pets because they don’t eat 
much and you can go on vacation 
and leave them on their own. 

In an attempt to keep coyotes 
from preying on ranchers’ sheep, 
biologists in western Canada repor- 
ted that they are trying to convince 
coyotes that sheep just don’t taste 
good, They’re injecting dead sheep 
with lithium chloride and then 
leaving them for the dog-like wild 
animals. The lithium chloride 
doesn’t kill the coyotes, just gives 
them an upset stomach. 

In Washington, D.C., gover- 
nment scientists announced that 
they’re trying a different tactic. 
They’re attempting to train a 
shaggy-haired Hungarian dog, the 
Komondor, to protect the sheep 
from coyotes. In prelimiary tests, 
they said, the hulking 120-pound 
watchdogs--which can cost up to 
$500--intimidated caged coyotes 
simply by walking past them. 

If the tests succeed, the use of 
Komondors may turn out to be the 
shaggy dog story of 1979.

Food Stamp changes 


The most significant change in the 
food stamp program since it began 
operating about 15 years ago 
became effective January 3, Susan 
Treadwell, Director of the Shelby 
County Department of Pensions 
and Security, said recently. 

When the agency’s food stamp 
office opened after the New Year's 
holiday on January 3, food stamp 
recipients will no longer pay for 
their stamps, as the great majority 
have in the past. They will not, 
however, receive as many stamps as 
they did when they paid for them. 

In explaining what this change 
means for the average food stamp 
recipient, Miss Treadwell said that, 
under the old rules, most recipients 
paid a certain amount, in cash, for 
stamps worth considerably more in 
food buying power than what was 
paid for them. The extra stamps 
were called free or bonus stamps. 

‘*Under the old rules, a family of 
four with a net monthly income of 
$425 paid $122 for $182 worth of 
stamps each month, thus receiving 
$60 in bonus stamps,’’ Miss Tread- 


well said. ‘‘When the new rules 
become effective in January, that 
family will pay no money but will 
simply receive, free, the $60 in 
bonus stamps.’’ The value of bonus 
stamps received by a particular 
family will continue to depend, as it 
does now, on household size and net 
income. 

Elimination of the purchase 
requirement is expected to make the 
food stamp program more ac- 
cessible to elderly people and 
households with very low incomes, 
since these groups have often had 
difficulty coming up with enough 
cash to buy their food stamps. On 
the other hand, since families will 
receive only the bonus stamps for 
which they qualify, they will need to 
supplement the stamps with cash at 
the grocery store in order to pur- 
chase enough food for the month. 

Miss Treadwell said that the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security supports the change, which 
affects the food stamp program 
nationwide, because of its potential 
benefits to recipients. She added,

however, that the agency is concer- 
ned about the impact of the change 
on the office, especially during the 
first few weeks of operation. 

**We urge food stamp households 
to cooperate in avoiding long lines 
and waits by realizing that not 
everyone can be served during the 
first week in January,’’ Miss 
Treadwell said. She explained that 
more than 750 _ households 
throughout the county benefit from 
food stamps. Elimination of the 
purchase requirement may affect 
not only these households but also 
others who are eligible but not.now 
taking advantage of the program. 

In order to assist recipients in ob- 
taining better and faster service, the 
Shelby County food stamp office is 
considering scheduled issuance 
dates. Recipients can probably 
avoid lines and waits if they 
cooperate with these plans, which 
will be worked out according to the 
needs of the individual households. 

The county director noted that 
many questions from food stamp 
recipients are expected as a result of 
modifications in the program. These 
changes include not only the 
elimination of the purchase 
requirement, which became effec- 
tive in January, but also other 
changes affecting almost all phases 
of the program and scheduled for 
implementation on March 1, 1979. 

Changes being made in the food 
stamp program were mandated by 
the Congress last year, but the states 
did not receive regulations outlining 
implementation until October of 
this year. The regulations were 
developed by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, which governs the 
program throughout the country 
and provides a high portion of the 
funding.

Last depot burning in 1865

Until last Saturday night, the last 
time fire destroyed a railway depot 
in Montevallo was at the end of the 
Civil War. Union General James H. 
Wilson and his men set a torch to 
both the passenger station and the 
freight depot on March 31, 1865. 

According to historical accounts 
compiled by W.L.D. Johnston of 
Montevallo, the freight depot was 
rebuilt in December, 1866 by the 
Selma, Rome and Dalton Railroad.

Street was completed in 1867. A 
ware room and platform for freight 
were added to the Shelby Street 
depot after May 23, 1872. 

A new cedar shingle roof was put 
on the passenger station in October 
of 1883 and a partition was placed 
in the waiting room. 

In 1897, President Henry Clay 
Reynolds of Alabama College 
requested Southern Railway to 
rebuild the combination passenger 
and freight depot. This depot had 
two waiting rooms, a warehouse 
and large platform. The cedar 
shingles were not used again, but the 
hand-hewn heavy timbers and boar- 
ds were used from the original 
depot.

This is essentially the building 
that was moved on May 15, 1973 to 
a new location in the Montevallo 
City Park. 

The depot was given to the city of 
Montevallo by Southern Railway 
when it was no longer needed. Hun- 
dreds watched as the building was 
moved along Highway 25, then up 
over the viaduct and to its new 
foundation in the park. Electricians 
and telephone service men preceded 
the trucks that hauled the depot, lif- 
ting wires along the path. 

The city library was moved from 
cramped quarters in City Hall to 
new space in the depot. An office 
was maintained there for the city’s 
director of parks and recreation. 

A stage was constructed with 
funds raised locally by the Shelby 
County Community Theatre and the 
back of the building was used for 
several plays. The theatre group 
raised additional money for several 
pieces of equipment. 

Untold hours of volunteer time 
were contributed to making the 
depot a true community center. The 
outside platform was re-constructed 
and was used regularly for Fourth 
of July and Labor Day celebrations. 
The historic building had become a 
popular center for activities in Mon- 
tevallo. 

Reportedly, the only parts of the 
building that can be salvaged are 
some of the floor joists. 

Most of the people who came out 
in the cold rain Saturday night and 
watched it burn had tears in their 
eyes.

Helena ditch

Two men were trapped in a sewer 
ditch in Helena on January 8 when 
the dirt collapsed. They were 
digging for placement of connecting 
laterals for the new town sewer 
system. 

Around 11:45 a.m. the Helena 
Police received a call that the sewer 
ditch had collapsed in a construc- 
tion site off County Road 17S. 
Danny Ray’ Leatherwood, 17, of 
Fultondale and Tedd Keith Wilson, 
17, of Fultondale, employees of 
Mac’s Construction Co., were 
buried under four feet of dirt. 

Workers on the site immediately 
began digging a small hole so the 
trapped men could get air. The 
Alabaster Rescue Unit soon arrived 
on the scene. The dirt was then 
carefully shovelled out as the 
rescuers hoped to avoid collapse of 
the ditch again. 

After two hours, Leatherwood 
and Wilson were pulled from the 
ditch and taken to Shelby Memorial 
Hospital in Alabaster. They were 
treated and released in good con- 
dition. 

No braces had been used to sup- 


port the dirt walls which is believed 


to be the reason the ditch collapsed. 
The earth was soft and moist from 
recent heavy rains.

dinators, report they have been sur- 
prised by the large number of 
telephone calls and letters they have 
received backing people for the 
D.A.’s position as well as for the 
license inspector’s position and 
membership on the county jury 
commission. 

The position of license inspector 
has traditionally been a political 
patronage post. The inspector has 
almost no duties, yet collects a por- 
tion of the fees collected in the 
probate office on some licenses. In- 
come in this position runs over 


$3,000 a year in Shelby County. 

The name of Thomas Moore is 
being mentioned for this job. Lyn 
Scarbrough told the Reported that 
the position may be abolished 
Statewide in the future but that 
Governor James would probably 
appoint someone to fill the post un- 
til it is abolished. 


The jury commission meets 
several times a year and draws up 
lists of names to fill jury venires. 


Jim Branyon told the Reporter 
that the James election committee as 


a group has not endorsed any can- 
didate for any local position. 

He added that because Governor 
James will have several appointmen- 
ts to make to vacant state offices, it 
may bé.some time before he will 
have time to consider qualifications 
for county posts.

In an effort to provide better ser- 
vice to the residents of Helena, the 
town council has opted to purchase 
a garbage truck for the collection of 
household garbage. 

Three sealed bids submitted to 
council were opened at the January 
8th meeting with the bid from 
Coston Sanitation Service being ac- 
cepted. 

Coston Sanitation Service had 
previously been contracted to 
pick up garbage in Helena, but the 
company went out of the sanitation 
business on January 1. Council 
members were able to purchase the 
Coston Company’s 1978 truck for 
the balance owed on the vehicle. 

Garbage collection by the town 
began on January 10. It will con- 
tinue to be picked up on Wed- 
nesdays during regular hours, not 
before daylight. Regulations are 1) 
garbage must be put in bags in 
regulation cans with lids; 2) only 
household garbage will be collected, 
no boxes; and 3) the cans must be 
set on the curb. No business trash 
pickup will be attempted. Presently 
Helena is the only town in Shelby 
County that offers free garbage 
pickup. 

Effective December 21, the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development approved the Town of 
Helena for entry into the National 
Flood Insurance Program. Property 
owners in Helena are now eligible to 


buy flood insurance protection at 
affordable rates subsidized by the 
Federal Government. 


The policies can be purchased 
from: any property insurance agent

As principal of the north Shelby 
elementary school, Dr. Rogers has 
gone to great steps to create an ex- 
citing atmosphere for learning. In 
fact, the energy she radiates not 


only effects the students, but paren- 
ts as well. 

The question the parents ask is, 
‘‘What can I do to help?’’ For in- 
stance, 50 or 60 of them are 
available as substitute teachers for 
meetings, work in the library, and 
even teach the teachers. And a while 
back the parking lot needed 
striping, so a few fathers came over 
the weekend and painted it. 

Two mothers of the school’s three 
deaf students have volunteered to 
teach sign language to teachers.

What to do about a burned-out 
depot in Montevallo’s city park was 
the principal topic of discussion at 
this week’s meeting of the Mon- 
tevallo City Council. 

No action was taken, but council 
members heard reports from City 
Clerk Don Hughes, Fire Chief S.M.

Hughes appeared before the State 
Historical Commission in Mon- 
tgomery on Friday seeking advice 
and funds. The Commission, repor- 
tedly, is looking into possible 
programs to fund the rebuilding of 
the burned building. 

Mahan told council members that 
Louis Mayson, a Mobile architect 
who supervised the restoration of 
King House, is willing to appraise 
the remains of the old depot and 
make suggestions as to whether any 
part of the structure can be 
salvaged. 

Holsomback praised the Mon- 
tevallo Fire Department for its ef- 
forts in extinguishing the fire and 
salvaging books, furniture and fur- 
nishings of the city library. 

Ott Knight, Park and Recreation 
Department director, reviewed some 
of the activities that had been 
scheduled for the depot. He also 
presented sketches of a proposed 
new recreation building, should it be 
decided that the burned out depot 
cannot be rebuilt. 

Hughes told council members 
that books, furniture and fur- 
nishings salvaged from the depot are 
currently being stored in one of the 
city’s buildings located behind city

That was the surprised comment 
of County Commissioner Jimmy 
‘‘Jake’’sMorris Monday when told 

that Sheriff Red Walker was on the 
payroll=of the work release 
program, 

He had not read a report in a 
Birmingham newspaper, he said, 
when told about it by other Com- 
missioners. 

According to that report, Walker 
has been_on the payroll as work 
release director since December 4. 
His employment is being checked by 
state auditors to see if it is legal for 
the sheriff to receive money under 
the Alabama Law Enforcement 
Planning Agency grant, at the same 
time he is On salary as Shelby Coun- 
ty sheriff. 

His salary with the work release 
program is reportedly $22,500 a 
year. Of that amount, $3,666.70 has 
been requested as his salary for 
December and January. 


The Shelby County Reporter 
carried a story in its November 16 
issue that Walker was considering 
taking the position with the work 
release program. At that time, 
however, it was thought that he 
would resign as sheriff in order to 
take the post. 

County funds have been 
requested numerous times to match 
federal funds for the work release 
program, but the county has never 
contributed to its funding. Some 
Commissioners are opposed to the 
program on principle, and the coun- 
ty’s tight financial situation has 
been another contributing factor to 
its refusal to go along with it. 

The City of Helena served as 
sponsor of the program for two 
years and the office for the program 
is still located there with the Youth 
Aid Bureau offices. The program 
was curtailed several months ago 
when LEPA funding was reduced, 
and matching funds could not be 
found.

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Money Facts and Tax

If you have received your 1978 tax 
forms in the mail already, then you 
don’t need reminging that it will 
soon be that time of year. One good 
piece of news from the IRS this year 
- you have until April 16, 1979, to 
file. April 15 falls on Sunday. You 
will also be relieved to know that 
preparing the ’78 forms will be no 
more difficult than in the past since 
the IRS has assured us that their in- 
struction booklet is in simpler 


language. If you don’t believe it, | 
maybe this article can help you to | 


have a happier return. 


We've all heard about IRAs | 


(short for Individual Retirement 
Account) but how can they save us 
taxes? Simply, you can set aside and 
deduct each year up to $1,500. for 
retirement savings if you are an em- 
ployee (and others) not covered un- 
der a qualified retirement plan. 
Contributions to an individual 
retirement savings program must be 
made with a bank or savings and 
loan, to an insurance company for 
the purchase of an annuity, or to the 
U.S. government for the purchase 
@§ special bonds. Your employer 
may also establish an IRA program. 
Keep in mind that whatever method 
is used, it must be a special IRA ac- 
count. 

If both husband and wife are 
eligible, both can make con- 
tributions to his or her own IRA. 
You don’t have to itemize to claim a 
deduction for your contribution. An 
alternative deduction of up to 
$1,750. is available to a married 
taxpayer who contributes to his own 
account and also to a separate IRA 
for his unemployed spouse. 

The’78 Revenue Act extended the 
year-end deadline for both 
establishing and contributing to an 
IRA to the due date of your federal 
income tax return, including any ex- 
tension of time granted. Therefore, 
if you are a calender taxpayer who 

- began an IRA in 1978 or earlier, you 
have until April 16, 1979, or any ex- 
tended date, to contribute to the 
IRA to claim a deduction on your 
1978 return. If you don’t have an 
IRA and otherwise qualify, you can

One of Shelby County’s pioneer 
ambulance services has changed 
ownership. 

Billy G. Rockco, owner-operator 
of the Hoffman-Rockco Ambulance 
Service of Montevallo has sold his 
business and equipment to W.R. 
Price. Price currently operates Cen- 
tral Shelby Ambulance Service. 


Hoffman-Rockco Ambulance has 
been serving Montevallo, Calera 
and Wilton since 1960. In 1973 
legislation was passed permitting 
municipalities and county gover- 
nments to subsidize firms operating 
ambulance services. Hoffman- 
Rockco has been receiving a subsidy 
from Montevallo, Calera and 
Wilton since November, 1973. 

In a letter to the Montevallo City 
Council, Rockco stated that his

firm’s principal business is the 
operation of a funeral home. He 
went on to say that he has ‘‘ex- 
perienced problems in answering 
calls many times when funerals are 
being conducted’’ and this has led 
him to the decision to sell his am- 
bulance business. 

Price, who bought the business 
from Rockco, appeared before the 
Montevallo City Council Monday 
evening and stated that he has 
changed the name of the business to 
Montevallo Ambulance Service. 

He told council members that the 
service is now based at the Brook- 
wood Trailer Court less than a half 
mile from the Hoffman Rockco 
Funeral Home. 

Both Rockco, in his letter to the 
council, and Price agreed that the 
service to the southwest part of 
Shelby County should be improved, 
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principally because Price will devote 
his entire time to the ambulance 
business. ; 
Price told council members that 
he will continue to operate an am- 
bulance service in Alabaster. He 
also indicated that he has on order a 
new ambulance that is expected to

Investigation into the mysterious 
“thot holes’’ discovered last week 
near Helena has revealed both 
speculation and fact. 

The holes are located at the site of 
the long abandoned Roebuck 
Mining Camp off County 52. The 
barren knoll from which sulfurous 
smoke is still pouring is actually a 
discard heap of slate and low quality 
coal. 

The discard came from across the 
old railroad bed where the entrance 
to Eureka Mine No. 2 was once 
located. No. 2 was opened in 1877. 
Coal from this 450-foot deep mine 
was used in coke production and 
shipped to Oxmoor Furnaces on 
Shades Creek in Jefferson County, 
according to Berney’s Handbook of 
Alabama (1878). A total of four 
Eureka mines were operated in the 
area by J.W. Sloss, of the then new 
town of Birmingham. 

No. 2 was in production as late as 
1910, a fact drawn from a dated 
photograph of the site owned by 
Kenneth Penhale of Helena. 

Penhale, an acknowledged local 
historian, believes a recent fire 
ignited some tree stumps on the 
knoll; the smoldering stumps in turn 
ignited the discarded coal. When the 
stumps burned away, all that was 
left was a hole with glowing slate 
and coal inside it.

to Montevallo consumers 


The cost of natural gas is going 
up. 

Montevallo City Councilman 
David Nichols, chairman of the 
gity’s gas committee, informed 

uncil members Monday night, 

that Southern Natural Gas, the 
city’s supplier, has notified its 
customers that the price will in- 
crease 15¢ per thousand cubic feet. 
: After discussing the possibility of 
absorbing the increase, council 
members decided that it would be 
impossible to maintain the city’s 
system and at the same time absorb 
theincrease. . 

The increase, amounting to an 
approximate 4% cost rise, will go 
into effect January 15. 

Nichols also stated that Southern 
Natural Gas Company has predicted 
at least two more increases during 
1979. They are not expected to take 
effect until the summer months. 

Council members deplored the in- 
crease, but stated that the city must 
maintain the system in keeping with 
federal and state requirements, and 
there is no way ‘t can maintain high 


standards and absorb the increased 
costs. : 

In other business, Monday night, 
council members received the mon- 
thly activity report from the Police 


police personnel drove 8,111 miles. 

Fines for reckless driving, 
speeding, issuing worthless checks 
and driving while intoxicated top- 
ped the list of offenses for which 
fines were collected.

Fire Chief S.M. Mahan, in 
keeping with a suggestion made at a 
previous meeting, submitted a 
proposal to increase insurance 
coverage on all fire fighting equip- 
ment. Mahan indicated the city 
owns approximately $400,000 worth 
of fire fighting and related equip- 
ment. His proposal would also in- 
clude additional liability insurance. 
If accepted, the additional coverage 
would increase the cost of insurance 
some $2,000. Two committees, the 
fire and police committee and the 
finance committee will study the 
proposal before action is taken.

What price stream bottom 
clearing and channelization to 
provide a river for a small amount 
of traffic?

Falcon’s record-tying win streak 


halted by B-SC in Pelham Classic 


Old nemesis Birmingham- 
Southern College did it to the 
University of Montevallo again, 
defeating the Falcons 67-52 in the 
championship game of the first 
Pelham Classic, staged to benefit 
the March of Dimes. 

It was the fifth straight win by the 
Panthers over the Falcons, and 
snapped a seven-game winning 
streak by Montevallo, which had 
tied the school record for con- 
secutive victories, accomplished 
only one other time. 


But, for what consolation it might 
be, "UM coach Bill Elder saw 
marked improvement in his charges 
over the last time the two teams had 
met. In fact, Elder believes that may 
say more than winning or losing. 


**Certainly winning is very nice,”’ 
Elder will admit, and the Falcons 
have done their sharing of it this 
year, posting a 9-3 record thus far. 
‘But to me, seeing the kids im- 
prove, to bounce back from tough 
losses and give it all they’ve got the 
next time out, and to be making 
progress toward their highest 
possible level, is the most rewarding 
thing about coaching. 

**T don’t think our kids have been 
given enough credit for this,’’ the 
fifth-year coach continued. ‘“‘Bir- 
mingham-Southern is a tremendous 
baliclub, one of the very best in the 
nation; they’re quick, they’re 
aggressive, and they’re experienced. 
The first time we played them this 
year, they beat us real bad, but we 
showed a lot of personal fortitude

some data from the TriRivers 
Waterway Development 
Association. One of the enclosed 
Papers sent me was a reprint, ‘‘Big 
Load Afloat,’’ American Water- 
ways Operators, 1973. The gist of 
this publication was centered on the 
“‘recreational fishing days on Lake 
Andrews’’ (Eufaula). Also em- 
phasized were the wildlife resources, 
‘white-tailed deer and wild turkey, 
etc.”’ 

One paragraph, however, in- 
dicated to me the political emphasis 
of many of the Army Corps of 
Engineers’ projects that are literally 
killing off our land wildlife resour- 
ces. The salve rubbed on the public 
wound of this loss is the excellent 
development of recreational fishing 
waters provided by locks and dams 
for river transportation. 

Here’s more: ‘‘The project 
provides a navigation system linking 
Columbus and Bainbridge, Ga. with 
the Gulf Intracoastal Waterway. 
The primary benefit derived from 
the system is from barge traffic. 
During the ten-year period -- 1964 to 
1973 -- the volume of waterborne 
commerce in the project area in- 
creased at an average rate of 64,000 
tons per year. In 1973, 1,024,900 
short tons of commodities were 
moved over the three rivers within 
the project area. During that year, 
Ala. received six percent, Fla. 40 
percent, and Ga. 54 percent of the 
total volume of commodities tran- 
sported on the rivers. 


Table 6 shows that volume in tons 
of commerce transported by barge 
on the Chattahoochee River was 
810,719 in 1972; 609,864 in 1973, 
and 582,619 in 1974. The three big 
groups of commodities river tran- 
sported were petroleum, followed 
closely by sand, gravel, crushed 
rock, and a late third by chemicals. 
Going down to the local railroad 
line, I jotted down tonnage 
capacities of boxcars, tank cars and 
gondolas. I’m sure the three groups 
of commodities could have been rail 
transported by 64 trains of 100 cars 
each in 1974. You figure it-a boxcar 
may hold 150,000 lbs., a gondola 
and a tank car 200,000 Ibs. (I 
averaged out the payload at 183,000 
Ibs. per car.) 
I ask you -- is the price of en-

vironmental destruction worth 
making it easy for river boats to 
compete with railroads and 18 
wheelers? If your answer is yes, 
you’re living in the past -- the 19th 
past! 

Read the Time/Life book on 
riverboating and you'll realize river 
traffic boom in the 19th Century 
collapsed when the railroad was in- 
vented. Paved highways and their 
vehicles have put once common 
railroad payloads in the back seat. 
Finally, air traffic is now taking 
away highway business! 

I asked the general of the Army 
Engineers at my annual OWAA 
meeting last year in Macon, Ga., if 
he planned to “‘straighten’’ the 
Tombigbee River from mid-Ala. to 
Tenn. and he gave me an 
unequivocal ‘“‘YES!’’ 

How long will it be before all our 
rivers and streams are canal- 
straight? The so-called chan- 
nelization program means in some 
cases removal of 200-year-old har- 
dwoods, drainage of beautiful duck 
marshes, etc., all for the sake of 
“*flood control,’’ which is a laugh in 
most cases. Forget about the values 
of hydro-electric power. All 
streams, if harnessed, couldn’t give 
us the electricity we use today. 

When we learn to live and enjoy

for food stamps 


The Shelby County food stamp 
office is swamped with new ap- 
plications. 

Sarah Meadows, director of the 
county program, said that with the 
changes that occurred January 1, 
many more persons are now ap- 
plying for food stamps than in the 
past. 

Because it is no longer necessary 
for individuals to put up any money 
of their own to purchase stamps, 
several persons are now applying 
who were previously unable to meet 
the purchase requirement. 

As an example for the Reporter, 
Mrs. Meadows chose a seven-person 
household. She said that in the past 
if such a household put up $65 they 
would get food stamps with a total 
value of $286. This would represent 
$221 in free bonus food coupons. 

Now, the same household will not 
have to put up any money, and will 
get the same $221 worth of free food 
stamps. 

Food stamp officials are required 
to approve or deny applications 
within 30 days. 

Mrs. Meadows told the Reporter 
that several new regulations will go 
into effect on March 1, and the staff

Data Center fire draws four departments

A fire at the phone company’s 
data building in Riverchase brought 
quick response from four area fire 
departments Thursday. 

According to Riverchase Fire 
Chief Doug Sprouse, the alarm 
came at 12:50 p.m. Because the 
South Central Bell Data Building is 
sO massive, mutual aid from the 
North Shelby County, Pelham, and 
Hoover fire departments was im- 
mediately requested. Several hun- 
dred construction workers there at 
the time evacuated the building. 

Upon arrival, the firefighters 
found insulation, boxes and scrap 
aflame in a ground floor bulk 
storage room. The fire was con- 
tained to that room and brought 
under control in 30 minutes. Smoke, 
however, reached all four floors of 
the 700,000 square foot building. 

“Quick response by the mutual 
aid prevented the fire from causing

further damage,’’ said Chief 
Sprouse. ‘‘It could have been bad.”’ 
Each of the four departments sent 
one fire truck. 

A South Central Bell spokesman 
at the project said the data center is 
classified as a high security building. 
When complete, the building will be 
the coordinating center of all in- 
coming and outgoing calls for seven 
Southeastern states. 


Frank Perryman, an electrician 
for Honeywell, discovered the fire. 
He said he saw no one around the 
area. 


Chief Sprouse ruled out the 
possibility of an electrical fire. A 
cigarette is thought to be the cause. 

Earlier, electricians had been 
working with high voltage and had 
cut off the sprinkler system. The 
sprinkler heads opened when the 
fire started, but there was no water, 


explained Chief Sprouse. In-

Calera Council okays 


ambulance service 


Montevallo Ambulance Service 
got a unanimous vote Tuesday night 
from the Calera City Council for a 
three year contract. The new 
agreement will continue under a 
subsidy payment of $267 per month 
from the city. 

William R. Price, the new owner 
of the service told the council, ‘‘One 
call will get an ambulance en route 
to a patient in Calera.’’ Councilman 
Bobby Joe Phillips told Price of 
problems in the past when several 
calls were required before an am- 
bulance was dispatched. 

Price explained to the city 
lawmakers that he could operate the 
service at the same price the 
previous owners did because of his 


collections. ‘‘I’m not afraid to ask 
people for my money,”’ he declared. 
‘*My collections are 78%; Rockco’s 
were 40%. That should bring in an 
additional $12,000 which will be 
enough so that I can afford to 
operate.’’ 

Mayor Roy stated, ‘‘This is an 
improvement over what we have 
had and I believe you’re better 
equipped to handle the job.”’ 

Under the new service, patients 
will be charged a $40 pick-up fee 
and then a dollar a mile. That means 
that residents of Calera will be 
paying $52 for ambulance service to 
Shelby Memorial Hospital. Extra 
charges are added for oxygen and 
for an emergency trip.

Explaining the long wait, the 
Mayor reported that a 201 study, 
for which approval was recently 
given, had to be conducted.

Representatives of two cable TV 
companies were on hand at the 
meeting, hoping to interest the 
Council in their respective 
proposals. 

Both men settled for leaving the 
written information for the council 
to study.

Although very costly, Burroughs 
has said it would increase efficienty, 
and make each department respon- 
sible for its own errors.

crease.

The legislators knew what 
the pay and expenses would be 
when they ran for the office. 

The nation is in an in- 
flationary spiral that must be 
slowed down, Everyone is 
being asked to hold the line. 

If the leaders of a state ex- 
press their contempt for the 
public welfare in such a flip- 
pant way, jt is indeed a 
disillusioning experience for 
everyone who believes in 
representative democratic 
government, 

We hope that someone in 
the House and Senate of 
Alabama will have enough 
statesmanship to lead a drive 
to rescind the 64 percent in- 
crease and restore some public 
confidence in those two 
bodies.

Although the force of the crash 
drove the left front tire up under the 
dashboard and crumpled the right 
rear fender, the younger Blackerby 
only received shoulder injuries from 
hitting the steering wheel. 

Mohamed Rashadi, a UM 
classmate of Perry’s who was a 
passenger in the car, had broken 
ribs and facial injuries. The Iranian 
student, who was released from 
Shelby Memorial Hospital on 
Tuesday, wasn’t wearing a seat belt. 

Blackerby plans to write to the 


manufacturer of the car, commen- 
ding them for the life saving equip- 
ment. He also hopes that the in- 
cident will prompt other drivers to 
use seat belts, no matter how short 
the distance they’re going.

How many income items are taxable?

During the last couple of weeks 
I’ve had two people come to me 
with letters from the IRS. The let- 
ters were entitled ‘Request for 
Verification of Unreported In- 
come.”’ : 

It appears that these people failed 
(unintentionally) to include all in- 
come on their 1976 tax returns. The 
persons who paid them however, 
had reported it to the IRS, and now 
these surprised taxpayers will owe 
the IRS an additional $200 or so in 
tax, penalties, and interest. 

So now it has finally happened. 
The IRS is comparing, by use of 
their computer, copies of your for- 
ms W-2, 1099 (interest, dividends, 
miscellaneous income) and other in- 
formational tax returns sent them 
with what you reported on your tax 
returns. 

While most of us know that 
wages, interest, and dividends are 
taxable, we don’t always know what 
other items are taxable. The 
following items are taxable. If you 
have any of these they should be 
reported and maybe you will not 
receive a similar letter from the IRS. 

Taxable income includes alimony, 
awards, back pay, bad debts 
recovered, bargain purchases from

Ephesians 5:23-25) It is he who has 
been given all authority over His 
church. (Matthew 28:18). The head of 
the church, thus the headquarters of the 
church, are in heaven. Christ ascended 
to the righthand of God to assume His 
position as head, or king, over His 
church. (Acts 2:29-36) Any church 
which has an earthly head or an earthly 
headquarters is not the church that 
Jesus built.

Water woes ending in Harpersville

Though the drought continues in 
Harpersville, relief appears to be on 
the way. For the past three weeks 
many residents in the eastern part of 
the town have had little, if any 
water: people living in higher 
locations have been getting water 
only from 10 p.m. to 7:30 a.m. 

Harpersville Mayor J.W. 
Donahoo told the Reporter that the 
most recent problem was a leak in 
the system’s 6-inch water line. The 
leak was discovered Tuesday mor- 
ning and repaired that afternoon. 

“It will take frome12 to 15 hours 
for the pressure to build back,’’ said 
Donahoo. ‘‘After that, things 
should be better.’’ 

Harpersville has been awaiting 
the completion of the water line 
from Vincent. Vincent Mayor D.B. 
Smith told Donahoo that water may 
begin flowing as soon as Thursday. 
Project engineers, however, told 
Donahoo that it might be as late as 
Monday before relief begins to 
flow. 


The water hook-up with Vincent 
has cost Harpersville $40,000, in- 
cluding a 70 gallon/minute pump. 
Cost of the water will run the town 
50 cents/1000 gallons. 

The Traveler’s Restaurant in 
Harpersville, operating off a part 
time water supply, has had to 
discontinue serving regular dinners, 
offering instead only short orders. 
Tuesday was the first day in a week 
the restuarant had good water 
pressure. 

According to Connie Landers at 
the restuarant, even though they 
have only*had water in the mor- 
nings, many of the town’s residents 
are in worse shape. ‘‘They come in 
here because they don’t have any 
water at all. And of course the water 
problem’s the main thing they talk 
about,’’ said Mrs. Landers. 

Mayor Donahoo said he received 
several phone calls from people 
‘“‘who have talked just real nasty. 
But most of the folks just wanted to 
know what the situation is, and are 
pretty understanding.”

Water woes ending in Harpersville

Though the drought continues in 
Harpersville, relief appears to be on 
the way. For the past three weeks 
many residents in the eastern part of 
the town have had little, if any 
water: people living in higher 
locations have been getting water 
only from 10 p.m. to 7:30 a.m. 

Harpersville Mayor J.W. 
Donahoo told the Reporter that the 
most recent problem was a leak in 
the system’s 6-inch water line. The 
leak was discovered Tuesday mor- 
ning and repaired that afternoon. 

‘It will take from-12 to 15 hours 
for the pressure to build back,”’ said 
Donahoo. ‘‘After that, things 
should be better.’’ 

Harpersville has been awaiting 
the completion of the water line 
from Vincent. Vincent Mayor D.B. 
Smith told Donahoo that water may 
begin flowing as soon as Thursday. 
Project engineers, however, told 
Donahoo that it might be as late as 
Monday before relief begins to 
flow.

$23. It was noted that the rate in 
most other cities is $28-35 per 
square foot. 

Approval was given for increasing 
permit fees on both home and 
commercial construction. 
Businesses will be required to pay 2 
of 1% of the total building cost 
above $5,000. 

In an effort to bring the city or- 


dinances up to date, the panel ten- 
tatively agreed to let the Municipal 
Code Corporation of Jacksonville, 
Fl. tackle the job. 

According to City Clerk Dot 
Henry, the company estimated cost 
of the project at $6,500. And for a 
minimal fee, she added, they would 
update the code each year.

“Yes, we will assess the instruc- 
tional situation,’’ Charles Knowles 
told the Reporter this week. The 
remark came in a wide-ranging in- 
terview with the Shelby County 
Reporter in which the School 
Superintendent-elect discussed plans 
he is making for the schools when he 
takes office on July 1. Among sub- 
ject he touched on are the need to 
define responsibilities, the financial 
situation, the need for better com- 
munication and a reorganization of 
the central office staff. 

On the subject of the instructional 
program, Knowles said that middle 
school teachers are already involved 
in writing course guides for all the 
middle grades in Shelby County and 
elementary faculties are working on 
courses of study for grades four and 
five. 

But, he said, there is a great need 
to find out and assess the total in- 
structional situation throughout the 
12 grades. ‘‘A student should have 
comparable educational oppor- 
tunities everywhere in the county. 
To do that we must get together,”’ 
he said. He noted that in many high 
school courses, algebra, for instan- 
ce, the instruction differs from one 
school to another. A student tran- 
sferring from one county school to 
another in mid-term may be lost, he 
said, because the courses are being 
handled so differently. That will 
change, Knowles indicated, as soon 
as teachers have time to work things 
out together. 

Another area he wants to tackle at 


way 280. Details on progress throughout the county 
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once is defining the responsibilities 
of everyone in the system from 
teachers and principals to ad- 
ministrative officers and trustees. 
He indicated that one of the sources 
of problems in the schools has come 
from the fact that duties were not 
defined and relationships have not 
been honored well. Actual job 
descriptions need to be prepared, he 
indicated. 

He feels strongly that schools 
need trustees, but their role in 
Shelby County needs to be spelled 
out. Noting that students are affec- 
ted by upheavals, he wants to sit 
down with the chairman of the 
trustees of each school, study the 
law and get a consensus on their 
duties. 

“‘We have a money problem, and 
the threat of proration is very real,’’ 
he stressed, when getting into the 
financial situation. ‘‘We needed 
$700,000 on October 1, but the state 
released only $340,000 to us at that 
time.’’ An unknown is the effect of 
the new ad valorem taxes, he said. 
School revenue may be reduced 
when the new schedules go into ef- 
fect. 


**Everybody will probably be 
asked to do more with less money. 
That means management. Prin- 
cipals must justify that every teacher 
unit is utilized. We’ll work with 
principals to get full staff 
utilization.”’ 

Teachers on the 6-period day will 
have 5 classes and one planning 
period. The superintendent-elect 
said the schools may get into new 
organizational patterns to help 
students. When there are too few 
students at one school to justify 
teaching a certain course, a teacher 
may be asked to split the day and 
travel from one school to another in 
order to offer the courses that have 
little demand in one school. 

In preparing for proration, 
Knowles said he will probably not 
replace some teachers who resign 
‘‘We can take up some slack, and 
we are depending on principals to 
assist in this,’’ he said. 

On the subject of open com- 
munication, Knowles said that in 
some schools the right hand is not 
familiar with what the left hand is 
doing. He wants to improve internal

Montevallo’s depot still sparks interest 


Interest in Montevallo’s burned 
out depot in the park continues to 
run high. 

Four groups, the city’s Park and 
Recreation Board, the City Library 
Board, the Shelby County Com- 
munity Theatre and the Shelby 
County Library had representatives 
at this week’s city council meeting 
offering help, asking questions and 
pointing out that their respective 
organizations had no place to ‘‘call 
home’’. 

Pattie Marxson and Charles 
Majure, representing the Com- 
munity Theatre asked if grants are 
available for rebuilding the depot. 

City Clerk Don Hughes answered 
their question by stating that he had 
personally been in contact with 
Representative Richard Shelby, 
State Senator Lister Hill Proctor, 
Representative Curtis Smith, the 
State Historical Society and the 
Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission, seeking aid and in- 
formation on the possibilities of 
grants from one or more funding 
agency. Parks and Recreation 
Director Ott Knight indicated he 
had contacted the Bureau of Out- 


door Recreation to determine if any 
grants are available. 

At this point no positive answers 
have been received. Both Hughes 
and Knight stated that all persons 
contacted were sympathetic with 
Monitevalio’s plight, and would con- 
tinue to search for either outright 
grants or matching grants. 

Hughes reported that Lewis 
Mayson, the architect in charge of 
restoring King House on the Univer- 
sity of Montevallo campus, had in- 
spected the burned out remains of 
the depot and estimated that it 
would cost some $75,000 to restore 
the building. Hughes also indicated 
that insurance adjustors gave him a 
figure of $50,000 to put the depot 
back in the condition it was at the 
time of the fire. 

Mrs. Mary Alice Ballentine, 
representing the Montevallo Library 
Board and Sidney Teague, County 
Librarian, asked what the city 
proposes to do about a city library. 

Hughes told them that the 
salvaged books, furniture and fur- 
nishings are being stored in the for- 
mer South Central Bell Telephone 
building on Valley Street. Hughes 


also said that the phone company’s 
lease arrangement for the building 
would permit storage, but the 
building cannot be opened to the 
public. This prohibits its use as a 
lending library. 

Council members indicated that 
negotiations are continuing with the 
owner of the building, the phone 
company and the city, in an effort 
to work out some possible 
arrangement for using the building 
as an active library. 


Hughes mentioned the possibility 
of using a former maintenance 
building, immediately behind city 
hall, as a library. It was roted, 
however, that parking facilities do 
not exist and this possible solution 
would only be a “last resort”’. 

Upon recommendation of Police 
Chief Troy Kirkland and Ccun- 
cilman Grady Parker, council mem- 
bers agreed to employ Jesse Payne 
as a full time police officer. Payne is

Semi-pro football gains support’

The future semi-pro football 
league in Shelby County continues 
to gain support and draw comment 
from around the county. Rick 
Brasher, newly named President of 
the league, sees a bright future of 
county involvement. 

‘‘We are sincere in this league. 
We're not going to last a week and 
then call it quits,’’ Brasher told the 
Reporter. The molding of teams to 
form the league is taking shape with 
seven teams represented at a 
meeting held last Sunday. 

Huntsville, Leighton, Calera, 
Montevallo, Cahaba Heights, 
Bessemer and Columbiana were 
represented. A team for Pelhm is 
not planned for this coming fall. 
**More interest has been generated 
in the Columbiana area,’’ Brasher 
explained. 

Two county businesses have 
already expressed interest in spon- 
soring teams. ‘‘We will get better 
response from Shelby County once 
they see that this isn’t a fly-by-night 
idea. Then we'll get more money 
pledged.”’ 


Brasher and the team represen- 


tatives have formulated plans to in- 
sure that the league will be on 


solid footing. ‘‘Each team will sign 


a five year contract with a $25,000 
appearance bond. The bond will be 


signed by the team president and all 
of the players. In addition,’’ 


Brasher continued, ‘‘A $5,000 game 
bond will be required. This should 
be more than enough to insure that 
the teams show up for the games.’’ 
League officials are planning a 
three day trip to Mobile and Dothan 
in early February to organize teams 
in the Southern part of the state. We 
have received favorable inquiries 


from sponsors there and want to 
spend some time explaining how the 
league will operate,’’ stated the 
league president.

Montevallo rescinds 


park consolidation 


In an abrupt about-face, Mon- 
tevallo’s City Council rescinded its 
action to consolidate the city’s Park 
and Recreation Board with the 
council’s park and recreation com- 
mittee. The sudden turn-around 
came during this week's meeting of 
the governing body. 

In a matter of only a few minutes 
Councilman Grady Parker with- 
drew his nominations made at the 
last meeting of the council, Coun- 
cilman Johnny Holsomback with- 
drew his second to the nominations 
and on a split vote the proposal to 
consolidate the two park and 
recreation bodies was dead. 

Monday night’s action left the 
former Park and Recreation Board 
essentially intact except for two 
vacancies. The vacancies occurred 
when Zane Nathews resigned from 
the board last year and when Jimmy 
Jones moved out of the city. 

During the council’s January 8 
meeting Barbara Belisle was 
nominated to membership on the 
consolidated board. Monday night, 
council members voted 
unanimously to elect her to one of 
the vacancies. To fill the remaining 
vacancy Councilman Holsomback 
nominated Nathews to resume his 
seat on the board. In keeping with 
long-standing custom Nathews will 
not be eligible for election until the 
next meeting of the council. 

The five member board now is 
comprised of W.C. Corbett, chair- 
man, and members Holsomback,

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Two legal questions must be set- 
tled, before members of the Shelby 
County sheriff’s department find. 
out what kind of paychecks they will 
Teceive. 

A number of deputies requested 
overtime pay of the County Com- 
mission this week, based on new 
rules of the Shelby County Law En- 
forcement Personnel Board. 
Deputies have never received over- 
time in the past. 

However, a case pending in cir- 
uit court is on the question of 

nether the legislative act that set 
. the Personnel Board is con- 
stitutional. 

So the County Commission voted 
Monday to pay the deputies their 
regular pay and wait until the court 
suit is settled before deciding on the 
overtime pay. 

Deputy John Pratt requested 71 
hours of overtime. Other deputies 
and jailers requested overtime of 
from 20 hours to 69 hours. 

The other question in dispute in- 
volves the salary of Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow. The straight salary of the 
sheriff went from $15,000 per year 
to $20,000 per year when Glasgow 
took office last week. But the 
question involves an expense 
allowance of $2,400 and another 
expense allowance of $2,600. 
Probate Judge Tommy Snowden 

* told Glasgow that in his opinion the 
$2,400 expense allowance was in- 
cluded in the $5,000 pay increase, 
but Glasgow thinks it is not. That 
question is being decided by a 
request to the state attorney general. 

The sheriff’s department faces 
another sticky wicket in 30 days, 
when the funding that has provided 
six extra workers may be discon- 
tinued. 

The six workers include four 
matrons and two jailers who were 
hired under a CETA program, paid 
by federal funds. As reported last 
week in the Shelby County Repor- 
ter, the CETA program in Shelby 
County is being cut back by 
$165,000 and ten county workers 
have been notified their jobs would 
end January 25. Several more may 
be dropped in a few weeks. 

But the County Commission 
Monday voted a reprieve to the six 
workers at the jail, by promising to 
pay their salaries out of county fun- 
ds in the hope that CETA funds 
might be restored.

30 days,’’ Glasgow remarked with a 
grim smile.

I know calling the police would 
have been the sensible thing to do, 
but I remember I kept thinking there 
just had to be some reasonable ex- 
planation for those men being there. 

I guess I thought I'd feel silly if 
the police came and found out that 
these men that I considered 
trespassers were there to perform a 
perfectly ordinary task. 

But no matter how hard I tried, I 
couldn’t imagine what that task 
might be. 

Since there aren’t any houses 
close by, I finally decided to call a 
friend who lives a short distance 
away. Thinking it was time for her 


Senator outlines plan for rural funding

Last year, during a trip into West 
Alabama, i saw something that hurt 
me quite a bit. There was a com- 
munity over there that didn't have 
much of a water system. To be 
frank about it, the water system was 
totally inadequate. The folks who 
lived there had to get their water by 
taking plastic milk cartons and dip- 
ping from a well in the middle of 
town. 

That’s pretty hard to believe. In 
the 20th century, in the most 
civilized nation that this world has 
ever seen, it is pretty hard to believe 
that conditions like that exist. But 
they do. And what's even sadder is 
that unless the government does 
something about those types of 
conditions, an awful lot of people in 
the State of Alabama will never 
have the opportunity to enjoy some 
of the basic necessities of life that 
$0 many of us take for granted. 

In Alabama today, 41 counties 
have been’ designated § as 
economically depressed. Twenty- 
seven counties have a fourth or 
more of their families earning less 


~ 


than $3,000 a year, We rank 4st in 
terms of per capita income, and 
have one of the worst infant-mor- 
tality rates in the nation. It doesn't 
have to be that way. 

Obviously, we’ve got a need for a 
coordinated program of rural 
assistance in Alabama. Right now, 
rural areas in the state are growing 
at a faster pace than urban areas, So 
there’s not much chance that the 
problems mentioned above are 
going to disappear. Before they 
reach a crisis proportion, the gover- 
nment had better act. 

Make no mistake about it, a lot of 
federal dollars are going into rural 
Alabama. For example, $2.5-billion 
is targeted for water and sewer 
projects alone. But there’s 
something wrong if communities 
like the one in West Alabama still 
don't have decent facilities. Money 
is being channeled into rural health 
care, too. But kids are still dying in 
rural areas of our state because they 
just aren't getting the kind of health 
care they need 

So what’s the answer? Well, to 
begin with we need to get a program 


that will coordinate the efforts of 
the state, local and federal gover- 
nments involved in the area of rural 
planning. We need to make very 
sure that the rural assistance funds 
that are available get where they 
are most needed. We are just 
wasting too much money because of 
the fragmentation of rural-aid 
programs. 


In addition to that, local gover- 
nments have to be assisted in every 
way possible so that they know what 
funds are available, and how to ap- 
ply for them. Millions of ap- 
propriated federal dollars go unused 
every year because of the com- 
plicated red tape involved in ap- 
plying for grants or because local 
governments simply don't know 
what’s available. 


I am now working on a plan, in 
conjunction with three Alabama 
universities, to fight this problem. 
One of the schools, Auburn, has 
already prepared a proposal that 
deals with ways to improve the 
delivery of services into rural areas. 
And shortly, the University of 


Alabama at Birmingham and 
Tuskegee will be providing a plan 
dealing with health-care delivery in- 
to non-urban portions of the state. 

It’s interesting to note that this 
plan won’t cost the taxpayers any 
additional money. Government 
won't be getting any bigger; we 
won't be creating another 
bureaucracy. I know for a fact that 
the program we are talking about 
can be accomplished within existing 
spending levels. I know because we: 
have already located the money for 
it, and we are presently working 
with the White House and other 
senators to obtain the necessary 
funds. 


We aren’t asking for anything we 
don’t deserve. But Alabama deser- 
ves its fair share of the federal pie. 
There’s no excuse at all for gover- 
nment to make rural folks live a 
second-class life. There aren’t any 
miracle cures, and I know that. But 
I also know that the folks out there 
in rural communities deserve more 
and better attention. We just plan to 
make sure they get it. 


Hospital adminstrator , 


urges ‘no sell’ policy

Richard Lind told the Montevallo 
Branch of AAUW that Shelby 
Memorial Hospital should not be 
sold, 

The hospital administrator said 
that for the best service to the com- 
munity it should continue as a not- 
for-profit hospital and it must be 
locally controlled. 

Lind spoke to last Thursday’s 
meeting of the American 


Association of University Women 
meeting on the UM campus. 

He went into detail about the 
bright future the hospital has as a 
county facility, and deplored the 
move being made by some county 
residents to sell the building.

Thinking it was a 
ruse to get in, I quickly told him I'd 
get in touch with a service station. 

I didn’t waste any time making 
the call and was assured someone 
would be right out. But for some 
reason they were delayed and 
another 20 minutes went by. 

We all heaved a sigh of relief, 
when finally we saw the pickup 
from the service station come 
pulling into the yard. What had 
seemed like a nightmare would be 
over in a few minutes, I thought. 

But the next thing we knew, the 
mechanic was leaving. It was a trick 
we thought, nothing had been 
wrong with the car. 

Agreeing we had to do something, 
I call city hall and explained the 
situation. ‘‘Oh, that’s just the gar- 
bage collectors,’’ said the lady who 
answered the phone. ‘‘The reason 
they’re using that car is because our 
truck broke down.’’ 

Well, that was the plausible 
reason I had been looking for. 

I called the service station again 
and was told the mechanic would be 
right back - he’d just returned for a 
tool. 

I think that crew of garbagemen 
were fairly new on the job and had 
apparently tired rather quickly after 
putting in a hard morning on their 
route. My carport had apparently 
looked like a good place to relax. 

However, I don’t think they were 
in the city’s employ very long, and I 
don’t believe the old black jalopy 
ever made the rounds for garbage 
again either, 
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He raised the questions: What 
special interest or motivation is 
behind the move to sell? Is it 
political or financial? Any sale 
would involve commissions, attor- 
ney fees, studies - Who would be in 
line to make money on the sale? In 
the long-range, who wants to block 
our expansion? Unless the hospital 
expands, we cannot bring in more 
physicians, he said. 

He urged all segments of the 
community to back the present ex- 
pansion plans and to not consider 
selling the hospital. 

He indicated that the 
management wants gradually to 
eliminate the need for the ad 
valorem tax which currently goes to 
the hospital. He said that in about 
four years that need may be 
eliminated. 

He posed additional questions for 
the AAUW membership to ponder. 
What if a for-profit corporation got 
hold of the hospital? Such a group 
must please the stockholders first he 
noted, while the hospital’s present 
concern puts the patient first. What 
if a not-for-profit group, but an 
out-of-county group purchased the 
hospital? Local needs would 
longer be considered, he indicated 

He envisioned that in five years 
under the hospital’s present setup, 
there would be 210 beds in the 
hospital, three doctors’ office 
buildings next it it, all the major 
specialties available and no direct 
tax needed to support it.

in blood drive 


Blood donations given by Shelby 
Countians this year are behind the 
quota set for the county. 

Emily Rabren, county Red Cross 
Chapter executive secretary said 
that 985 pints of blood have been 
donated since July 1, 1978, the 
beginning of this fiscal year. The 
fiscal year quota is 2,670 pints, and 
the year was half over Dec. 31. ‘‘We 
need a little help to get enough 
blood this year,’’ she added. 

High school students have con- 
tributed 190 of the 985 pints con- 
tributed so far, she said. ‘‘We’re 
very proud of them,’’ Mrs. Rabren 
said, ‘‘And, you know, they’re the 
blood donors of tomorrow.’’ ' 

During the previous fiscal year, 
which ended last June 30, 2,155 pin- 
ts were donated in the county, of 
which 277 were donated at high 
school blood drives. 

The Shelby County Red Cross 
conducts blood drives at local in- 
dustries, in major communities, at 
high schools, at the University of 
Montevallo and in churches. The 
Sunday blood drives, she said, are a 
new idea in the local blood donor 
program.

Congressman Richard Shelby an- 
nounced today that the Eleventh 
Area of Alabama Opportunity Ac- 
tion Committee has been awarded 
$9,006 for use in its Emergency 
Energy Assistance Program. 

The money is in addition to the 
$60,000 already allocated to the 
board for the current fiscal year for 
use in Shelby and Chilton counties. 

Emergency Energy Assistance 
funds are for use by the elderly, 
disadvantaged and poverty-stricken 
who have difficulty in heating their 
homes during the winter months. 

“The energy assistance program 
is one example of a humane, com- 
passionate use of federal funds,” 
Shelby said in announcing the grant. 

“The money goes directly to 
those who most need it--to those fer 
whom the money might mean the 
difference between life and death. 

“To receive the money, familiés 
must prove a real need and there is 
no room in this program for abuse, 
since such a dire need must be 
proved,’’ Shelby added.

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currently serving on the city’s 
Auxiliary Police Department. 
Payne’s appointment becomes ef- 
fective immediately. 

Several proposals brought before 
the council were referred to the 
city’s Finance Committee for study 
before action is taken. Among these 
is a proposal to increase the in- 
surance coverage on members of the 
Montevallo Volunteer Fire Depar- 
tment and on fir fighting equip- 
ment. The city’s four fire fighting 
vehicles are valued at nearly 
$150,000, the fire department 
building is valued at $75,000, por- 
table equipment has an estimated 
value of $93,000. 

The city presently carries liability 
insurance, insurance on the snorkel, 
the building and contents. Present 
premiums amount to $831 per year. 
The proposed expanded insurance 
would increase coverage in all areas 
and would cost $3,998 per year. 

Another item under study by the 
finance committee is a subsidy for 
ambulance service. The Hoffman- 
Rockco Ambulance Service was sold 
to William Price on January 1. Price 
has renamed the firm, the Mon- 
tevallo Ambulance Service, and now 
operates from a location near the 

ffman-Rockco Funeral Home. 
he finance committee is studying 
the financial reports of both Hof- 
fman-Rockco and Price to deter- 
mine if a subsidy should be granted 
and if so, how much it should be. 

A request for $600 to help defray 
the expenses of the Montevallo High 
School Band incurred when it par- 
ticipated in the recent inauguration 
of Governor Fob James, was also 
referred to the finance committee 
for study. The finance committee 
will meet January 29 to discuss the 
various referrals. 

In other action council members 
voted unanimously to alter the or- 
dinance pertaining to garbage pick 
up at apartment houses in Mon- 
tevallo. It raised the minimum 
number of family units residing in 
an apartment building from two to 
four, before it becomes mandatory 
for the apartment owner to place a 
dumpster type container on the 
premises. This action was taken to 
facilitate collection and to improve 
the appearance of some apartment 
buildings. Apartment owners will 
now have the option of placing 
regulation garbage cans or dumpster 

pe containers on their property. A 
pickup fee will be charged in both 
instances. 

Action on an application for an 
off-premises beer license for the Oil 
Well filling station on Highway 25 
was postponed. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, 
Clerk Hughes distributed copies of a 
recent audit and management letter 
to members of the council.

In Alabaster 


Home remodeled 
for restaurant 


Soft music continues to be played 
on the hi-fi. Firelight casts a soft 
glow into the living room. Shelves 
full of books line the walls of the 
library, and pictures collected by 
the family hang on the walls. 

But the Alabaster home called 
Meadowlark doesn’t have a family 
living in it any longer. Still, the 
warmth and home-like atmosphere 
remain even though the dwelling has 
been converted into a restaurant. 

A family enterprise, the new 
dining establishment which epened 
Dec. 27 is catering to people who 
want to eat well prepared food in 
the casual, relaxed atmosphere. 

It’s almost as though the woman 
of the house were still in the kitchen. 
And indeed she is. Both Sara Cairns 
and her son Nick keep a watchful 
eye on the preparation of the food. 
Two other sons, Tad and Kit, are 
also involved in the project. 

Some of the dishes on the menu 
are family recipes. And one or two 
might be termed exotic. But no mat- 
ter what the dish, no imitation 
products are used. “‘It’s real butter, 
and real whipped cream,’’ Mrs. 
Cairns declares. 

The family developed a real ap- 
preciation for homemade and 
homegrown products when they 
moved to the area from _ Bir- 
mingham in 1950. ‘‘We had five 
cows that we milked,’’ remembered 
Mrs. Cairns, ‘‘and I even made but- 
ter.”’ 

She and her son laughingly 
recalled their first attempts at gar- 
dening - it seems that they panted 
way too deep. 

Trying to get into the swing of 
country living, the family also raised 
turkeys for awhile. However, that 
project came to an abrupt end, they 
related, when someone took the bir- 
ds to a turkey shoot. 

In keeping with their concept of 
leisurly dining at Meadowlark, the 
family also plans to have a tea 
time from 2:30 - 4:30 p.m. ‘It 
would be an opportunity,’’ Cairns 
pointed out, for friends and 
business people who want to get 
together for an informal chat.”’ 

All the walls of the six room home 
have been left intact to add a feeling 
of more privacy. And another 
homey touch is the live plants 
which have been placed on each 
table. 


Few changes have been made at 
the dwelling. A large kitchen has 
been added and the back proch was 
enclosed to provide an entryway and 
bar. 

The noon meal on Sunday will 
feature such family recipes as 
chicken fricassee. That will be the 
only meal served that day and din- 
ner will be the only meal served on 
Saturday. 

Conviently located, the restaurant 
is just off Hwy. 31 on Industrial 
Road.

Historic register names UM district 


The University of Montevallo 
Historic District has been named to 
the National Register of Historic 
Places. 

A 12-building central area of the 
82-year-old state university campus, 
known for its brick streets, towering 
oak trees and stately buildings, was 
nominated last fall, according to 
Holland Floyd of UM’s Physical 
Plant Dept. 

Included in the historic district 
are two buildings that pre-date the 
founding of the institution. The 
155-year-old King House and the 
128-year-old Reynolds Hall were 
both restored in the early 1970s, 
Floyd said. The King House, he ad- 
ded, is said to be the first brick 
house and the first house with glass 
windows in North Central 
Alabama. Since restoration, it has 


been used as a guest house. 

Founded in 1896 as Alabama 
Girls Industrial School, the in- 
stitution became Alabama College, 
the state college for women, in the 
early 1920s and was renamed the 
University of Montevallo in 1969. 
Men were first admitted as regular 
students in 1956. 

Reynolds Hall served as the first 
classroom for the institution, later 
became the union building, and now 
houses the speech and theatre depar- 
tment and social work department 
as well as administrative offices. 

Also included in the historic 
district are the Tower, a Norman- 
style masonry water tower built in 
1911, which was renovated to house 
student publication offices; Main 
Hall, the first structure built after 
the college was established, which 
was one of the largest college

South; and Peterson Hall, the cam- 
pus infirmary, built in 1913. 

Other buildings include Calkins 
Hall, built in 1917 and built as one of 
the first so-called fireproof 
buildings in the area: Calkins was 
designed to house the university’s 
music department, but was 
renovated and now houses several 
administrative offices including the 
office of the university’s 11th 
president, Dr. James F. Vickrey, Jr. 

Wills Hall, built in 1923 as a 
library, now houses the UM College 
of Education. 

Bloch Hall, built in 1915, was 
named after Sol Bloch of Camden, a 
state legislator who promoted the 
institution’s founding. Bloch houses 


the art department, home 
economics department and state of- 
fices of Vocational Home 


Economics Education Division of 
the State Department of Education. 

Palmer Hall, the 49-year-old 
campus auditorium, is scheduled for 
major renovation work next year. 

Three other residence halls, Han- 
son, Ramsay and Tutwiler, are in- 
cluded in the historic district. Tut- 
wiler is named for Julia Tutwiler, 
another early promoter of the in- 
stitution -- a woman considered one 
of the most prominent in the state’s 
history. 

Ramsay Hall, built in 1925, will 
be converted into“UM’s first con- 
tinuing education center this year 


with funds from state bond issues, 
Floyd said. 

According to Milo B. Howard, 
chairman, Alabama Historical 
Commission, ‘‘the National 
Register is a prestigious listing of 
America’s leading historic, architec- 
tural and archeological lan- 
dmarks.”’ 

The register is a legal instrument, 
Howard said, to protect registered 
structures and sites from demolition 
by federal or federally assisted 
projects. 

UM officials were notified of the 
listing by William J. Murtagh, 
keeper of the National Register, 
U.S. Department of the Interior, 
Washington, D.C.

Energy saving property includes 
insulation; exterior storm windows 
and doors; caulking or weather- 
stripping; a furnace replacement 
burner which reduces the amount of 
fuel used; a device to make flue 
openings more efficient; an electir- 
cal or mechanical furnace ignition 
system which replaces a gas pilot 
light; an automatic energy saving 
setback thermostat; and a meter 
which displays the cost of energy 
usage. 

The credit is 15% of your cost, 
including installation, up to a 
maximum credit of $300. To qualify 
you must have been the first person 
to have used the item and the item 
must be expected to remain in use 
for at least three years. It’s not 
necessary to own the residence in

order to be eligible for the credit - 
renters also qualify. 

An additional credit, up to a 
maximum of $2,200., is available to 
those of you who installed solar, 
geothermal, and/or wind systems to 
heat or cool your residence. 

Remember, a credit is a direct 
reduction of your tax bill and 
should not be confused with a 
deduction. You don’t have to 
itemize to get the credit but you do 
have to use the long form (Form 
1040). A $300. credit will mean you 
save $300. on your tax bill. Maybe 
you can use it.

WHAT VENISON DISH 
TODAY? Many of you -- perhaps 
for the first time -- have stocked 
your freezer with deer meat and may 
want some good recipes on ways to 
prepare the meat. 

Most of you may have recipes 
you have tried or obtained from 
relatives or friends. I’m no James 
Beard, but my wife and I have tried 
dozens of venison dishes the past 30 
years. Many have not come up to 
our expectations. However, I'll list a 
few of those we consider to be 
choice for most palates. Keep in 
mind good meat will always taste 
good with a good recipe, but you 
can’t make poor meat flavorful with 
the best cooking treatment. 
Therefore, the best venison is that 
from a deer that has (1) not been 
dog-driven to exhaustion, (2) been 
quickly field dressed and cooled, (3) 
been properly aged, and (4) been 
properly cut, wrapped and quick 
frozen. There is some evidence in- 
dicating that meat from deer less 
than two years old is best. I would 
also prefer venison from animals 
killed early than from deer bagged 
late in the season. Late season deer 

ay develop. stringiness or 
Gevkicn. and any deer back- 


' strapped with fat in November will 


have lost that fat by the end of the 
season, especially when deer are 
crowded on their range. Regardless 
when the animal is bagged, I lean 
toward moist and slow cooking 
methods for venison with the excep- 
tion of loin steaks or chops. Thinly 
cut steaks can be delicious. Cut par- 
tially thawed meat into %-inch 
steaks. Put in a piping-hot skillet 
with a little cooking fat, or better 
yet, beef fat. Fry 90 seconds on each 
side and serve immediately. The in- 
terior should be slightly pink. The 
meat will be juicy and tender. If 
steaks are dry and tough, they were 
cooked too long! 
VENISON SWISS STEAK 
WITH ONIONS 

Round steak | inch thick 

Basic flour mixture: 2 cup flour; 1 
t. salt 

Yt. pepper 

2 T. fat 

1 cup water

ding to the court. 

The judge’s decision on the per- 
sonnel board came about 14 months 
after former sheriff’s deputy Wayne 
Lucas entered the lawsuit against 
Sheriff Red Walker and the county 
commission, alleging that he had 
been fired for political reasons and 
was not given the opportunity to 
present his case before the personnel 
board. 

Lucas had also asked that if the 
Act were declared unconstitutional 
that he receive the back pay to

In finding the Personnel Board 
Act unconstitutional Judge Shar- 
butt noted that in the advertised bill, 
the chiefs of police of the county’s 
municipalities were to submit 


nominees for membership on the 


personnel board. In the act as 
passed, the rights previously given 
to the chiefs were given to the Coun- 
ty Commission. The other point 
that differed had to do with city op- 
tions for joining under the 
provisions of the Act. The adver- 
tised bill said that a majority of the 
voters within a municipality could 
overrule the city council if the city 


council refused to place the city un- 
der the provisions of the Act. But 
the bill as passed removed that right 
from the voters. 

Judge Sharbutt concluded that 
Act No. 789 which established the 
personnel board was in violation of 
the provisions of Section 106 of the 
State constitution and was not 
legally advertised to the extent 
required by that section.

Two of the top priorities of newly 
appointed DA Billy Hill are to make 
the criminal justice system more 
protective of society and to establish 
a more cooperative attitude with law 
enforcement personnel.

He replaces Harold Walden who 
was elected to a newly created Cir- 
cuit Judgeship. 

The name of Alabaster attorney 
Robert Armstrong had also been 
mentioned as a possible appoin- 


tment to the post. But Hill said he 
had felt fairly confident of receiving 
the appointment ‘‘because I had a 
lot of support.’ 

Hill related that he had been en- 
dorsed by the Bar Association, law 
enforcement and the Probate 
Judges of Shelby, Coosa and Clay 
Counties. 

Speaking about some of his major 
concerns, Hill said he wanted to 
“create an attitude of cooperation’’ 
with all law enforcement agencies. 

He noted that he and Sheriff 
Buddy Glasgow, who took office 
this month, are personal friends and 
also have a good professional 
relationship.

Since Judge James Sharbutt ruled 
unconstitutional Act 789 which 
created a Personnel Board for 
Shelby County Law Enforcement 
officers, the sheriff presumably now 
has the power to make whatever 
changes in his department that he 
pleases. 

However, Sheriff Buddy Glasgow 
says that his present complement of 
deputies will remain the same. 
*‘We’ll go on just as we are,’’ he 
remarked Tuesday, shortly after 
Sharbutt rendered his verdict. 

But in addition to James Jones, 
who rejoined the department in 
November, the payroll also now in- 
cludes two other former deputies 


remarked. And he went on to say 
that he thought the emphasis needed 
to be placed on protecting society at 
large. 

The DA said he planned to work 
with law enforcement in preventive 
type measures to crime. 

As one of the long range goals, 
Hill said he intended to work with 
the Sheriff’s Department in 
cracking down on house burglaries 
and the sale of narcotics. ‘‘These are 
two areas where citizens are affected 
on a day to day basis,’’ he 
remarked. 

It’s also one of Hill’s goals to in- 
stitute a more efficient system of 
operating the DA’s office. He noted 
that in juvenille court, his former 
domain, he had processed five times 
the number of cases with the same 
number of personnel and he hoped 
to do the same in his new position. 

Another way the new DA plans to 
reorganize the office is by 
establishing a central card index 
system which would keep track of 
cases in his three county area. 

A. native of Shelby County, Hill 
grew up in Helena and graduated 
from Thompson High School. His 
undergraduate work was done at 
Birmingham Southern and he 
finished law school at the University 
of Alabama. 

After practicing law for a year 
with the Pelham firm of Bell, John- 
son and Hill, he was elected District 
Judge in 1976. 

Hill’s wife, the former Cynthia 
Ann Watson, teaches at Valley 
Elementary School. 

At the swearing in ceremony of 
the 28 year old District Attorney, at- 
torney Karl Harrison described 
Hill’s appointment to a packed 
courtroom as ‘‘the start of a new 
era.”’

Open meeting law 


needs strengthening 


Changes in Alabama’s open 
meeting law were proposed this 
week by the president of the Univer- 
sity of Montevallo, Dr. Jim 
Vickrey. 

Speaking to members of the 
American Society for Public Ad- 
ministration, the university 
president was on a panel with Jim 
Jacobson, editor of the Birmingham 
News, Nina Méiglionico, Bir- 
mingham City Council president, 
and Sally Sears, Channel 13, WAPI- 
TV news reporter. 

Vickrey’s proposal, written in bill 
form, provides that with certain 
specific exceptions, ‘‘all meetings of 
any governing body are open to the 
public at all times.”” 

In the bill, ‘‘meeting’’ is defined 
to be ‘‘for formal convening of a 
governing body at which a quorum 
is required and is present.’’ 

Exceptions permitting a gover- 
ning body to meet in executive 
session in Dr. Vickrey’s proposed 
bill are: conferences with an attor- 
ney, discussions involving the em- 
ployment status of an employee or 
the enrollment status of a student, 
and consideraiton of ‘‘any financial 
or real estate transaction, advance 
notice of which would be incon- 
sistent with responsible public 
management,” 

Under the current Alabama law, a 
governing body can go into 
executive session for one reason 
only: ‘“‘when the character or good 
name of a woman or man is in- 
volved.”’ 

Vickrey’s proposed change also 
requires governing bodies to give 
adequate public notice of meetings, 
whether the meetings are regularly 
scheduled or not.

problem and investigate measure to 
alleviate the problem and con- 
sequent damages. Factors to be con- 
sidered are the seriousness of the 
flood problem, the environmental 
consequences of various solutions to 
the problem, the social effects of 
both doing and not doing something 
about the problem, and the desires 
of the people.

The Shelby County grand jury 
considered 66 cases last week. As a 
result it decided that 55 of the cases 
had sufficient evidence to be 
prosecuted. Of these 53 are felonies 
and 2 are misdemeanors. The grand 
jury continued three cases, restored 
one case to the district court docket 


= and returned seven no bills. 


in its report the jury noted it 
found every office in the courthouse 
to be satisfactory with the exception 
of the tax collector’s office which it 
found to be in need of more space. 

The new jail was found to be in 
excellent condition except for cer- 
tain leaks, security gates intercoms 
and the need for more correctional 
personnel.

The history of the Shelby County 
Law Enforcement Personnel Board 
goes back several years. When the 
Act that established it was declared 
unconstitutional this week, many 
memories came back to those who 
have been interested observers in 
courthouse politics over the past few 
years. 

Back in 1975 or 1976 Sheriff Red 
Walker began talking up the need 


_ for such a board. It would establish 


hiring policies for law enforcement 
personnel; provide regulations for 
officers to work by, and provide a 
hearing panel in the event an officer 
wanted to complain about working 
policies or about a firing. 

No one seemed to object to the 
idea until it became apparent that 
Walker wanted to include police of- 
ficers from all the cities of Shelby 
County as well as deputies from his 
department. 

In reading over the proposed bill 
the mayors of the county’s ten cities 
noted that the sheriff would be able 
to exert more influence over the 
board than any other group. As a 
result, all the mayors objected to 
having their city’s police officers 
become a part of it. 

The mayors passed resolutions 
and took strong stands against the 
action. As a result, the final bill was 
written to include only sheriff’s 
deputies, although a door was left 
open allowing cities to join if the 
city councils voted to do so. 

The Act was passed by the 
Legislature in the spring of 1977. 

By June 1, 1977 the county star- 
ted collecting the one cent beer tax 
that was passed to finance the work 
of the personnel board. By the end 
of December, 1978, the total 
amount of money collected by the 
special beer tax was $197,886.23. 

Recent receipts show that the 
county collects well over $8,000 per

month from the tax. 

This money was to be spent for 
the expenses of setting up the per- 
sonnel board and paying secretarial 
help. Any excess was to revert to the 
county’s general fund to be used for 
‘law enforcement purposes.’ 

Although the Act establishing the 
personnel board is unconstitutional, 
the beer tax will still be collected. 
The money will all go directly to the 
county to be spent for the purposes 
outlined in the act. 

Among the expenditures that 
have been made from the fund are: 
Paving at the new jail: $32,374; 
retirement fund for Cecil Nummy, 
$3,260; Cost of beer stamps, $3,775; 
half salary of decal clerk, $3,951; 
travel and board expenses, $276; 
Joseph Curtin (for setting up board 
procedures) $1,750; and 
Recognition of Service $6,660. 


Among the controversial aspects 
of the personnel board act was the 
fact that no board members were 
appointed several months after the 
act had been passed. The County 
Commission was to nominate three 
persons, the sheriff was to nominate 
three, and the legislative delegation 
was to nominate three, and then 
choose one person from each of the 
groups. 

When the board finally started to 
function, the persons appointed 
were Teddy Brasher chairman, Billy 
Knowles and Crawford Cox. Last 
fall an office was set up in the new 
jail for the board and Jackie Brash- 
er was named secretary. But now, 
these people will no longer have any 
duties to perform. 

There is general sentiment for a 
personnel board that will function 
in the areas of hiring, firing and 
complaints, but it is too early to 
predict whether the county 
legislators will want to try to pass 
new legislation that will meet the 
constitutional requirements.

The question being raised by 
many newcomers to Shelby County 
is ‘Are the schools accredited?”’ 

When this question is posed to 
Verner Davis, associate superinten- 
dent of the Shelby County Schools, 
he said he often wonders if people 
know just what it means to be ac- 
credited. Most all of the 20 schools 
in Shelby County with the excep- 
tions of Shelby Elementary and 
Wilsonville Elementary are ac- 
credited by the state. This means 
that the educational institution has 
met the policies and standards 
established by the state of Alabama. 

Most all the schools in Alabama 
want to receive accreditation by the 
Southerh Association of Colleges 


and Schools. ‘It's the pinnacle of 
what we shoot for,’’ said Mrs, Jane 
Riley, assistant principal at Thom- 
pson Middle School which was fully 
accredited in 1978 with S.A. 

“The Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools is a regional 
educational agency which accredits 
public and private schools in 11 
southern states. Accreditation is 
sought on a voluntary basis.’’ Seven 
schools in Shelby County are fully 
addredited with S.A. They are Mon- 
tevallo Elementary School, Mon- 
tevallo High School, Thompson 
Middle School, Thompson High 
School, Valley Elementary School, 
Vincent Elementary School and 
Vincent High School.

Ad accepted after study 


This week the Shelby County 
Reporter is printing a type of adver- 
tisement it has never carried before. 

The advertisement is for a 
medical clinic in Birmingham that 
performs abortions for problem 
pregnancies. 
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The decision to accept this adver- 
tisement was made after a long and 
careful study. We reluctantly 
decided that there is a great need for 
such information in the greater 
Shelby County community, and that 
many persons would be helped by 
having this type of information 
available to them. 


We consulted teachers in the 
Shelby County schools, who have 
had long experience in counseling 
our youngsters, and we talked with 
social workers from public and 
private agencies who have had many 
years experience in working with 
unwed mothers and youths. 


They unanimously agreed that a 
responsible newspaper should not 
try to keep such information from 
the public. 

The stories that emerged from our 
discussions with these people tell, us 
that parents, churches and the 
community at large are not 
providing enough guidance to our 
young people in the area of sex 
education and in providing suppor- 
tive family life in their formative 
years.

check into the possibility of using 
the Form 1040A this year. 

In general, Form 1040A is for 
taxpayers with incomes of $40,000 
or less and filing jointly; $20,000 or 
less for all other taxpayers. Income 
must be from wages, salaries and 
tips with not more than $400 in in- 
terest or $400 in dividends, and 
deductions cannot be itemized. 

Taxpayers who use Form 1040A 
will find it easy to fill out. The entire 
form is printed on one side of a 
page. Calculations start at the top 
and move down the page, step-by- 
step, to the bottom where the 
signature goes. 

In fact, many taxpayers do not 
‘ . 
even have to calculate their tax; the 


- IRS will do it for them. Just com- 


plete the form to the line that says, 
“If you want the IRS to figure your 
tax, please stop here and sign 
below.”’ File the return by April 16, 
1979, with the preaddressed label at- 
tached. The IRS cautioned that 
the return must be signed, Both 
spouses must sign a joint return. 
The IRS will figure the tax in the 
way most beneficial to the taxpayer, 
including doing the Earned Income 
Credit if the taxpayer qualifies. A 
refund check will be sent for any 
overwithholding, and a bill for any 
taxes due. 

The IRS automatically mails tax- 
payers forms based on what they 
filed last year. Other forms are 
available at any IRS office and most 
banks and Postal Service stations. 


Food stamp 
policy changed 


Food stamp recipients can no 
longer be denied benefits solely 
because of refusal to repay the value 
of any stamps received through 
fraud or overissuance, Director of 
the Shelby County Department of 
Pensions and Security, said this 
week, 

Miss Susan Treadwell said the 
new policy has been instituted in 
compliance with a federal court or- 
der. The order enjoined the Depar- 
tment of Pensions and Security 
from using past fraud or 
overissuance of food stamp benefits 
as a basis for denying or discon- 
tinuing benefits. 

The court order, she said, does 
not remove a recipient’s respon- 
sibility to pay back the value of 
stamps fraudently received. If the 
recipient refuses to make 
repayment, however, he cannot be 
disqualified from the program if he 
is otherwise eligible.

no easy task. State certification is 
recommended before attempting to 
receive it, 

A school must first affiliate 
with S.A. before attempting mem- 
bership, which means the school 
makes an intention to conduct a 
program of improvement. A small 
committee from the outside then 
determines the readiness of the 
school to be accredited. A con- 
sultant must then be contracted by 
the school to help prepare a self 
study. Mrs. Riley stated the self 
study at T.M.S. took two years to 
write, She said, ‘‘I believe it takes at 
least two years to write a good 
one.’’ Dr. Frances Cannon, a 
professor of elementary education 
at the University of Montevallo, was 
the consultant who worked with the 
T.M.S. faculty. 

The self study is the critical 
evaluation of faculty, facility and 
academics. After the study is com- 
pleted, a visiting committee which is 
comprised of Alabama instructors 
evaluates the self study and the 
standards presently being met by the 
school. A report by the visiting 
committee is submitted to S.A., 
which reviews it and then accepts or 
rejects the school for accreditation. 

Among standards set for a middle 
school by Southern Association are: 
an average of 22 pupils to one 
teacher; a minimum of ten books 
per child or 1500 whichever is 
greater in the library; a minimum of 
175 days of classroom instruction; 
instruction in language arts, 
mathematics, science and conser- 
vation, social studies, health and 
safety, physical education, fine arts, 
related arts and/or. career 
education; $10 per pupil expended 
annually for instructional materials, 
such as, filmstrips, slides, maps, 
etc.; and school grounds must be 
large enough to provide outdoor 
areas for physical education and 
recreation with the recommendation 
that each new site be at least five 
acres in size plus one acre for each

100 pupils. Facilities such as swim- 
ming pools are a recommendation 
of Southern Association, not a 
standard. Standards may vary 
slightly in the elementary and high 
school programs. 

Mrs, Jane Riley, chairman of the 
steering committee for the T.M.S. 
evaluation, said, ‘‘The faculity 
worked so long and hard on the self 
study that it really drew us together. 
It was an eye opening experience to 
take a critical look at our strengths 
and weaknesses. We now have set 
our goals and plan to do the best job 
possible. To find out what’s best for 
the students at T.M.S. was the 
whole point of wanting to be ac- 
credited. We feel now we’re doing 
the best job possible,’’ she added. 

To maintain accreditation with 
Southern Association, a continuing 
program of improvement must be 
implemented by schools with mem- 
bership.

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miserable. By law, your mortgage 
company could start foreclosing if 
you are one day late. 

You should pay the utilities next. 
You may be able to postpone them 
for a month or so without too much 
hassle. Any longer and they may cut 
off your services. 

Car notes and other bank loans 
where you have pledged collateral, 
i.e. boat, motor and trailer, should 
also be paid promptly. These type 
small loans generally have 
provisions where the bank can 
repossess your car if you miss one 
payment. 

Small loan or finance companies 
are usually the nastiest. They act 
quick and you could find them 
removing your stove, bed, and 
refrigerator within a few days after 
you ignore their unpleasant phone 
call. Pay them off as soon as 
possible and don’t put them off 
without talking to them first. 

Credit cards, such as VISA and 
American Express, may be put off 
successfully but it will cost you more 
interest. The fact you’ve been late 
will be noted in the credit bureau 
files immediately. 

If your past record is good, the 
medical, dental and hospital bills 
can be delayed longer than the 
others. Don’t neglect them too long, 
however. You may not be able to see 
the doctor when you need him. 

One last note. I believe, as I know 
you do, that we should pay our bills 
promptly. If you can’t, talk to your 
creditors. You may be able to work 
out lower payments for awhile. By 
all means don’t just ignore them.

St. Thomas The Apostle Catholic 
Church in Montevallo has been 
assigned a new pastor, Father 
Joseph McDevitt. Father McDevitt, 
who has been transferred from St.

Timber Company in Simmsville 
from 1950-1964. He taught me the 
process. He just really loved to 
make charcoal.” 

The late Henry Glass, Joe C.’s 
grandfather, was a pioneer charcoal 
maker and blacksmith, who owned 
a farm on Lake Purdy near the 
Shelby County/Jefferson County 
line. Joe L. Glass learned the 
technique from his father who 
chopped down trees on his farm to 
use in making the charcoal. The 
charcoal was sold in bushels and 
people used it to make gun powder, 
to bake, and to heat their smoothing 
irons. But the big demand was from 
the companies who used it to melt 
iron ore such as Shelby Ironworks. 
People didn’t have natural gas or 
electricity in those days. 

After leaving his father’s farm, 
Joe L. Glass took employment as a 
greenskeeper for the Mountain 
Brook Country Club, where he 
worked for 30 years. In 1950, at the 
age of 60, he joined Oliver Self of 
Leeds in setting up the charcoal 
making operation for the Belcher 
Company. 

Mr. Cecil Hodgens of Simmsville 
was director of the operation which 
had eight to ten hearths 
continually in the 


process of making charcoal. At least 
32 bushels could be drawn off a pit. 
The 40 to 50 employees worked 
eight to ten hours per day setting the 
pits and drawing them off. The 
operation employed wood cutters, 
who cut the hardwood trees on the

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Belcher property, laborers and 
women sackers. Going price was 
one cent per pound. Oliver Kendrick 
and other blacksmiths near Chelsea 
made the tools used in the process, 
such as forks, shovels, and rakes. 
The charcoal was bagged in heavy 
paper sacks holding from five to 
forty pounds and shipped out by 
truck. Many times the charcoal was 
taken to the Pelham Depot where 
rail cars transported it all over the 
United States and into Canada. 

Joseph C. Glass helped make 
charcoal at the Belcher operation. 
He said, ‘‘When the smoke floated 
up out of the breather holes of the 
pit it would form smoke rings and it 
was just a beautiful sight. The good 
smell of the burning hickory and 
oak wood really cculd open up your 
head. We thought it was real health- 
ful.’’ 

“The charcoal was so hot when 
drawn out of the pit that you could 
light a newspaper with it,’’ he con- 
tinued. ‘‘If it had blue steaks we 
knew it was real good charcoal.”’ 

“The secret of making the char- 
coal,’’Mr. Glass said, ‘‘was keeping 


the fire on the hearth with the right 
amount of breather holes for ven- 
tilation. You wouldn’t want the 
wood to flame up and burn itself 
out.’’ 

The cone-shaped pits were 
generally 50-60 feet around and 20 
feet high, and made of wood, pine 
straw and dirt. Feeding the wood in- 
to the fire hole at the top could be 
dangerous. The laborer would climb 
a ladder to the top to feed the wood 
into the pit. If he lost his balance 
and fell into the pit, he would surely 
burn to death, explained Mr. Glass. 
**You had to be careful of the ‘doty’ 
wood (soft places in the wood) when 
you were walking on a pit,’’ Glass 
said. 

In the mid-sixties, charcoal 
making by the Belcher Company 
ceased, The land on County High- 
way 36 in Simmsville was eventually 
sold to Kimberly Clark. The 
buildings were torn down, and 
nothing stands on the property now. 

Joseph Glass does not know of 
anyone using the pioneer process to 
make charcoal anymore, although 
the Coosa Valley Charcoal Com-

Pelham coach quits

Coach David Bailey resigned 
from Pelham High School effective 
June Ist last Thursday afternoon. 
Bailey, who came to the school two 


weeks before the 1977 football 
season, has served as head football 
coach and athletic director. 

Bailey cited lack of support as one 
of his reasons for leaving. ‘‘I don’t

I’m sorry to see Coach David 
Bailey step down. 

He came at a difficult time for 
Pelham High and has fought to 
develop a solid athletic program. 
His first year was one of over- 
coming attitude problems. I believe 
he accomplished that goal. 

In his second year he faced a 

blem that can happen to any 
coach - injuries. No other team in 
the county was plagued as much as 
the Panthers of 1978. 

From the stands, things usually 
look different. Parents who paid to 
help develop the program at 
Pelham couldn’t understand why 
the team wasn’t winning. Worse 
than that, parents who did nothing 
but complain about the program 
also did nothing to help the 
situation. 

What has happened at Pelham 
won’t change. Unless the supporters 
of Pelham High School realize that 
champions aren’t built overnight 
and start building for the long haul, 
the Panthers will never become win- 
ners. Bear Bryant couldn’t win at 
Pelham with the same amount of 


support that was extended Bailey. 

Despite the negative, many things 
were accomplished. A solid foun- 
dation has been instituted. Bailey 
foresaw his team slowly developing 
until they were ready to participate 
in Area races. The biggest obstacle 
was winning. And don’t let anyone 
tell you this man wasn’t a winner. 

Winning takes more than points 
on a scoreboard. I believe Bailey 
realized that and was building not 
only a winning attitude in the 
players, but a winning philosophy in 
all things. An example rests in 
Bailey’s statements. 

“I couldn’t go out there and put 
on a false face,’’ Bailey told me. 
‘‘My heart wouldn’t be in it and I 
couldn’t do that to the players.’’ 

I have to respect a man of prin- 
ciples. Pelham should realize that it 
must support the man and give him 
everything he needs to coach. Most 
important of those needs is time and 
support. 

Bailey hasn’t enjoyed either one 
and the losers are the athletes. It’s 
too bad that this man’s efforts the 
past two years will go unnoticed. 

What will the people of Pelham 
do if their team loses next year? 


want to leave bitter,’’ Bailey told the 
Reporter. ‘‘I’m not making a moun- 
tain out of a molehill. I felt like I 
was just spinning my wheels.”’ 

The team was informed of the 
resignation Friday afternoon. Ac- 
cording to reports, Bailey told his 
players that the reason he was 
leaving was because he didn’t have 
the support of the parents. 

Principal Edwin Belue would only 
say, “‘All I can say is that I received 
a letter of resignation and I’m 
looking for a replacement.” 

Belue’s only comment to a rumor 
saying that Bailey was forced to 
resign was, “‘How I got it (the 
resignation) and what circumstances 
it came under I’m not able to say.”” 

The Pelham Panthers have had 
bad fortunes on the football field 
the past two years. ‘‘I’d be lying if I 
said we didn’t have problems this 
season,’’ Bailey told the Reporter. 
‘*After the game you had to take a 
number to see me. I had a lot of face 
to face encounters with parents af- 
ter the ball games.”’ 

Bailey is proud of the work he has 
done for Pelham High. ‘“‘I think 
we’re on the right track and we’ve 
built a good program. My 
replacement should find the job 
easier to perform than when I came 
here.”’ 

Bailey will continue to hold 
classes in physical education and 
says that he is hopeful he will find 
work in the same area. ‘‘I hope to 
stay in the area.

Hunting and fishing popularity in 
the U.S. today is not accidental. It is 
the result of efforts by topflite 
writers who, for generations, have 
been emphasizing hunting, fishing 
and camping as the ideal sports for 
*ll red-blooded outdoors lovers. 

No other country around this 

ishapen wobbling planet can 
voOast of the great numbers of hun- 
ters and fishermen we have today. 
Sport fishing and hunting in Mexico 
and in Central and South America 
seem to be happenstance and more 
or less reserved for rich Americans. 
In Europe the sports are supposedly 
limited to nobility. In Europe hun- 
ting and fishing are highly priced 
sports. Fishing as a sport is sub- 
dued. For example, in Bavaria, a pro- 
vince in Germany about 40 percent the 
size of Alabama, I discovered in 1945 
there were only about 10,000 ‘‘sport 
anglers’’ in a pre-war population of 
six to seven million residents! That’s 
one fly rod casters per 60 residents! 
In the U.S. the ratio of sports 
anglers is one per seven individuals! 

But nowhere in the world are 
there the numbers of magazines that 
devote entire contents monthly to 
hunting and fishing as in this coun- 
try. I'll admit my early interest in 
hunting and fishing began 45 years 
ago when I began to collect Outdoor 
Life Fur-Fish-Game, Sports Afield, 
Field and Stream, etc. There were 
many regional rags, such as 
Mississippi Valley Sportsman, 
Southern Sportsman, etc. The early 
Outdoors writers were masters of the 
trade of persuasion and their names 
are forever engraved in history: 
John Tainter Foote, Zane Grey, Ar- 
chibald Rutledge, Ben Ames 
Williams, Havilah Babcock, Corey 
Ford, Col. Frank B. Mayer. I could 
go on and on. At present I may have 
in the neighborhood of 2,500 out- 
door issues of those magazines I 
listed above, plus others as Mid- 
west Fisherman, Hunter-Trader- 
Trapper, National Sportsman, Out- 
doors, etc. 

In going back over some of the 
*33 to ’38 vintage issues in my 
bound volumes of hunting and 
fishing magazines there are eye- 
opening letters, anecdotes, conser- 
vation bits. In fact, some of these 
are the birth pangs of wildlife 
research and hunting and fishing at- 
titudes we follow today. Here are 
samples: 

‘*...When dangerous anti-firear- 
ms legislation appears on your state 
calendar, pour letters and telegrams 
in to your congressmen, It is the 
only way to save the situation.” 
Editorial, P. 10, Mar. 1935, HUN- 
TING AND FISHING. 

‘“‘Discovery that phosphorus 
poisoning in the waters near Aber- 
deen Proving Grounds at the head 
of Maryland’s Cheasapeake Bay 
made the feeding grounds a death 
trap for waterfowl, has resulted in 
preventing the birds from gathering 
there. Proof firing of trench-mortar 
shells scattered tons of phosphorus 
in the shallow water, poisoning 
thousands of feeding birds, so the 
area has been filled with several 
layers of earth.”” REDUCED 
LOADS, p. 11., Mar. 1935. HUN- 
TING AND FISHING. 

“* ,.to a fruit jar full of water, add 
a tablespoon of formaldehyde. In a 
few days, pour off the first solution 
with which the minnows have been 
covered, and refill, using the same 
proportions. If the minnows appear 
to be too hard, use more water. If 
you want to give them that slightly 
reddish tint which some anglers in- 
sist on in their minnow baits, add a

We think we have ‘‘experts’’ the 
past few years who brought to our 
attention the evils and effects of 
stream channelization? Read this: 

‘*Editor, HUNTING AND 
FISHING: As a trout fisherman of 
forty years experience, and one who 
believes in protecting this specie 
(sic) I have a complaint to make. 

“Since 1934 I have watched and 
checked with a great deal of intérest 
the so-called Stream Improvement 
Work practiced by the U.S. Forest 
Service and the Emergency Conser- 
vation. They remove all natural 
cover and destroy sources of food, 
shade and shelter, and have reduced 
our once fine trout streams to 
nothing more than drainage ditches. 

**I know whereof I speak because 
I had a fish expert sent up by the 
state and he agreed with me. This 
so-called Stream Improvement must 
be stopped in all forty-eight states’’ 
(signed Robert Gille, Moran, 
Michigan. Letter, P. 5, HUNTING 
AND FISHING, April, 1938. 

All you Soil Conservation Service 
biologists and engineers take heed 
of this 40-year-old admonition! 
Even the magazine editor went on to 
say similar complaints had come 
from Ohio, Ill., Ind. The com- 
plainers suggested Stream Im- 
provement crews under the super- 
vision of a man who knows 
something about fishing and fish 
culture should be the groups to ser- 
vice streams.

Calera’s City Council spent 
money for both equipment and 
manpower at Tuesday night’s 
meeting. 

Billy O’Brian was hired to the 
police department January 3ist. 
Mayor George Roy and the coun- 
cil members approved the selec- 
tion during a special meeting held 
that date. O’Brian previously 
served four years with the 
Chilton County Sheriff’s Depar- 
tment as a sergeant. 

In expenditures, the governing 
body agreed to purchase a 68 
model Ford 1% ton truck to be 
used by the city street depar- 
tment. The new truck will cost 
$2,000 plus the old truck that has 
been used. The agreement to 
make the purchase came on the 
understanding that the engine 
will be checked out by a 
mechanic before payment is

Calera High School’s athletic 
department received a donation 
of 400 dollars from the town. 
The money will come from the 
Park and Recreation Depar- 
tment. 

The council also heard the 
monthly rescue squad report. 
Eleven calls were made during 
January. Four were heart related, 
five were medical calls and the 
squad assisted in two wrecks. 

Mayor Roy read a letter from a 
fire department equipment com- 
pany commending both Fire 
Chief James Miles and assistant 
Fire Chief Neal Harkins.

Chief Sheriff’s Deputy James 
Jones commented on his new 
position and said the department 
hopes to have good coverage in 
all areas of the county, especially 
those small towns that do not 
have night time coverage.

Pointing out that litter along 
highways in the area is a serious 
problem, Mayor Bolton 
suggested erecting signs at all en- 
trances to the city stating that 
roads were being patrolled and 
violators would be fined. 

Councilman Harold McCord 
was put in charge of the 
project. 

Since billing for utilities will 
now be done by computer, City 
Clerk Mary Largin asked the 
panel to sign a resolution stating 
that the billing date be changed 
from the first of the month to no 
later than the 10th. 

The council went along with 
the Gas and Water Board, both 
of which had already approved 
the resolution, Largin reported. 

Two plaudits were received by 
the Police Department. Coun-

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LPN going strong at 78

After 49 years in the medical 
profession, 78-year-old Mollie 
Vinzant isn’t even considering 
giving up her cap. She just 
became a registered LPN at the 
age of 64, after 30 years service as 
a medical assistant in the Siluria 
and Alabaster areas and 5 years 
as a nurses’ aide. 

Miss Vinzant works full time 
on 2N at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital. At her age, many 
senior citizens have already spent 
years in nursing homes. But spry 
Mollie prefers to be the comfort- 
ing aid to the many medicare 
patients on her floor at the 
hospital. And until physically 
unable she plans to continue in 
her profession. 

In 1925, Mollie moved from 
Jemison to Siluria where she 
found employment in the post of- 
fice and later became a clerk in 
the Siluria Drug Store. Dr. J.A. 
Hines approached Miss Vinzant 
one day at the drug store about 
joining his new practice in Siluria 
as a medical assistant. There were 
no hospitals in Shelby County at 
that time. Mollie was interested 


“nd decided to give the job a try. 

Dr, Hines trained her in all 
medical procedures. He was the 
only medical doctor in the 
Siluria/Alabaster area. Mollie 
worked 64 days a week with 
Sunday afternoon off. She would 
walk to the office each day and 
when a call came into the office 
for help Mollie would ride with 
the doctor to the patient’s home. 
She never owned a car all those 
years, Dr. Hines and Mollie 
delivered most all the babies in 
the area. ‘‘There were so many I 
can’t nearly remember the num- 
ber now,”’ said Mollie. 

But she could remember pretty 
vividly the time she delivered a 
breech birth by herself. ‘‘The 
doctor was out of town delivering 
a speech to some group when I 
got a labor call. I figured I’d go 
to the home and aid the lady until 
Dr. Hines could get there. When 
I arrived the buttock was presen- 
ting itself. I worked for hours, 
until I dropped on my knees. 
But that baby girl was finally bir- 
thed. It was hard work; I’d never 
want to go through it again. The 
girl grew up and now has children 


Coal crisis revealed 


by 1860 mining cars 


Evidence of an energy crisis in 
the 1860s, coal mining carts 
found at U.S, Steel Co.’s Gurnee 
mines, are on display at the 
University of Montevallo library, 
Carmichael Hall. 

The energy crisis was the 
demand for coal to support the 
Confederate iron industry in 
Selma at a time when miners and 
materials were in short supply, 
according to UM historian Dr. 
Justin Fuller. 

Coal from Shelby County area 
mines helped soften the effects of 
the crisis. 

Through research, Dr. Fuller 
said he may have found the dates 
that the carts were abandoned. 
Union troops, he said, raided 
Shelby County March 30 and 31, 
1865, and all mining to support 
the Confederate operations in the 
area ended. ‘‘Once the Yankees 
had passed through, and the 
Selma Arsenal was destroyed,”’ 
the historian said, ‘‘the market 
for coal was gone.”’ 

Last June, when U.S. Steel Co. 
employees were preparing the 
area for the new mines, they 
found four old shafts. As miners 
went into the shafts, they found 
mine support timbers, tools, 
wooden rails and the four carts, 
which were well preserved, sealed 
from oxygen by water and mud. 
One of the carts was filled with 
coal. 

The carts were renovated at 
U.S. Steel’s Oak Grove Mines 
near Bessemer, and one of the 
carts was loaned to Tannehill 
State Park. 

One of the carts on display at 
the UM library was evidently 
used to haul water from the 
mines. The others brought the 
coal from the mines. 

During the time the mines were 


in operation, Shelby County was 
probably at least second in the 
Confederacy in the production of 
coal, Dr. Fuller said. ‘‘Mining 
here was significant and laid the 
foundation for the mining in- 
dustry in this state,’’ he added. 

“So far as I know, no other 
coal cars or artifacts of this 
nature have been found,’’ the 
UM historian said. ‘‘And that 
makes these carts unique and this 
library unique for having them.”’ 

Fuller’s research produced in- 
formation that he said suggested 
that the mines were operated by 
the firm of Brooks and Gainer. 
Other research found that the 
company had been in business in 
Selma during the Civil war and 
possessed a ‘“‘Large manufactory 
of harness, trace chains, canteens 
and wagon gear.”’ 

Walter Fleming, chief inspec- 
tor of U.S, Steel’s Southern 
District mines, said finding the 
abandoned shafts delayed 
operations at the new mine. 
‘Frankly, it was an aggravation 
when we ran into that hole in the 
ground.’’ But Fleming added the 
find created excitement all the 
way to company headquarters in 
Pittsburgh. 

Dr. Vickrey said university of- 
ficials ‘‘leaped at the chance to 
get the cars.’’ He also thanked 
Marcia Sears of Montevallo, who 
suggested that the carts be 
displayed at UM. 

He also said the carts would 
contribute to efforts of university 
officials to ‘‘re-establish our 


place in the history of this county 
and state.’’

“If any baby was born 
premature,’’ Mollie added, ‘‘the 
family could go to the Shelby 
County Health Department in 
Columbiana and borrow an in- 
cubator to bring home for the 
child.”’ Doctor Hines and Miss 
Vinzant would make house calls 
to care for any sick infants. 

Emergencies of all kinds oc- 
curred in those days as they do

now. Mollie Vinzant recalled a 
two car accident on Highway 31 
in Saginaw years ago (dates slip 
her mind now.) ‘*Two people 
were killed in the accident and 
three were injured. Dr. Hines and 
I went to the scene of the collision 
and set up I.V’s on a dwelling 
house porch until the ambulance 
came from Birmingham,’’ she 
stated. 

People get sick any time of the 
day any day of the year. Mollie 
remembers working on Christ- 
mas Day. She could receive a 
labor call from the doctor 
anytime of the night. She 
recalled: ‘‘Dr. Hines would call 
and say, ‘Mollie, get dressed and 
make coffee. We’ve got a labor 
case. The baby’s coming.’ ”’ 

Surprisingly, Mollie did find 
time to take a vacation. Dr.

Weil, I’m another year older, 
but it doesn’t bother me.

Hines gave her two weeks 
vacation each year.

A 
few years later, Mollie passed the 
LPN exam by waiver since she 
had worked as a registered 
medical assistant for so many 
years, 

Mollie said she adjusted 
quickly to hospital routine. 
“*Things are really a lot easier,’’ 
she said. ‘‘In earlier days,”’ she 
continued, ‘‘I’d have to cut and 
fold gauze and bandages and 
send them to Hillman Hospital in 
Birmingham to have them 
sterilized. Now I pick them right 
out of the box all prepared. 


It was a big adjustment at first 
for Miss Vinzant to work for so 
many doctors. She had become 
so adjusted to that one voice. But 
she thinks the doctors are won- 
derful and the personnel is great 
at S.M.H. She really enjoys 
working at the hospital. 

Miss Vinzant lives in her paren- 
ts’ homestead in Siluria with a 
brother where she’s lived since 
1932. Through her work, she on- 
ce knew many of the area 
families, but many people have 
moved away or expired, she ex- 
plained. 

“If I had my life to live over, 
I'd never change a thing. I’ve 
always loved to help people,”’ 
stated the 78-year-old LPN. 

Mollie’s second love is sports. 
She likes them all, but she loves 
baseball, especially a baseball 
player named Pete Rose. Since 
he’s to leave the Cincinnati Reds, 
Mollie says she’ll probably have 
to root for the Philadelphia 
Phillies next year.

New station may drop 
fire rating to five

Cable television was the chief 
topic at Pelham’s council meeting 
Monday (see other story), but 
several other items were also 
considered by the body. 

In other council action, 
residents of Greenpark South 
inquired as to the availability of 
street lighting in the trailer park. 
Several residents of Hunter’s 
Glen said lighting was still needed 
at a few intersections in their 
subdivision. Councilman John 
Tanner noted the request, saying 
he would check with the power 
company about placing poles on 
private property, and look into 
the intersection in question. 

A petition signed by 16 residen- 
ts of Hunter’s Glen requested 
that the city post a speed limit of 
35 on County 72 near the entran- 
ce of the subdivision. The petiton 
also requested speed breakers and 
a three-way stop at the intersec- 
tion. Mayor Burk Dunaway said 
he would check with the county 
and see what could be done. 


Johnny Busby asked the coun- 
cil when the city’s fire rating 
would be lowered. Councilman 
Roy Jowers and Fire Chief 
William Bryars explained that the 
state inspector had recommended 
that the city wait until completion 
of the new fire station, at which 
time the rating might drop from 
an eight to as low as a five. 
Councilman Ray Hamilton 
predicted this to go into effect in 
six months. 

The council heard the opinions 
of Police Chief D.O. Watson and 
Chief Bryars concerning the 
seldom used 911 emergency 
phone number, and voted to 
discontinue the service. 

Councilman Tanner made a 
motion for the city to renew its 
$3000 contract with Interniition 
Systems, Inc., an agency which 
studies cities’ needs and finds 
government grants to fulfill 
them. Tanner said the city hopes 
to receive $135,000 through the 
agency for park development. 


Council voted to grant a beer 
license to the new owner of Pig 
‘n’ Whistle, while they tabled an 
off-premises beer license request 
by U-totum, due to its proximity 
to Indian Springs School and the 
fact that it lies outside city limits. 

A petition in objection to the 
Inn Court Lounge was read to the 
council, but no action was taken 
because the Health Department 
had not yet granted the 
establishment a license. 

Police Chief Watson reported 
that 131 citations were issued in 
January. The police responded to 
31 accidents, two burglaries, on 
grand larceny, and one petty lar- 
ceny. 

Fire Chief Bryars reported his 
department answered 41 alarms, 
broken down into 18 fire and 23 
rescue calls. 


A public hearing on Bishop 
Creek Flood Control by the Cor- 
ps of Engineers was announced 
for the March | council meeting.

od's place of worship today by 
savings that one does not have to 
be in God’s kingdom to worship 
Him.

Second, Jeroboam changed 
the object of worship. He 
violated the second command- 
ment by making golden calves, 
which he set up in Bethel and in 
Dan. He stated, ‘‘Behold thy 


gods.”” He and the people 
became idolators. We must 
worship God. 


Third, Jeroboam changed the 
time of worship. He changed the 
days of worship for the passover, 
pentecost, and tabernacles to one 
month later than the days God 
commanded. He did this further 
to keep his people from the true 
worship in Jerusalem. Some 
pervert the gospel by changing 
the time of partaking of the 
Lord’s Supper from Sunday to 
other days of the week. Others 
neglect to partake of the Lord‘s 
Supper every Sunday to other 
days of the week. Others neglect 
to partake of the Lord’s Supper 
every Sunday by partaking of it 
quarterly, yearly, etc. The early 
church observed the Supper 
weekly.

Tired of mounting? 


Try silhouetting 


by Curtis S. Lawson 
District Fisheries Biologist 
Game and Fish Division 

Anglers are thrilled by landing a 
fish which is much larger than their 
usual catches. Although the greatest 
enjoyment is experienced when the 
fish is first landed, anglers frequen- 
tly reminisce and enjoy the memory 
of their catch, either in silent con- 
templation or as they relate the 
details of their catch to thir friends. 

Fisherman, wanting a visual 
record of their fish, often have 
photographs made and then take 
their prize to a taxidermist for 
mounting. A third method of 
preserving a visual record of a 
trophy fish, one that is rarely con- 
sidered by anglers, is making your 
own silhouette of your fish. 

I have made several silhouettes of 
largemouth bass and have been 
pleased with the results. The wall 
above my desk bears three silhouet- 
tes of bass, reminding me of my 
most thrilling fishing experience. 
These bass, weighing 7 pounds 10 
ounces, 8 pounds 14 ounces, and 9 
pounds 4 ounces, were caught 
during one afternoon from one 
submerged tree top. These silhouet- 
tes were made with the bodies 
straight and the mouths slightly 
open, giving the appearance that the 
bass were suspended. 

I have also made silhouettes of 
bass in a more active-appearing 
position, called the head up 
position. In this case the mouth of 
the bass is open wide and the tail is 
bent upward slightly. This type of 
silhouette is placed on the wall with 
the head of the fish pointing upwar- 
ds at an angle of 45 degrees or less 
from the horizontal. 

Silhouettes of bass can easily be 
made by placing the fish on a large 
piece of heavy paper and tracing the 
fish’s outline with a soft lead pencil. 
Generally, it is best to use a brown 
grocery sack for paper, splitting the 
sack down one side and across the 
bottom so the paper will lie flat. 
Heavy wrapping paper or butcher 
paper might work even better. The 
bass can be positioned in either the 
straight position, with its mouth 
slightly open, or with its mouth wide 
open for the head up position. The 
fins and tail should be spread out 
and traced carefully. I trace only 
one of the pelvic fins (paired fins at 
the front of the belly) on my 
silhouettes. 

After removing the bass and 
allowing the paper to dry, go over 
the lines ‘on the tracing, making 
them smooth and dark. Next, cut 
out the silhouettes of the fish. This 
is the pattern used to make a 
finished silhouette.

Make your silhouettes out of 
black poster paper which can be 
purchased from an art supply store. 
Trace around the pattern and cut 
our the outline of the bass. Next, go 
around the edge of the silhouette 
with a black felt tip pen to cover up 
the white which appears when the 
poster paper is cut. The finished 
silhouette is now ready to be placed 
ona wall. 

With the proper tools and some 
carpentry skills, silhouettes of fish 
can easily be made of wood rather 
than of poster paper. 

Other species of fish will also 
make nice silhouettes. The striped 
bass and its hybrids are excellent 
candidates for silhouettes. 
Specimens which are considered 
large at present could be surpassed 
by larger fish in the future, since 
these fish have been stocked only 
recently in Alabama waters. 


The conference is composed of 
teams from: Bessemer, Calera, 
Cahaba Heights, Columbiana, 
Vincent, Verbena, Talladega, 
Sylacauga, Leeds, Woodlawn, 
Huntsville and Leighton.

Since that time, 
Brooke has been in the hospital 
on numerous occasions for he 
seems to pick up infections easily. 
Medical bills have been costly 
and his parents are thankful for 
fine health insurance protection 
they hold. 

Brooke’s parents, Dan and 
Jackie Davis, have provided their 
child with a great deal of love and 
care and have attempted to take 
advantage of every available 
program that could help him 
develop his abilities and interests. 
At the age of three, Brooke was 
enrolled in the Infant Stimulation 
Program offered at a pre-school 
center in Siluria where he atten- 
ded sessions twice a week for the 
following two years. At the 
Siluria center, Brooke developed 
seif-heip skills, such as dressing 
and eating; received speech 

therapy lessons, and worked on 
muscle development by using the 
exercise mat. 

Brooke attended a summer 
session sponsored by Trinity 
Church in Homewood in 1978 
for mentally retarded and han- 
dicapped pre-schoolers. There 
the teachers continued to help 
him with speech and physical 
therapy and began to teach 
Brooke to recognize colors. 

Presently, the Poster Child is a 
student at the Severely Profoun- 
dly Multi-Handicapped Center 
for students, ages 6-21, in 

Columbiana. The center is a 
public school sponsored by the 
Board of Education. P-ooke at- 
tends class five days a week, full-

time. He is studying numbers, let- 
ters, and colors in his classes. The 
teachers have toilet-trained him; 
taught him to zip clothes, to use a 
knife and spoon properly, and to 
carry his own tray in the lun- 
chroom among many self-help 
skills. His attention span and 
patience have improved reported 
his mother. Brooke is learning 
sign language to help a moderate 
hearing loss. He receives speech 
therapy lessons three time a day 
and limited physical therapy 
help. 

Mrs. Davis is very pleased with 
the help Brooke is receiving at the 
Center. She said, ‘‘I use to drive 
Brooke into Birmingham to St. 
Vincent’s Hospital for a speech 
therapy session once a week at 
the cost of $9 for 30 minutes. 
Now he receives help at the Cen- 
ter daily. It’s just great!’’ 

Brooke's mother, who has ser- 
ved as ARC president this past 
year, explained that mentally 
retarded persons have special 
needs. They are slow learners and 
often extremely affectionate 

people. ‘‘There is a big difference

between mentally ill and mentally 
retarded persons,”’ stated the 
ARC president. She continued, 
‘‘Mentally retarded people are 
not violent or dangerous; they 
don’t understand hate. I believe 
they are born with an extra 
measure of love and affection,”’ 
she added. 

Brooke’s parents described 
him as liking other children, 
especially his 11 month-old baby 
sister, Amanda. Brooke enjoys 
going to the park to play; he likes 
sports just like most little boys. 

The ARC is an advocate group 
for mentally retarded and han- 
dicapped individuals. The 
organization tries to see that the 
rights are protected and the needs 
are met of these special indiv- 
duals. The local group sponsors 
an Infant Stimulation Program 
for pre-schoolers in Siluria. Fun- 
ds for I.S.P. are raised through 
donations and membership dues. 
Donations of any kind are urgen- 
tly needed now for finances are 
very low. 

The ARC is sponsoring an 
open house on March 4, Mental 
Retardation Sunday, at the 
Sheltered Workshop on Highway 
31 across from Thompson Mid- 
dle School. It will be the first 
special activity sponsored by the 
ARC during March, Mental 
Retardation Month.

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AEA airs views on constitution |Good

**I knew when I walked in, this 
would not be a Sid McDonald 
rally,’’ remarked State Senator 
Lister Hill Proctor at Monday 
night’s AEA meeting in UM’s 
Comer Hall Auditorium. 

Some 100 University faculty 
and others interested in education 
met with Shelby County’s 
legislative delegation on the eve 
of the special session called to 
pass a new constitution for the 
state. 

Dr. Sidney Vance presided 
over the meeting, while Fred 
Blackmon presented the AEA 
position before asking the 
lawmakers where they stood. 

“The purpose of this con- 
stitution is to divert funds from 
education,’’ declared Blackmon, 
before outlining four features of 
it concerning education that he 
felt needed change. 

First, only two trustee boards 
are memorialized in the con- 
stitution, he said. 

Second, the new constitution 
removes the present prohibition 
on funding private schools. (Ac- 
tually the present constitution 
doesnt prohibit ‘‘grants,’’ and 
through this loophole state 
money has flowed for years to 
places such as West Jefferson 
Tech, Lyman Ward, and Marion 
Military Institute.) 

Third, the new constitution 
takes the state out of the ad 
valorem (property) tax field by 
1981, resulting in an annual loss 
of $20 million to education, some 
2% of its present budget. 

Fourth, and most important 
Blackmon said, the new con- 
stitution would prohibit all future 
earmarking of tax money, and 
permit the legislature to ‘‘unear- 
mark’’ present taxes. 

Digressing for a moment, 
Blackmon said that it was regret- 
table that teachers should get all 
the blame when it is discovered 
that ‘‘Johnny can’t read,’’ when 
the fault ought to be shared by 
school administrators, genetic 
factors, cultural imperatives, and 
parents. 

Blackmon also noted that the 
Special Education Trust Fund 
(SETF), fed by earmarked taxes, 
provides a minimum level of ed- 
ucation in Alabama that is only 
half as expensive as the most 
elite possible education here. 
Many states have rich schools 
that spend 30 or 40 times what 
their poor schools spend, he said, 
because they don’t have a 
minimum standard like the 
SETF. 

Without such a minimum 
standard to provide hope for the 
disadvantaged, we could ex-, 
perience a ‘‘Watts of the South,”’ 
Blackmon predicted. 

When the legislators were 
asked for their comments, 
Senator Lister Hill Proctor said 
that it would be difficult to pass 
the constitution in the time 
allowed the legislature. 

There will be 12 legislative days 
in 30 calendar days, and the first 
three or four legislative days 
could easily be killed in for- 
malities. The first legislative day, 
for example, will be consumed by 
merely convening. Twelve days 
of public hearings will then ensue 
before the second legislative day. 

By the time they get down to 
brass tacks, only 8 or 9 legislative 
days are likely to remain, and 
they could easily be used up in the 
senate by seven or eight 
determined opposition senators 
and a filibuster. 

Citing five to eight ‘‘controver- 
sial points’’ in the presently 
proposed ‘‘King James version’’ 
of the constitution, Proctor 
noted that such an opposition 
bloc could form, stand fast 
against persuasion and con- 
cessions, and kill the whole thing. 

“I think we'll get one out,” 
predicted Senator Doug Cook, 
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representing the metropolitan 
section of Shelby County. Cook 
was the only one present who 
foresaw enactment of a new con- 
stitution on the Governor’s 
schedule, but he also thought that 
some changes would be made in 
the drafts now circulating. 

For one thing, Cook said he 
could already detect some ad- 
ministration movement toward 
concession on Section 8.06, the 
unearmarking section. 

Cook reckoned that Governor 
James may go for a compromise 
that would still forbid ear- 


marking future taxes, but also 
forbid the legislature from 
unearmarking present taxes. 
Representative Curtis Smith, 
of Montevallo and Chilton Coun- 
ty, refused to predict defeat or 
victory for the new constitution,

and declared that the matter 
should be handled with care. 

Sterrett’s Representative Son- 
ny Moore, the only Shelby Coun- 
ty resident in the legislature, 
related that he had seen a similar 
new constitution killed in the last 
legislature, and said he didn’t 
think we’ll have the present ver- 
sion soon--unless it is presented 
article by article. 

Rep. J.T. Jabo Waggoner, 
whose district falls within Sen. 
Cook's, joined Moore in 
forecas.ing doom for the new 
constitution in the special 
session. 

Waggoner informed the 
audience that Alabama is one of 
a very few states that earmark at 
all, and that the DPS, Highway 
Department, Conservation 
Department, and others all get

earmarked dollars--not just 
education. 

One feature in the new con- 
stitution is a provision making 
education an essential state fun- 
ction, and mandating the 
legislature to provide for it. This 
is absent from the present 
document, Waggoner noted. 

Waggoner went on to say the 
$1.2 billion SETF has historically 
shown a surplus, while the $228 
million general fund has 
historically fallen short. 
However, in years like 1979, 
when both historical trends are 
reversed, unearmarking could ac- 
tually help education. 

In the ensuing question and an- 
swer period, everyone was urged 
to make their views known by 
going to Montgomery, and by 
writing their legislators.

Growing dumps, filth mar county 


What’s to be done? 

Not more than 200 yards from 
county landfill No. 3 in Helena, 
tons of trash are heaped 
alongside the road. At the inter- 
section of Counties 26 and 70 
near Columbiana, an area 
cleaned up only six months ago, 
you can see a nasty collection of 
rusting cans and broken bottles. 


. And if you drive down Highway 


31 for five or ten miles, chances 
are you’ll see a bag of hamburger 
wrappers and paper cups fly from 
someone’s window. 

The nice word for littering is 
senseless, In a world too full of 
muggers, thuggers and thieves, 
what’s the point in adding to the 
ugliness by dumping one’s gar- 
bage along an otherwise scenic 
country road? There’s absolutely 
no point to it. 

Again, what’s to be done? 

If the law slapped a few fines 
on some people, it would no 
doubt deter them next time they 
started to toss a bottle out the 
window, But the problem here is 
that to fine someone, a law of- 
ficer actually has to see the per- 
son dumping the garbage. And 
no matter how stupid it is to lit- 
ter, a person dumping trash 
generally has more sense than to 
do it in front of the sheriff. 

So one of the answers to the 
problem of litter lies in broader 
and stiffer laws. Backed by the 
County Commission and County 
Engineer Jimmy Ray, a prima 
facie law has been drawn up and 
will come before the state 
legislature during its regular 
session later this year. The bill 
will enable law officers to link the 
litter with names and addressed 


found on discarded envelopes, 
letters, etc. That person would 
then be contacted and asked to 
clean up the mess. If the person 
refused, a fine would be charged. 

A prima facie law would be 
one step toward cleaning up 
Shelby County, but you can’t 
make somebody do something 
they don’t want to. 

The crux of the litter problem 
lies with the individual. Many 
people simply don’t think when 
they throw trash out their car. 
Others just flat out don’t care; it 
means nothing to them if they 
dump their rags, bags, tattered 
tires and kitchen sinks on the side 
of the road. 

So what’s to be done? ° 

The answer is to educate 


people to the dangers and 
detrimental effects of litter, and 
to develop a sense of pride in 
Shelby County. 

But where littering and dum- 
ping hurt this writer the most, is 
that some people are so insen- 
sitive to the natural beauty of the 
county that they dump coffee 
grounds and egg shells on the side 
of the road without a second 
thought. It is a sad note to think 
that there are so many people in 
this county (and the whole coun- 
try, for that matter) who have no 
pride or consideration, what- 
soever, for the land on which 
they live. 

What’s to be done? Think for a

Court move proposed 


A plan to consolidate the coun- 
ty’s court system on the third 
floor of the courthouse was ap- 
proved by the county’s governing 
body at their meeting Monday. 

According to Judge James 
Sharbutt, who showed a floor 
plan of the proposed 
arrangement to Commissioners, 
everyone in the court system ex- 
cept the Circuit Clerk had 
favored the move. 

Sharbutt also focused on the 
possibility of building a judicial 
complex. And he proposed a two 
cent beer tax rather than the one 
cent tax that was levied to sup- 
port the now defunct Personnel 
Board. 

“Half of the money could still 
be used for law enforcement,”’ 


the Judge noted, ‘‘and the other 
half could be used to build the 
judicial complex.’’ 

The proposed location for the 
new structure to house the court 
— would be adjoining the 
jail. 

**Let’s get something started 
right now on renovating the third 
floor,’ urged Commissioner 
Jake Morris. The panel agreed as 
a first step to advertise for bids 
for the removal of the steel from 
the old jail complex. 

The Commission also went on 
record to implement the cour- 
thouse reassignment of space 
plan, which would include 
moving the circuit Clerk’s office, 
and building a walkway between 
the Courthouse and the Annex. 


Ray is trying to get funds that 
other counties cannot match 
diverted to Shelby County for 
highway improvement. 


Sonny Moore is going to inter- 
view every Shelby County deputy 
this week to see if they want a law 
enforcement personnel board. 

Moore is ready to submit new 
legislation in the House of 
Representatives to replace the 
former personnel board which 
was ruled unconsitutional two 
week ago. 

But he told the Reporter he 
wanted the law to reflect the 
wishes of the sheriff’s depar- 
tment. So the Sterrett legislator 
will talk with all the deputies to 
get their ideas on the matter. 


Shelby County Engineer James 
Ray has been named to a special 
committee by Governor Fob 
James. 

Ray told the County Com- 
mission Monday that he has been 
asked to serve on a seven-man 
committee to advise the governor 
on highways. 

The Commission gave him 
permission to devote an 
estimated two or three days a 
month to the work. 


Ray’s proposal to extend the 
lease on the Helena Landfill was 
approved by the Commission 
even though the price for six 
months will amount to $2,500. 


Morning

The television folks kept 
talking about snow, in Buffalo 
and Chicago and all over 
Nebraska, enough snow to dam 
up a river. I guess that’s why I got 
to thinking about another snow, 
at another place, at another time. 

It was in the early 1930's, a sort 
of go-between time with folks 
still neck deep in the depression 
but seeing a ray of light ahead 
with things like WPA and CCC 
beginning to take hold. 

It started snowing about seven 
o’clock one night and snowed all 
night and the next day and part 
of the next night. It covered the 
roads and ditches and the banks 
along the roads, so that a fellow 
going along had to hope he was in 
the right spot. 

Alvin and I started out with the 
mail at nine o’clock. We got to 
Bethel Church and turned left 
and passed the Morris place and 
the Steele place and the old Gar- 
dner place before the ground 
started thawing out just this side 
of Florence Church. By the time 
we got to Ray Town the road was 
a soft, mushy mess, not much 
wider than the car, and with the 
banks as slick as grease. 

We got stuck six times trying to 
get up Johnson hill and finally 
made it across the creek to Aunt 
Add Walton’s house and back to 
Dan Blackerby’s place before he 
got stuck again in a little hollow 
in sight of the Chelsea road. We 
got out, by jacking up both rear 
wheels, and made it fine until we 
got halfway up the hill at Lesters 
Chapel Church. 

I looked at the wheels, all four

Franks switches jobs 


Carleton Franks was named 
solid waste supervisor of Shelby 
County by the County Com- 
mission Monday. 

In accepting the appointment 
Franks will give up his position as 
Administrative Assistant to 
Commission Chairman Tommy 
Snowden. 

That position will not be filled, 
according to the action taken by 
the Commission. 

Franks was selected, and he 
readily agreed to it, following a 
request from Health Department 
environmentalists George 
Holcombe, Jr., and Ron Stutts 
that a supervisor be named. 

Walter Bryant had earlier ser- 
ved in that capacity, but his 
position was funded by CETA. 
When those funds were ter- 
minated, Bryant had to be drop- 
ped, to the expressed regret of 
everyone on the Commission and 
in the Health Department. 

Commissioner Jake Morris 
said he favored having a solid 
waste supervisor, but would not 


favor adding anyone to the coun- 
ty payroll. J.E. ‘‘Ned’’ Bearden 
protested that Franks had not 
had time to express himself on 
the change, but when Franks 
assured him that he would like to 
do it, all members of the Com- 
mission were unanimous in 
naming him, 

Franks has been working 
closely with the landfill and solid 
waste program in recent weeks. 
He will handle negotiations with 
the garbage franchise collectors 
whose contracts come up for 
renewal next month. 

The health department favors 
increasing the fee for garbage 
collection at homes to $4.25 per 
month and charging a fee at the 
landfills, 

The problems of waste and lit- 
ter have been discussed for years, 
and the county has spent enor- 
mous sums in trying to handle the 
problem. Yet many illegal dumps 
exist throughout the county and 
renewed pressure is on the Com- 
mission to improve the situation.

month. A survey will be conduc- 
ted to determine the preference 
between Home Box Office 
(HBO) and Home Theatre, the 
two available movie packages; 
Home Theatre would add $4 to 
the monthly fee, while HBO, 
which offers newer movies (some 
“*R”’ rated), would add $8 per 
month. The movie package is op- 
tional. Cable service charges 
will be made at no charge. 

What will you be able to pick 
up on the cable? For starters, a 
clear picture on local channels 6, 
10, 13, and 42 wiil be available. 
Johnson is also offering the 
popular channel 17 out of Atlan- 
ta, Sports from Madison Square 
Gardens, a Christian Network, 
KTVU out of San Francisco, 
WGN from Chicago, and a 
channel posting community 
bulletins, weather, and birthday 
announcements. 

Johnson notes that since 
making his proposals to Pelham 
and Alabaster, several new 
broadcasts have become available 
to him. One is C-span, which will 
cover live proceedings from the 
floor of the House of Represen- 
tatives in Washington. There is 
talk, also of starting a fourth 
national network to be broadcast 
on the cable.

Father McDevitt told the 

Reporter that a bid has been 
made on a house in the church 
neighborhood which the parish 
hopes to buy and use for C.C.D. 
classrooms. Presently the parish 
facilities include the church, 
parish hall and rectory. 

A Birmingham native, Father 
McDevitt graduated from St. 
Bernard College in Cullman and 
St. Mary’s Seminary in 
Baltimore, Md., where he studied 
philosophy and theology. He was 
ordained in St. Paul’s Church in 
Birmingham on March 17, 1958. 
His assignments have included 
Sacred Heart Church in Pen- 
sacola, St. Anthony’s Church in 
Ensley and the Church of the 
Visitation in Huntsville.

‘I taught myself to 
drive,’’ she reported, ‘‘and I’d 
never even cranked a car 
before.’’ 

Never one to be idle, Mrs. 
Weldon remarked that she was 
happy when she was doing 
something. And in most instan- 
ces, her efforts have been direc- 
ted toward helping other people. 


Her occupation for a number 
of years now, has been to look af- 
ter people unable to care for 
themselves. But she always has 
enough energy to work in her 
garden as well. 

And the excess produce from 
the garden is given away to friends. 
“I plant for the birds, 
myself and my neighbors,’’ Mrs. 
Weldon, said, ‘‘and I’ve never 
had a crop to fail.”’ 

Mrs. Weldon grew up around 
Shelby Shores and was the second 
child in a family of 11. ‘‘Mama 
always had a baby,”’ she recoun- 
ted, ‘‘so I had to help out around 
the house.”’

Money Facts & Tax 


by Sammy W. Self, CPA 

Did you incur storm damages 
to your residence last year? If you 
did, don’t forget to deduct them 
on your 1978 tax returns. 

Both the federal and Alabama 
income tax laws allow deductions 
for losses from fire, storm, auto 
accident or other casualty, and 
from theft. Casualty and theft 
losses are the only deductible 
losses for individuals which need 
not be incurred in a business or in 
transactions for profit. 

A casualty is the destruction of 
property from an event of a sud- 
den, unexpected or unusual nature. 
Your deduction is generally the 
difference in the value of the 
property before and after the 
casualty. But the loss can’t be 
more than your cost or other 
basis. 

After determining the amount 
of loss you then reduce the deduc- 
tion by any insurance recovery. 
That amount must also be 
reduced by $100. (The $100 floor 
applies to each casualty.) 

The law, previous court 
decisions and rulings have 
decided that the following events 
are deductible casualties: 

Diamond dropped in garbage 


disposal, diamond lost when car 
door slammed on ring finger, 
auto accident, furniture broken 
in moving, mine _ cave-in 
damaging residence, pine beetle 
damage to trees, earth slide, ex- 
plosion, fire, lawn damage by use 
of improver weed killer, light- 
ning, riot, shipwreck, sonic 
boom, storm damage caused by 
winds, waves, flooding, ice, hail, 
rain and sleet, thin ice, tornado, 
vandalism, and water damage 
caused where water pipes burst.

finds. He stressed the importance 
of ‘‘surface collecting’’ by 
amateurs, and not digging. If 
during surface collecting, 
something unusual to the area is 
discovered, the professionals 
should be called in, he said, so as 
not to destroy history by digging.

Thompson 
had a last chance but failed to 
negotiate the forty foot jumper. 

Montevallo only gained one 
point in the three minute over- 
time period.

Plants need pruning 


by John E. Jones 
County Agent ANR 
Proper pruning is one of the 
most neglected and misunder- 
stood of all garden practices, says 
Shelby County Agent John E. 
Jones. It is an art which should 
be practiced as a vital part of the 
maintenance program for all 
plants. 
Incorrect pruning results in 
poor and improper growth, 


Press and unnatural plant 


forms, poor flower and fruit 
production and the death of some 
plants. 

Late winter is the recommen- 
ded time for pruning trees and 
evergreen shrubs not selected for 
flowering. Do. not prune spring- 
flowering plants such as azaleas 
Jones says, until after they 
flower. 

When pruning, Jones says to 
first remove weak and spindly 
wood inside the plant mass near 
the ground. Next, reduce the 
height of the plant to the desired 
level by making cuts at varying 
levels, always keeping in mind the 
natural form of the plant. One 
rule of thumb for tall plants with 
cane-like growth, such as nan- 
dina, is to remove one-third of 
the oldest and tallest canes near 
the ground each year. 

The extent of annual pruning 


will depend on the plant species, 
Jones notes. Some shrubs require 
the removal of considerable 
growth each year, others require 
little. It is much better to prune 
lightly each year rather than 
severely butcher a plant after 
several years gf growth. Many 
old plants do not recover after 
severe pruning. 

Jones also has these other tips 
for pruning: 

--Prune plants which interfere 
with safety features in landscape 
development. 


--Maintain the natural form of 
each species to ensure that plant 
character is not destroyed.

The work release program for 
the county has come to a 
screeching halt. 

And the petition which Sheriff 
Buddy Glasgow sent to the town 
of Helena on February 10 to 
cease operating the program 
means that former Sheriff C.P. 
‘Red’ Walker, the project’s

executive director, no longer has 
any duties. 

Glasgow contends that in 
Local Act 700, which set up the 
program in 1976, authority for 
implementing the program is 
vested with the County Com- 
mission and the Sheriff. 

At the present time Glasgow is

awaiting an Attorney General’s 
opinion on the matter. Until it is 
received, he has asked the town 
to cease operations. 

There were three prisoners 
working at outside jobs under the 
auspices of the program at the 
time it was halted. 

It has been learned that an 
audit by the Alabama Law En- 
forcement Planning Agency, 
which approves federal grants for 
the program, has discovered a 
misuse of funds, which may 
amount to as much as $22,500. 

When this information is 
presented to a LEPA grievance 
committee, the Sheriff said, they 
will determine what action to 
take about paying back the fun- 
ds. 

Glasgow told the Reporter he 
had asked LEPA state officials to 
transfer the work release 
program to the County Com- 
mission. He reported that he and 
the Rehabilitation Board will 
administer it. 

In addition to the sheriff, the 
District Attorney ,and Circuit 


Clerk serve on this panel which 
approves prisoners who par- 
ticipate. 

The Sheriff also wants any 
m oney back that had been tran- 
sferred from his department to 
the work release program. 

The town of Helena has spon- 
sored the program since its incep- 
tion three years ago. Walker took 
the $22,500 director’s job in 
December while he was still 
sheriff. 

Reportedly, some Helena of- 
ficials are upset about the 
removal of the program, but no 
official statement has been made. 
Walker has also not commented 
on his successor’s action. 

‘I’m in favor of a good work 
release program,’’ Glasgow said. 
But he mentioned that a program 
offered by the state might be 
more advantagous. 

According to Glasgow, the 
state program is better con- 
trolled. The program is operated, 
he explained, by using 25% of the 
inmate’s pay rather than funding 
by grants.

Calera is taking steps to earn a 
lower fire rating. At Tuesday 
night’s council meeting, Fire 
Chief James Miles asked the 
town’s approval to have the 
pump rebuilt on the old fire 
engine. 

Miles told the council that the 
cost would be $1,000 or more but 
would be one of the first steps in 
re-evaluating the city fire rating. 
Presently Calera is rated number 
eight. Lowering that rating one 
number would save most 
homeowners 15% annually for 
fire insurance he said. 

Councilman Don Deloach 
asked and received permission to 
buy folding spanner wrenches so 
that each fireman would have 
one. 

Deloach also told the council 
that the Park and Recreation 
Board plans to buy a $1,540 ice 
machine for the park.

The latest caper that’s been 
devised for making a fast buck 
seems to be the theft of gasoline.

Sheriff settles in to new job

A desktop covered with 
paperwork - a phone that never 
stops ringing - and an appoin- 
tment book with few blank 
spaces. 

The county’s new sheriff an- 
ticipated the work load when he 
took over his duties in January. 
But he didn’t expect any of the 
frustrations that have beset him 
since he took office the second 
week in January. 

The communication system at 
the jail is on the blink most of the 
time, some locks fail to operate, 
and there are a number of leaks, 
one of which causes a wet desk 
top in an investigator’s office 
when it rains. 

Glasgow keeps the blinds 
closed to eliminate outside 


distractions. But there’s a light 
that continually dims in his office 
and when he answers his phone, 
sometimes there’s no one on the 
other end, 

But in spite of all the annoyan- 
ces, Glasgow feels that everything 
is pretty much falling into place. 

True to his word, all personnel 
in the Sheriff’s Department and 
jail have been kept on even 
though there has been some 
juggling of job assignments. 

The one deputy who has depar- 
ted is Ray White, who accepted a 
better job, Glasgow reported, 
with a Birmingham radio station. 

Two new appointments the 
Sheriff has made are in the Chief 
Investigator and Chief Deputy 
slots. Reed Smith was reassigned 
te his old job when he rejoined 


the department, and James Jones 
was made Chief Deputy. 

Former Chief Deputy Lt. 
James Edwards is now in charge 
of the Civil Process and 
Execution Division and Tom 
Barnes, who served as Chief In- 
vestigator under the former 
Sheriff is now an investigator. 

‘*We're understaffed,’’ 
Glasgow declares. We need five 
more patrolmen, two more in- 
vestigators and eight correctional 
officers. 

The addition of correction of- 
ficers rather than sworn deputies 
in the jail area is something the 
new Sheriff hopes the county 
commission will approve. 

They would need less training, 
Glasgow pointed out. ‘‘It would 
be on-the-job training,’’ he

While a forest fire is in 
progress, Stone pointed out that 
volunteers could sometimes be a 
hindrance. Some helpful action 
that could be rendered he said, 
would be to inform a tractor 
operator of the whereabouts of 
roads or creeks. Or if the 
machine is in a yard, Stone said 
the driver should know the 
location of septic tanks and water 
and gas lines. 

Another useful function that 
could be performed by anyone 
wanting to help, according to 
Stone, would be to patrol fire 
lines and keep an eye on burning 
stumps and trees. Sparks, he 
noted, can fly as far as 50 feet. 

Cautioning homeowners to be 
alert when they know there’s a 

fire in their area, Stone related 
that ‘‘a fire can sneak up on you 
unnoticed if smoke isn’t blowing 
your way.”’ 

Stickers to be placed on the 
telephone are available at his of- 
fice, Stone said, that are useful 
for giving the home’s exact 
location in a hurry. There is a 
place on the sticker for sector, 
township and range, which Stone 
noted can be found on the 
homeowner’s deed, 

At the present time, the 
Forestry Commission has the ad- 
vantage of a plane to assist them 
in locating fires. However, Stone 
said the pilot would be leaving in 
April. 


noted. He went on to say that the 
13 deputies who now staff the jail 
would remain there in a super- 
visory capacity.

In an effort to hold down 
medical costs on prisoners the 
county is forced to hold for the 
state, the new administration is 
sending inmates who need 
medical attention to the state 
hospital in Montgomery. The 
only cost, Glasgow pointed out, 
is the transportation. 


The new Sheriff is advocating a 
more open policy in all matters 
concerning his department. 
When asked about the new Per- 
sonnel Board bill Representative 
Sonny Moore reportedly planned 
to introduce, Glasgow said 
deputies wanted to study it 
thoroughly and possibly suggest 
changes before endorsing it. 


Although no action was taken 
on the matter of overtime pay for 
deputies when it was brought 
before the county commission, 
the Sheriff said, ‘‘We’re still 
keeping track of it.’’

UM considers tuition raise 
to combat proration effect 


The University of Montevallo 
may cope with the recently an- 
nounced six percent budget cut 
by raising tuition. 

,Trustees of the institution 
authorized an 11 percent tuition 
increase if it should become 
necessary, when they met last 
Saturday. 

President James Vickrey has 
initiated a series of campus spen- 
ding cuts which include a 
moratorium on buying equip- 
ment, furniture and other 
materials. ‘‘Substantial’’ reduc- 
tions in travel, publications, 
utilities and postage expenses are 
also being made. 

The six percent cut ordered for 
all state agencies affects UM by 
more than $322,000. 

Vickrey said ‘‘The last thing we 
could contemplate is a staff red- 
uction.”’

Money Facts and Tax

Here are a few things that you 
may not know that can save you 
tax dollars when you file your 
1978 State of Alabama income 
tax return. 

Interest income received on 
obligations of the U.S. or its 
possessions, the State of 
Alabama or any county, city, or 
political subdivision thereof, is 
not taxable on the Alabama 
return. That means the interest 
on those U.S. Savings bonds isn’t 
taxable on the Alabama return. 


If you are a disabled member 
of the military and receive com- 
pensation from the Veterans 
Administration due to the 
disability, it isn’t taxable. 


Several additional taxes that 
you may have paid in 1978 are 
deductible on the Alabama return 
that are not deductible on the 
federal. They include 12¢ on each 
pack of cigarettes, 25% of the 
purchase price of alcoholic 
beverages, the Social Security tax 
withheld from your wages, 


federal Self Employment tax, 
federal income taxes, federal Gift 
and import taxes, car tags and 
driver’s license, the federal tax on 
your telephone bill, Social 
Security paid on or for your ser- 
vants, and federal Transpor- 
tation Use taxes. 

Since the sum of all taxes 
deductible on the Alabama return 
ordinarily exceeds the maximum 
standard deduction allowed by 
the State ($1,000), you should 
probably itemize instead of 
taking the standard or filing the 
State short form. 

Capital losses on the sale of 
real estate, stocks, bonds, etc. are 
deductible in full on the Alabama 
return. You don’t have to reduce 
the losses by one-half nor are 
losses limited to a $3,000. 
maximum deduction as on the 
federal. 

Last, if you and your spouse 
both had income you should file 
separate returns (either Form 40- 
S or two Forms 40). The filing of 
separate returns can save you up 
to $85. 


Intellectual climate low 


Overemphasis on athletes and 
on unpromising cultural climate 
are chiefly responsible for the 
status of education in Alabama, 
says Dr. Norman A. Brittin, 
Professor of English Literature at 
Auburn University. 

Not only are recent graduates 
of high schools and colleges 
guilty of inadequate vocabulary, 
overdependence on slang, and 
wrong grammar, but so are 
mayors, councilmen and T.V. 
commentators who go round and 
round winding themselves in a 
ball of inappropriate expressions, 
he added, 

Dr. Brittin made _ these 
statements as part of an address 
to the Association of College 
English teachers of Alabama this 
week in Florence. 

Attending the meeting were 
Dr. John Lott of Montevallo, 
chairman of the association’s 
committee on teacher 
preparation, and Bill Cobb, 


member of the committee plan- 
ning ACETA’s 1980 meeting in 
Montevallo. 

When asked if the piace to 
begin to improve the intellectual 
climate is testing the teachers or 
testing the students or both, Dr. 
Brittin said that a consistent and 
long-range testing program might 
be beneficial, but that a sudden 
and poorly planned beginning 
would produce low morale 
among the teachers of Alabama. 

Writing is poorly taught in 
public schools, according to the 
Auburn professor. On the other 
hand, he concedes it is impossible 
to turn out well trained writers 
when classes are too large and 
teachers overburdened. One 
suggestion Dr, Brittin offers is 
that teachers have students write 
briefly but often. 

Dr. Brittin holds degrees from 
Syracuse University and a Ph.D. 
from the University of 
Washington in Seattle.

‘*The Fullness of Time”’ 

In the fullness of time, Christ was 
born and the kingdom of God was 
established. (Galatians 4:4; 
Matthew 16:18, 19) Daniel tells that 
during the days of the Roman 
Empire the Kingdom would be 
established. (Daniel 2:44) In the 
interpretation of Nebuchadnezzar’s 
dream, Daniel stated that four world 
empires would rise and fall. Each 
would make its own contribution to 
the fullness of time, thus enabling 
the Kingdom to be established, 
according to prophecy, in the days of 
the fourth world empire, the Roman. 

Nebuchadnezzar dreamed of a 
collosal image having the following 
characteristics: head of gold, breast 
and arms of silver, belly and thighs 
of brass, legs of iron and feet and 
toes of part iron and part clay. 
(Daniel 2) Nebuchadnezzar (Bab- 
ylon) was the head of gold. Thus, the 
Medo-Persian Empire was the breast 
and arms of silver, the Grecian 
Empire was the belly and thighs of 
brass, and the Roman Empire was 
the legs of iron and feet and toes of 
part iron and part clay. This is 
indicated also by chapters 7 and 8. 

Each empire contributed to the 
time when Christ would set up His 
Kingdom. The Babylonian Empire 
contributed the synagogue. The 
Jews had been separated from the 


temple, which Nebuchadnezzar 
destroyed. It was in Babylonian 
Captivity (605-535 B.C.) that 


synagogue worship was begun, and 
the synagogue became an integral 
part of the life of the Jew when they 
returned to Palestine. The synago- 
gue was the “‘launching pad’’ of the 
Kingdom. When Paul preached in 
new localities, he virtually always 
began his preaching in the 
synagogue. There, both Jews and 
Gentiles were prepared for the 
gospel message. The Medo-Persian 
Empire contributed law and order. In 
fact, the law of the Medes and 
Persians could not be broken. 
(Daniel 6; Esther) The grecian 
Empire contributed the universal 
language--Koine Greek. Alexander 
the Great spread Grecian language 
and culture when he conquered. The 
New Testament was written in Koine 
Greek, which was well nigh 
universally understood. And, the 
Roman Empire contributed all of the 
above plus good roads, the ‘‘Pax 

Romana,”’ or Roman Peace, and 
protection for the citizens in the 
empire. Thus, the gospel of the 
Kingdom began to be preached in a 
time of unprecedented peace, good 
roads, protection, universal lang- 
uage, law and order, and preparation 
by the synagogue worship. 

It was in the days of the Roman 
Empire, in the fullness of time, that 
the Kingdom was established. It 
began very small, but it soon filled 
the whole earth. The Colossians 
were “‘translated into the Kingdom 
of God's dear Son."’ ( Colossians 
1:13, 14) John stated that he was 
companion with the seven churches 
of Asia ‘‘in tribulation and in the 
kingdom." (Revelation 1:9) When on 
reads Acts 2, he hears the keys of the 
Kingdom rattling, as Peter and the 
other apostles opened the door into 
the Kingdom. (Matthew 16:18, 19;

Individualized lessons are 
given to each child so his instruc- 
tion concentrates on the 
development of his abilities.

So for many handicapped 
children, 1977 was the first year 
Shelby County made it man- 
datory for them to take instruc- 
tion in school. For one 16 year- 
old it was the first day of school. 

An aide, Denise Carden, 
teaches children their exercises in 
a small 8’ x 10’ physical therapy 
area. There is not enough room 
in the area to place much equip- 
ment. Director Sarah Mahan 
commented, ‘‘If we put equip- 
ment in the area there wouldn’t 
be any room for the children.” 
Physical therapist Mary Stevens 
visits the center once a week to 
work with the children. When the 
weather is nice, Miss Carden 
takes the children to the park to 
play and practice exercising out- 
doors.

Mrs, Gina Whatley, speech 
pathologist, visits the students 
every morning to work on speech 
problems, Many of the children 
at the center are actually non- 
verbal and Gina Whatley is 
teaching many to pronounce their 
first words. She records their 
words on a tape recorded and the 
children enjoy listening to them- 
selves speak. She is working with 
one young man on a new method 
of communication called bliss 
symbol;. The man’s speech is 
very difficult to understand and 
the bliss symbols of pictures and 
words can be written on a small 
board and carried with him to aid 
in communicating with others. 

The teachers at the center 
should not be considered babysit- 
ters as some people think. It’s 
correct that they help the children 
dress, feed some, and assist with 
toilet habits, but this aid is 
necessary because of the studen- 
ts’ physical handicaps. The in- 
structors at the center have a lot 
of patience and are definitely 
gaining progress in developing 
the children’s abilities although 
they may seem very elementary to 
many.

The digits on the radar unit in 
Harpersville’s patrol car flash the 
speeds of passing motorists on 
Highway 280. Chief I.E. Leniger, or 
Elvis, as most people know him, 
thumbs through a recent copy of 
Police, the law makers magazine. 
Elvis is not only the town’s police 
chief, but he makes up the entire 
force. 

“I’ve got ail the problems of a 
city the size of Birmingham, but on 
a much smaller scale, of course. My 
main concern is traffic control, but 
there have been homicides, car thef- 
ts and narcotics, too.’’ 

The beeper on the radar unit 


sounds; the digits flash ‘*75’’. 

‘There he is,’’ says Elvis, ‘‘The 
Ford.’’ The patrol car whips 
around, lights flashing blue and red, 
and Elvis pulls over a 74 year old 
speeder. 

**Wish you’d go easy on me,”’ the 
man says. Elvis hands him a ticket. 

Driving down a county road Elvis 
explains that he doesn’t like to write 
tickets. ‘It’s a necessity, though. 
But I feel it’s better if you can get by 
without writing one. I let common 
sense be the judge. How many times 
do you find yourself doing 60 
without even knowing it? See what I 
mean? 

Elvis slams on the brakes as he 


rounds a curve. A cow, standing in 
the middle of the road, gazes 
blankly at the patrol car. 

“This is another one of the 
problems I come across. Cows can 
cause serious accidents.’’ 

Elvis tries to coax the cow back to 
the pasture down the road, but the 
cow lumbers off into the woods. 
Chief Leniger drives to a nearby 
farm and informs the cow’s owner.

money. I just enjoy the work.”’ 

But being a one-man police force 
requires considerable work. Chief 
Leniger spends an average of 70 
hours a week policing Harpersville 
besides being on 24-hour call. If he 
needs assistance at least he has the 
county sheriff’s department and the 
Vincent and Wilsonville police. 

The long hours account for some 
of the past police officers leaving 
Harpersville after a short stay 
Elvis, a 25 year old ex-marine fror 
Eufaula has been the one man police 
force since May of 1977. Before, he 
was with the Alamo Police Depar-. 
tment in Texas. 

To help break up his long hours 
Elvis, in the mold of the small town 
police officer, might stop by to see 
Gordon Jackson (the fire chief) at 
the house he’s working on, or drop 
in to shoot the bull for a minute 
down at Jimmy Gates’ garage. 
Usually, Elvis goes by his mobile 
home for lunch, or a cup of coffee 
with his wife, Peggy, whom he 
married last June. 

Is Peggy used to the long hours 
kept by the H.P.D.? ‘‘Does any 
policeman's wife ever get used to 


it?”’ she says with a knowing smile. 
(The red light on the police scanner 
on the refrigerator indicates it is 
turned on.) 

Back on patrol, Elvis spots a car 
tag he believes to be expired. When 
he pulls the car over, he sees he’s 
mistaken. He checks the driver’s 
license as a matter of routine. 

“I told her I made a mistake,”’ 
Elvis says sheepishly, climbing in 
the patrol car again. ‘‘I make 
mistakes. I admit it. All I can do is 
learn a lesson and go on--and try not 
to make the same mistake again. 


“‘Sometimes folks think 
policemen aren’t human. But we 
are. See what I mean?’’ 

Chief Leniger pulls over to the 
side of a county road and switches 
on the radar. The CB crackles and a 
voice comes over the speaker. Of- 
tentimes he learns of wrecks and 
other problems this way. But this 
time it’s not useful information. 

“Looks like there’s a local boy 
set’n up radar down by the bridge.”’

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Pinball wizardry relies 
on space age circuitry

Flashing lights, ringing bells, 
electronic songs, harsh words, 
laughs, and cheers. Those are the 
sounds of a pinball machine 
being played. And, the sounds 
are being heard more and more 
of late in Shelby County as the 
popularity of playing pinball is 
spreading like kudzu. 

Although they’re not related to 
the famour ‘‘one arm bandits,” 
pinball machines are as 
sophisticated...if not more. Mini 
computers form the brain of the 
machine. 

Pinball machines are placed 
throughout the county by two 
methods. The first method is 
outright purchase by the store 
owner. Jay Joseph, owner of 
G.A.M.E.S. in Birmingham, says 
he will sell to anyone. New 
machines can cost up to $2,000 
and used ones as low as $500. 

Price of the used machines is 
based on popularity, number of 
times it’s been played, model year 
and condition. Joseph also noted 
that all machines have meters to 
show the actual number of games 
that have been played. 

Under the second method, an 
outsider owns the machines and 
places them in businesses on a 
percentage basis. 

Lee DeFore, general manager 
of Power Vending Company, 
says that most operators split the 
take out of the machine 50/50. 
And the operators pay for the 


license and sales tax. 
DeFore says that the newer 
machines also provide 


bookkeeping functions. From the 
number of games played to the 
number of games given away, an 
operator can tell how well his 
machine is doing. 

The most expensive pinball 
machine is ‘‘Six Million Dollar 
Man.”’ The reason is that it can 
be played by as many as six 
people. Some of the more 
popular machines are: Lost 
World, Sinbad, Eight Ball, Jet 
Spin. 

Here are some tips about pin- 
ball machines that could help you 
when you try to win a game. 

Tilt - it is controlled by a 
mechanism that looks like a 
bricklayer’s plumb hanging in a 
metal hole. When the machine is 
jarred too much, the plumb con- 
tacts the metal hole, shorts out 
the machine and tilts. 

The tilt can be adjusted by the 
operator to be tight or loose. 

Free Games - this is also ad- 
justed by the operator. A meter 
inside the machine keeps count of 
the number of games won. The 
features of the machine can be 
adjusted to make it harder to 
score enough point, or a free ball 
can be substituted instead of a 
game. 

The glass on top of the 


machine is tempered safety glass. 


It will take a lot of beating and if 
it breaks, the glass turns into 
small, round powder...so don’t 
worry about being cut. 

The number of balls per game 
can also be changed by flipping a 
switch, as can the number of 
games per quarter. 

What makes a _ machine 
popular? The challenge. DeFore 
says, ‘People lose interest in a 
machine that’s easy to beat.’’ He 
also said that most operators 
change their machines around af- 
ter a while. 

Just about every convenience 
store in Shelby County now has a 
pinball machine and some fast 
food restaurants and department 
stores have several machines set 
aside in a special area.

Controversy over a sign in 
Riverchase Middle School’s 
cafeteria was settled Monday by 
the County lunchroom director. 
The sign asked students to tell the 
server which items of food they 
would not eat. 

Riverchase principal Dr. Bob- 
by Anderson had the sign taken 
down last week because parents 
complained that it was against 
federal regulations. The com- 
plaints were filed with the State 
Board of Education and forwar- 
ded to the County Board and the 
school.

Tuesday, a new sign went up in 
the lunchroom which reads:

Homeowners get 
$2 tax reduction 


by Marcia M. Sears 

The owner of an average home 
in Shelby County will save about 
$2 in taxes next year. 

That is the result of action 
taken Monday by the Shelby 
County Commission when if 
reduced the millage for the sup- 
port of Shelby Memorial 
Hospital from four mills to three. 

This will reduce the amount of 
taxes collected county-wide by 
about $176,000 according to Tax 
Collector Fay Quick. She based 
her estimate on the 1977 tax year 
when one mill produced 
$171,299.90. 

Of this sum, almost half is paid 
by the Alabama Power Company 
because of its heavy investments 
at Wilsonville. 

The remainder is paid by all the 
other businesses, industries and 
property owners in Shelby Coun- 
ty. Both real estate and motor 
vehicles will be relieved of the one 
mill tax. 

In arriving at the $2 figure as 
the average for the homeowner 
Mrs. Quick said that the majority 
of homes are still assessed at 
about $2,000. For those whose 
homes are assessed at more or 
less than that, the amount one 
mill brings in is figured at ten 
cents of every $100 of assessed 
value. 

Under the law that originally 
set up the hospital, the Com- 
mission is empowered to set the 
tax annually at from one to four 
mills. This year Hospital Board 
Chairman Ben Grubbs told the 
Commission the hospital could 
get by with three mills because 
the financial position of the 
hospital is good. 

At Monday’s Commission 
meeting a delegation headed by 
Cecil Adam of Pelham urged the 
Commission to remove the 
millage. Some in the delegation 
wanted all four mills removed 
and others strongly urged the sale 
of the hospital, claiming the tax- 


beyond all reasonable hope of restoring 


Montevallo’s burned-out 
Depot in the Park is beyond all 
reasonable hope of restoring. 

This is the conclusion reached 
Monday night by the Montevallo 
City Council after eight weeks of 
investigation and public hearings. 

Council members’ voted 
unanimously to accept a report 
on the depot, submitted to the 
council by the city’s Park and 
Recreation Board. 

The Park and Recreation 
Board report was read and turned 
over to the council by board 
chairman W.C. Corbett. The 
report states: 

‘*After several meetings of the 
Recreation Board and much 
discussion and investigation, the 
Park and Recreation Board votes 
unanimously to recommend the 
following to the City Council. 

‘1. The depot should not be 
restored or renovated due to: A. 
economic factors, B. It did not 
meet the needs of the Recreation 
Board, the Library Boad or the 
Community Theatre, C. Also a 
time factor is involved. 

“2. The Recreation Board 
recommends that the Council 
consider a metal type multipur- 
pose facility of approximately 
4,000 square feet. We feel that a 
structure of this type would meet 
the needs of the recreation 
program of this community 
presently and in the future. 

**3. The Recreation Board 
recommends that the Council 
work with the City Recreation 
Director, the City Manager and 
others to acquire a new building. 
Action should be taken as soon as 
possible. 

**The Community Theatre 
pledges its support and asks that 
their recommendations be con- 


sidered in planning of the new 
facility. 

‘*The Library Board pledges it 
support of the new facility but 
declines an offer of library space 
in the proposed facility.’’ 

During his oral presentation of 
the report Corbett noted that 
when public hearings were held 
all groups reflected a sadness at 
the loss of the depot, but all were 
unanimous in saying the depot 
should not be restored. 

Councilman Holsomback 
made the motion to accept the 
Recreation Board’s report. He

was joined by other councilmen 
and Mayor Ralph Sears in stating 
that the city has lost a precious 
piece of its history. They all 
agreed, however, that it would be 
an unreasonable an unwise ex- 
penditure of public funds to at- 
tempt to restore the old depot.

requirements of this sub- 
section...’’ The law was passed as 
a plate-waste reduction program 
lobbied for by the Coalition for 
Hunger, an Auburn based group. 

Bulger said that the misunder- 
standing arose because many 
people are not generally aware of 
a 1978 amendent to the law which 
extends the provision to junior 
high and/or middle schools. The 
amendent states that the student 
must choose at least three of the 
five food choices so that the meal 
constitutes a Type A lunch pat- 
tern. 

The Type A lunch is based on 
Y% of the minimal daily 
requirements for school children, 
which calls for two ounces of 
protein enriched meat, or meat 
alternatives, % cup of fruit or 
vegetables (from two choices), 
bread, and 4 pint of milk. 

In offer vs serve guidelines, a 
student can choose any three of 
choices which are made available. 
Bulger said this makes it possible 
for a student to have a corndog 
and milk, and meet the 
requirements because they have 
three of the choices (meat, bread 
and milk). She pointed out, 
however, that most students 
choose to take a vegetable or 
fruit, too. 

Maggie McGuire, Riverchase 
lunchroom director, said that the 
students did not seem to have any 
trouble understanding the sign, 
and servers made sure that the 
lunches chosen’ met the 


requirements. 

Tuesday’s menu at Riverchase 
consisted of turkey and dressing, 
potato salad, English peas, peach 
halves, milk and rolls.

Legislative group for schools organized ‘

Regionalism and apathy were ~: 
taken on as villains by a group of 
county citizens interested in the 
public schools last week. 

Some 50 educators and citizens 
concerned with education 
organized a new group, which 
they called the ‘‘Shelby County 
Legislative Group for Schools’’ 
at Thompson High School on 
February 20. 

Jimmy King and Gray Teel 
were selected co-chairmen of the 
group, and Shelby Patrick was 
named secretary-treasurer. 

The group decided to form six 
committees, to deal with diff- 
erent governing bodies relevant 
to edcation, and sign-up sheets 
were passed out for those in- 
terested in serving. 

The committees are to provide 
liaison with: 1) The legislature, 
with at least one member from 
each of the three House districts 
in Shelby County. 2) The County 
Board of Education. 3) The State 
Board of Education, notably the 
member from Shelby County’s 
district, Victor Poole. 4) The 
County Superintendent of 
Education, Charles Knowles. 5) 
The County Commission. 6) The 
City Councils of the County's 10 
municipalities. 

Superintendent Knowles said 
that two goals of the group 
should be to combat 
‘‘regionalism’’ which he sees as 
rivalry among different parts of 
the county, and = apathy. 
Illustrating the latter problem, 
Knowles notes that 1,763 
questionnaires about conditions 
in Shelby County Schools were 
recently distributed, and that 
only 45 were returned. 

‘The people of Shelby Coun- 
ty need to decide how big a 
school should be,’’ said Knowles, 
referring to the difference in size 
between the largest and smallest 
schools in the county. Getting 
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This is the sign that went up Tuesday in Riverchase Middle School's 
cafeteria. Its predecessor came down the week before due to flack 
from student’s parents who thought the sign to be against federal 


regulations.

some control over school size,

General contractor or 
construction manager? 


by David Moore 

Controversy is lurking over the 
construction of the Phase II 
building program at Shelby 
Memorial Hospital. The question 
is, would a general contractor or 
a construction management firm 
be the safest, quickest, and least 
expensive method of building the 
hospital’s new additions. 

Dampier-Harris, the architec- 
tural firm for the hospital, con- 
tends that traditional lump-sum 
contract awarded to the lowest 
bidding general contractor would 
be in the hospital’s best interest. 

The hospital’s building com- 
mittee and board of directors, 
however, feel that Turner Con- 
struction Company of Atlanta, a 
construction management firm, 
could possibly save the hospital 
money. The board was expected 
to vote Tuesday night on a con- 
tract with Turner. 

A construction manager’s role 
calls for coordinating the phasing 
of the work, and contracting subs 
for the various aspects of the 
construction, such as the struc- 
tural steel workers, electricians, 
and plumbers. The construction 
manager guarantees a maximum 
cost for the work, and the date by 
which it will be complete. 

Dampier-Harris told the 
Reporter that a major drawback

big problem, city officials said. 
The dogs dump garbage con- 
tainers and chase cars and 
children. Residents of Helena at 
the meeting reported that dogs 
are being picked up at the landfill 
and dropped off in Helena’s sub- 
divisions.

Since everyone attending the 
public meeting was in favor of 
the proposed dog ordinance, in- 
dications are that the law will be 
passed at the next council 
meeting on March 5. If passed, 
the city of Helena will need to 
erect a dog pound for the reten- 
tion of the animals and employ a 
dog control officer. The Mayor 
also proposed that a city tag 
requirement be added to the or- 
dinance. The city tags will bear 
an identification number for the 
dog and the year it was 
registered. If a dog is picked up, 
the city can trace the owner 
quickly by the dog’s registration 
number. 

“I know of one family who 
keeps 62 dogs at their house,’’ 
stated Councilman Herman 
Jenkins, Jr. ‘*They have 
promised to get rid of some of 
their dogs,’’ Jenkins continued, 
‘tand when all dogs must be 
inoculated, people won’t be 
keeping that many around the 
house. 

It was unanimously agreed by 
the 20 councilmen and citizens at 
the meeting that the community 
will be much better off if a dog 
ordinance is passed and enforced. 
The formal vote will be taken by 
the Mayor and five councilmen 
next Monday night. 


with construction management 
firms is that they, unlike general 
contractors, are not legally 
responsible in any lawsuits which 
might arise during construction 
due to cost or time overruns. The 
hospital, they said, could be 
sued, like St. Margaret’s in Mon- 
tgomery. 

Jim Stievater, manager of 
Turner’s Atlanta office, told the 
Reporter, ‘‘We guarantee the 
total cost of the project, and 
unless there are changes in the 
scope of the operation, such as 
the addition of a fourth floor, 
anything over our guarantee 
comes out of our pocket.’’ 

Steivater explained that con- 
struction management is 
relatively new in the area, and 
that many people do not fully 
understand it. He suggested that 
perhaps Dampier-Harris has not 
had an opportunity to review the 
particular contract under con- 
sideration by SMH. 

Charles Denton, an admin- 
sitrator for St. Margaret’s 
Hospital in Montgomery, said 
that they had hired a construction 
manager (not Turner) for their 
recent building project. He told 
the Reporter they were ‘‘very well 
pleased with CM,’’ and that it 
was working well. 

Denton confirmed that the 
hospital was being sued by one of 
the subcontractors, but pointed 
out that the hospital’s contract 
with their construction 
management firm is different 
from that being considered bet- 
ween SMH and Turner Construc- 
tion. 

Denton said that because of 
their construction management 
firm, the hospital was finished 
one year ahead of schedule. 

Dampier-Harris originally told 
the SMH building committee in 
October, that the construction 
cycle for Phase II would require 
24 months at the minimum. Since 
that time they have reduced the 
construction estimate to 18-21 
months. 

Dampier-Harris have 
documented a number of projects 
where construction management 
overran time and/or cost guaran- 
tees. None -of. these » projects, 
however, was managed by Turner 
Construction. 

According to Richard Lind, if 
the Phase II construction was 
completed six months early, it 
would mean $1.5 million in 
revenue to the hospital. He also 
explained that Turner would act 
as a means of check-and-balance 
between the hospital’s needs and 
the architects’ plans. 

“*I want a third party super- 
vising this project because of the 
delicate scheduling problems. I 
feel it will work more smoothly 
with the architect, us, and the 
construction manager all on the 
same side.”’ 

Jim Stievater said that Dam- 
pier-Harris had expressed to him 
that should the hospital sign a 
contract with Turner Construc- 
tion, that they would work in 
cooperation with the firm. (See 
related articles.)

Sheriff Buddy Glasgow wants 
15 more personnel for the 
sheriff’s department above the 
number now provided for in the 
county budget. 

He made the request to the 
County Commission Monday 
with a detailed schedule of the 
hours the department members 
would work. Commission Clerk 
Margaret Boothe estimated that 
at $15,000 per year (including 
fringes) it would cost the county 
about $285,000 for the extra per- 
sonnel. The entire sheriff’s 
budget for the current year is 
$457,800. 

At present six of the 15 persons 
are being temporarily paid by the 
county, following the ter- 
mination of the CETA funds by 
which they were originally paid, 
They were to be terminated this 
month, but the Commission ex- 
tended their employment by 
another 30 days at the Monday 
meeting. 

However, Glasgow said that 
nine others are needed, including 
a jail administrator and assistant 
administrator, three shift super- 
visors and four non-sworn 
correction officers. 

Glasgow said that he would re- 
arrange the titles and duties of 
the staff so that 16 persons would 
come directly under the county’s 
pay scales. The deputies would 
still remain tied to the state 
trooper pay scale. 

But Commissioners were not 
optimistic about ways to provide 
money for the increased person- 
nel. They pointed out that 
revenue sharing is already over- 
spent and there is not another 
source of revenue in sight before 
the beginning of the next fiscal 
year October 1. 

Commission Chairman Tom- 
my Snowden asked, “If we put 
another one cent tax on beer 
when could we start collecting 
it?’’ But the time seemed so far 


off that idea was not pursued. 
* =- 


Insurance to cover county 
buildings, vehicles and general 
liability was re-negotiated Mon- 
day at the County Commission 
meeting. The MMI agency was 
given the bid for the next three- 
year period for $125,879, but not 
until other county insurance 
agents had expressed some 
dissatisfaction that they had not 
all been called together to talk in 
advance about the scope of the 
coverage. 

The Commission agreed that 
next time all agents in the county 
would be notified 90 days in ad- 
vance of the expiration date. 

Ken Williams, representing 
MMI, said he had made a special 
trip to the Commission office and 
to Montgomery to get his bid 
assured early. Other agents com- 
plained that there is only one 
company in Montgomery that 
will back this type of insurance 
and once it was tied up by MMI, 
the other agents could not get a 
quote. Williams offered to divide 
half of the commission but the 
other agents felt that would be 
unfair to Williams. 


Roger Traywick, director of 
the new district office of the 
Farmers Home Administration 
made an appeal for more office 
space to the Commission Mon- 
day. He pointed out that the 
FHA has organized a district of- 
fice serving six counties and 
named him director. The office 
was to have been in Birmingham, 
but Traywick told the Com- 
mission he talked them into put- 
ting it in Columbiana. The new 
office makes loans to hospitals 
and libraries, and backs apart- 
ment and rental housing in 
Shelby, Bibb, Jefferson, St. 
Clair, Chilton and Blount coun- 
ties, More than $50 million in 
loans are outstanding in the six 
counties he said, 

Traywick requested four 
rooms to handle the work load. 
At present he said he is operating 
in the same offices as the local 
FHA. 

Commission Chairman Tom- 
my Snowden told him they would 
let him know something about 
office space within two or three 
weeks.

Among the charter members 
of the congregation were: Robert 
Bailey, his wife and sister; Ed- 
ward Bailey; John H. Mitchell, 
William Wharton; Bennett and 
Robert Oldham; Col. John Ac- 
ton; William Emberson; William 
Johnston and Needham Lee.

First it was Arkansas, and later 
New Orleans. Then the Orient 
aboard the aircraft carrier U.S.S.

R.L. Bar- 
ber has made about as many 
stops as a knotty pine has bran- 
ches. 

But now, possibly, the run- 
ning’s over. Life led R.L. Barber 
half way round the world before 
it ran him up a tree in Shelby 
County. 

One could say Barber’s been 
treed. But it just might be more 
accurate to say the trees have 
been barbered. R.L. Barber is in 
business providing a tree service - 
- cutting down potentially 
dangerous dead trees. 

**T don’t know exactly what 
you'd say I am,”’ R.L. (nobody 
calls him Ralph LeRoy, just 
R.L.) says, scratching his two 
weeks growth of lumberjack 
beard. I’m not a tree surgeon. 
I’m not a lumberjack, and I don’t 

ical i in firewood.”’ 

He can, however, drop a rot- 
ting tree hanging 60 feet over the 
eave of a house without breaking 
the T.V. antenna on the roof or 
smashing the rose bush in the 
garden below. 

“*T guess you’d just say I’m a 
tree guy.”’ 

R.L. Barber did not start out in 
trees, though. He started out on 
the water, as a Naval electrician. 
He saw a lot of the world in those 
days. And maybe something got 
in his blood, or maybe it’s just 
the way things worked out. But 
after the Navy, R.L. found him- 
self still traveling around. 

“I did a little of everything, the 
things I wanted to do. Then I 
figured I’d better start looking 
for some security, so I worked 
my way up in the Indiana Power 
Company from janitor, to meter 
reader, to lineman. I was 25 when 
I started climbing. 

Following the powerlines to 


where jobs were good, R.L. 
worked out west for several 
years. Eventually, though, he 
ended up with his family in 
Alabama, a Pelham trailer park, 
in fact.

An opportunity to learn how to 
sustain a life, or save someone 
from choking, if the need arises, 
will be offered by Shelco Unit I 
next week. 

The members of Shelco Unit I 
Emergency Medical Rescue Ser- 
vice will be presenting a series of 
Cardio Pulmonary 
Resuscitation courses on March 
3, 4, 6 and 8. Each session lasts 
four hours. The CPR courses will 
be offered to anyone who wishes 
to attend, at no charge, in con- 
juction with the Alabama 
Division of the American Heart 
Association, according to Doug 
Ballard Jr. Shelco President. 

The first session will be given 
on March 3 in the Montevallo 
Methodist Church basement 
from 9:30 a.m.-3 p.m. Mon- 
tevallo Methodist Church will 


also be the instruction site for the - 


second course scheduled for Sun- 
day, March 4 from 2 p.m.-6:30 
p.m. 

Sessions 3 and 4 will be given 
on March 6 and March 8 at the 
University of Montevallo College 
of Business Rooms 102 and 103 
from 5:30 p.m. to 10 p.m. The 
sessions will be broken into 
registration, heartsaver instruc- 
ion, lunch or coffee break, and 
manikin practice and cer- 
tification. 

Cardio Pulmonary 
Resuscitation involves mouth-to- 
mouth breathing and external 
chest compression, It can be used 
in cases of sudden death such as a 
heart attack, electrical shock, 
drowning, smoke inhalation, 
reaction to drugs, etc. 

C.P.R. is not difficult to learn, 
but it needs to be done correctly 
to prevent permanent injury to 
the victim. The trained individual 
must first make sure that the

patient is not breathing and that 
there is no heart beat or pulse. 
C.P.R. keeps blood filled with 
oxygen flowing to the brain until 
appropriate emergency medical 
treatment can restore normal 
heart action. 

A life-size manikin called a 
Resusci-Anne is used to teach 
CPR. Content of the course will 
include necessary information on 
the heart and lung function, fac- 
tors leading to heart attacks, how 


to recognize a heart attack, what 
to do when a heart attack occurs, 
and how to help a person who is 
choking. Each participant will 
receive a certification card from 
the American Heart Association 
through the Jefferson-Shelby 
Division.

Media impact described 


A superficial and possibly false 
impression of life in America 
may be the major impact of 
modern mass media, University 
of Montevallo President Jim 
Vickrey told Alabama Home 
Economics Association members 
Friday. 

No perceiving or understan- 
ding what is real, he said, is the 
result of misleading reporting, 
although usually unintentional, 
and the result of distorted and of- 
ten false portrayals of American 
life on television shows. 


The 36-year-old university 
president, who earned his Ph.D. 
in communications, said that 
‘‘misperceptions of reality’’ 
result from a variety of modern 
mass reporting practices. In- 
cluded in the practices, he said, 
are what he called a preoc- 
cupation with speed, often at the 
expense of completeness; over- 


simplification; a reluctance to 
admit error; inaccurate or inap- 
propriate headlines and capsuling 
of complex subjects; and ‘‘just 


plain sloppy writing and 
speaking.”’ 
‘*Misperceptions are also 


generated by misrepresentations 
of American life in television 
dramatizations,’’ he said. 

“They make people develop 
unrealistic expectations and to 
become unduly impatient with 
the normal course of human 
life.’’ 

A medium, by definition, he 
said, is a go-between -- 
“something between you and 
someone else,’’ the UM president 
said. ‘‘I believe that a mass 
medium of communication at its 
best should function to put us in 
closer touch with reality and noi 
to serve as a barrier to that end by 
being a go-between us and 
unreality.”’

looked good--a beautiful 
location, a growing family, and a 
secure job. Then life tossed him a 
curve. After the 1974 power 
company layoff, R.L. found 
himself sitting on the bench, 
jobless. 

“I think the only way a man 
can have job security these days is 
to be diversified,’’ claims R.L., 
his serious tone accenting the 
lines which branch out from his 
bright blue eyes. 

R.L., now 38, lives on Aaron 
Road in Helena with Deanna and 
their two daughters, Lori and 
Trista. Drawing from experience 
gained over the years, he now 
paints and does carpentry work. 
But the work he loves is climbing 
trees. 

R.L.’s most challenging tree 
recently was a 140-foot pine that 
was leaning over a house on 
Caldwell Mill Road which had 
been ‘“‘fried’’ by lightning. He 
‘‘walked up the tree” with his 
spikes and belt, ‘‘limbing’? as he 
went with a chain saw. The cut 
branches had to be roped down

to prevent smashing the fence 
below. After cleaning the trunk 
of branches up to 100 feet, he at- 
tached a rope to the bushy top 
and pulled it straight with a truck 
so it was not over the house or 
redwood deck. 

‘‘When I cut through the 40- 
foot top section, it crashed down 
right where I wanted it to. I grab- 
bed the trunk ’cause I knew when 
the rope released I’d be slung for 
a ride when the trunk sprang 
back. ¥eah, that was a fine tree.”’ 

R.L. uses four different chain 
saws, depending on the size of the 
tree. He cuts smaller trees and 
branches with a 12-inch saw 
which he calls his ‘‘turkey car- 
ver.”’ His big saw, or ‘‘bread and 
butter saw” cuts with a 20- 
inch blade and weighs about 18 
pounds. 

The saws are kept sharp and in 
good mechanical order. Working 
in the top of tree is no place to 
sling a chain or have dull teeth 
hang up suddenly in the wood. 
R.L. ties off the saw he’s using 
with a rope to his belt.

“If I 
start a cut from the bottom, then 
angle into it from the top, the 
branch jumps off the trunk and 
floats down. If I cut through a 
branch fast, it falls straight 
down, stem first. But if I cut 
slowly, then the feather end of 
the branch falls first.’’ 

After the lower limbs have 
been dropped, R.L. tops the tree. 
With foot spikes dug into the tree 
and his weight suspended by his 
climbing belt, R.L. notches the 
front side of the trunk (the side 
away from him), the cuts a 45 
degree angle into the notch from 
the back. Swishing and crashing, 
the top is pitched to the ground. 

“You’ve got to keep alert to 
what you’re doing,’’ R.L. ex- 
plains in earnest. ‘‘I’m not going 
to be foolish 100 feet off the 
ground. But I’m not afraid, 
either. I just respect the tree.” 

Sometimes, before he starts 
cutting his way down a trunk, 
R.L. will perch himself on top of 
a tall stump and eat a candy bar. 
He says it’s peaceful sitting up 
there alone, a quiet place to 
think about his next tree job or 
the ‘‘gobs of beautiful trees 
around here.”’ 

“P’m not in love with trees,”’ 
R.L. Barber says. ‘‘I don’t want 
someone to think I’m some kind 
of nut. But I’m awful concerned 
about them. I'd like to stay 
around here and see how things 
develop.”’

Money Facts & Tax

You are probably aware that 
there are limitations on the 
amount deductible for medical 
and dental expenses on both your 
federal and Alabama income tax 
returns. Medical and dental ex- 

nses are.deductible only to the 
Orem they exceed 3 percent of 
your adjusted gross income (line 
31, Form 1040) and drugs must 
exceed 1 percent of your adjusted 
gross income before they are 
deductible medical expenses. 

The cost of medical insurance, 
however, is an exception to these 
limitations on the federal return. 
You may deduct one-half of your 
medical insurance premiums, up 
to a maximum of $150. with the 
remainder only subject to the 3 
percent limitation. 

What are deductible medical 
insurance premiums? They are 
those premiums paid for your- 
self and dependents which 
cover medical care, that is, 
diagnosis, cure, mitigation, 
treatment, or prevention of 
disease, or to affect structure of 
the body, or for transportation 
primarily for and essential to 
such care. Some insurance costs 
that have been held deductibe are 
as follows: 

The voluntary supplementary 
medical insurance under 
Medicare for persons aged 65 or 
over. 

Health insurance policies 
which provide reimbursement for 
hospitalization, surgical fees, and 
other medical expenses (don’t 
forget your cancer policy if it 

rovides for these benefits). 

Policies that provide for the 
reimbursement of the cost of 
prescription drugs and those 
policies providing replacement of 
lost or damaged contact lenses. 

The medical care portion of 
policies providing for more 
than one type of reimbursement 
if the medical portion cost is 
reasonable and is_ stated 
separately in the contract or fur- 
nished to you in a separate stat- 
ement. This ‘‘could’’ include the 
portion of premiums attributable

to waiver of premiums in the 
event of disability and accidental 
death in your life policies. The 
key word is ‘‘could’’! 

But don’t deduct the medical 
portion of your auto insurance 
since it is applicable to all persons 
injured in or by your automobile 
and not just for you and your 
dependents. 

Deductions have also been 
allowed for health and accident 
policies providing indemnity for 
accidential loss of life, sight, 
limb, time, and also for medical 
expenses, such as those policies 
you took out from the school on 
your children.

Oi wo documents designed to 
reduce accidents and prevent fires 
were presented to Montevallo’s 
city council this week.

Trappers came to their home 
with mink, coon, fox, possum, 
muskrat, bobcat and even otter 
pelts. 

J. B. Vinson has long been in- 
terested in the outdoors and 
trapping. Mrs. Vinson’s father 
has handled furs and pelts for 
years in west Alabama. He en- 
couraged them to go into fur 
buying seriously and this year 
they decided to try it on an ex- 
perimental basis. The response 
was far greater than they expec- 
ted. Vinson soon found himself 
working late into the night 
removing furs from carcasses and 
placing the pelts on stretchers to 
dry. 
He enlists the aid of their son, 
David, who helps after school. 

While this writer was at the 
Vinson home two packages of 
pelts arrived by mail from 
teenagers in Birmingham. A few 
minutes later two trappers from 
the Montgomery area arrived 
with several pelts from a variety 
of animals. 

Vinson grades the pelts and 
pays the trappers according to the 
quality of the fur. 

Prices are ranging from $5 for 
a beaver pelt to $60 for a top 
quality red fox this season, Vin- 
son said. Bobcats are also 
bringing high prices, even up to 
$80. 


Vinson said that beavers are so 
plentiful they are damaging far- 
ms throughout the state but 
because fur styles in recent years 
have demanded long-hair furs 
beaver trapping is not popular 
any more. 

Because of the whims of the 
fashion industry trapping and fur 
buying is a very risky business, 
Mrs. Vinson noted. A fur that 
brings high prices one season may 
drop in popularity and price the 
next year. 

Among the Vinsons’ suppliers 
this year were students from the

Traps are set throughout the 
day along the water’s edge for 
many animals, and in open fields 
for foxes. State law requires the 
traps be checked every 24 hours. 

Trappers are well aware of 
criticisms that have been leveled 
at them in recent years, but they 
point out that trapping helps to 
control the wild animal 
population: ‘‘Rabies breaks out 
as nature’s way to control over- 
population.”’ Mrs. Vinson said. 
“If it weren’t for trappers there 
would be a lot more rabies,”’ she 
asserts. 

The Vinsons sell their furs to 
buyers who tour the South from 
New York. From there the furs 
are sent to Europe for fashioning 
into garments. Vinson is shipping 
the last of his furs of the season 
this week. 

He will go back to his normal 
work of driving heavy trucks for 
the cement industry. But because 
his job is seasonal he is planning 
to return to his fur business next 
winter when the trapping season 
begins in late November.

The tornado apparently 
dissipated and did not hit Shelby 
County. State Troopers, 


however, reported tin being 
blown off roofs in Chelsea, 
though wind damage and 
velocities were not exceedingly 
high. 

Bill Tucker, head of the county 
Civil Defense office, told the 
Reporter that flooding along 
Bishop Creek caused an 
estimated $195,000 worth of 
damage. Currently under flood 
control study by the Army Co rps 
of Engineers (see related article), 
the creek crested around 7:30 
a.m. Sunday. 

Bishop Creek’s brown flood 
waters hit the Chandalar sub- 
division hardest of any area. For- 
ty-eight condominiums in the 
$60,000 price range, one $20,000 
clubhouse, and three homes all 
received considerable water 
damage. As late as 9 a.m. Sun- 
day, a portion of the con- 
dominium parking lot was four 
and a half feet deep in backwater.

Collision kills women 


Three Montevallo women were 
killed in a truck and car collision 
on County 17 S near Alabaster on 
March 2. 

Dorothy Andrews, 29, and 
Cheryl Whithurst, 30, died in- 
stantly as the truck driven by Jeff- 
rey Charles Harmon, 36, of 
Calera, rolled over and crushed 
their vehicle. Hazel Allen, 48, 
died en route to Shelby Memorial 
Hospital, Alabaster Police repor- 
ted. 

The accident occurred around 
2:20 p.m. on County 17 west of 
Alabaster. Helena PoliceChief 
Gary Carter reported that the 
truck skidded on the highway, 


completely lost two wheels and 
rolled almost head-on over the 
Andrews’ vehicle, crushing the 
car. The truck continued rolling 
until it hit another vehicle driven 
by Daniel Harvey Brown II of 
Bessemer, a University of Mon- 
tevallo student.

The Montevallo women were 
on their way to work at Briarcliff 
Nursing Home in Alabaster at the 
time of the accident.

Proration forces ADE cut 


In order to live with the 6 per- 
cent proration of state education 
funds, members of the Shelby 
County Board have agreed to a 
cutback in ADE (Average Daily 
Enrollment) funds. 

The move to reduce the funds 
from $20 to $15 annually per 
child was recommended by 
Associate Superintendent Verne 
Davis at last week’s Board 
meeting to comply with Gov. Fob 
James’ squeeze on the education 
budget. 

However, if proration is 
lowered due to an increase in tax 
monies, these funds will be retur- 
ned to the schools. ADE money 
pays for janitorial and secretarial 
help. 


Even though the handwriting 
was on the wall that money 
wasn’t available, Alabaster 
Mayor Jack Zuiderhoek never- 
theless asked about the Board’s 
decision to pay a $10,757 sewer 


assessment fee for Thompson 
High School. 

Davis reported that the 
Board’s attorney had said it was 
legal to pay the fee, but the 
financial crunch made it im- 
possible to do so. 


‘“‘When we draw up our new 
budget, I hope we will be able to 
include the fee,’’ remarked Board 
of Education Chairman Elaine 
Hughes. 

Until Davis and others working 


with him can find a cheaper way 
to get the payroll out, the Board 
agreed to continue paying the 
Shelby County Commission $800 
per month to perform the task on 
the county computer. 

About 15 persons interested in 
educational opportunities for 
retarded children were present at 
Chelsea School to back up their 
spokeswoman Jackie Davis. 


Mrs. Davis said she hoped 
special education classes could be 


held in the Columbiana Elemen- 
tary School when it is vacated. 

The group was told by the 
Associate Superintendent that 
there was no certainty the County 
Commission would turn the 
building over to the board. He 
added that the classroom at the 
high school presently being used 
shouldn’t be abandoned because 
of renovation costs. 

Mrs. Davis had expressed 
hopes classes could ail be con- 
solidated in one building.

Owners of corner lots in 
Alabaster are being hit harder in 
the pocketbook by the sewer 
assessment that other property 
owners.

Councilwoman Charlotte 
Burke pointed out that property 
located on a corner is worth 
more. 

The assessment charge for a 
standaid size lot is $7.11 per 
square front footage. The Mayor 


explained that the fee for a corner 
lot was arrived at by figuring the 
square footage of the front and 
side of the property and halving 
that total. 

Howard Richey, another cor- 
ner lot owner, related that the 
city of Birmingham was 
following a different method for 
making the charge which he con- 
sidered to be more equitable. 

The largest city in the state, he 
told the council, takes the shor- 
test side of a corner lot, and bases 
the assessment fee on that 
measurement. 

Mayor Zuiderhoek replied that 
the charge could have been based 
on acreage, but having property 
surveyed would have added to the 
total cost. However, he agreed to 
do some further checking on the 
matter. 

Council members were also 
questioned about some 
homeowners refusing to tie-on to 
the sewer collection lines. But the 
panel made it clear that wherever 
it was possible, the homeowner 
would be required to make the 
connection. 


hospital’s board of directors. 

Some board members side with 
Hospital Administrator Richard 
Lind in favoring a construction 
management firm. Others favor 
having the hospital’s longtime ar- 
chitects, Dampier and Harris, 
supervise the work.

Herman Moore moved to 
table the motion. Moore’s 
motion died for lack of a 
second. Walters urged the board 
to move, because ‘‘postponing 
the action for the new board 
would put off construction 
beyond a reasonable time. We 
owe it to the taxpayers to move 
now.”’ 

Moore said, “I’m against it 
(construction management), but 
if we’re going to have a contract I 
want it to be the best possible. 
This contract is very poor, and 


frankly, I’m confused by it.”’ 

Grubbs said, ‘‘I realize I am 
supposed to remain neutral in my 
position, but if you wish I'll step 
out of the chair and give my 
opinion...I don’t think we have 
the best contract.’ 

Grubbs said there were conflic- 
ts between the contracts already 
signed with the architect and the 
one proposed to Turner. 

Lind said the question of the 
matter is, who is going to run the 
show, the Construction 
Management firm or the ar- 
chitect? 

Lind then reminded the board 
the architects had a 26 percent 
cost overrun when the obstetrics 
unit was rebuilt. He said that on 
Phase I, there was a $1.9 million 
overrun and additional bonds 
had to be sold to finish construc- 
tion. Both projects were also late. 

He mentioned that under- 
writers in the New York bond 
market will look at the Dampier- 
Harris record before issuing new 
bonds to the hospital. 

Walters withdrew his original 
motion, but said the architects 
have never been concerned over 
saving the hospital money.

Pelham Council commends 


police, fire departments

Appreciation for the police and 
fire departments were the order 
of Monday evening’s Pelham 
City Council meeting. 

Mayor Burk Dunaway read a 
letter from Cliff Moore of Chan- 
dalar commending both the 
Pelham police and fire depar- 
tments for the fine work they did 
during Saturday’s storms and 
Sunday’s sorting and drying out. 

Mayor Dunaway said, “‘I’d 
like to second Mr. Moore’s 
praise.’’ 

Councilman Ray Hamilton said 
he had received compliments 
from several people about the 
work the two departments did 
over the weekend. ‘*We’re very 
fortunate to have the police and 
fire departments that we have,’’ 
he said. 

Fire Chief William Bryars 
presented the council with the 
annual fire report. Councilman 
Roy Jowers, who doubles as fire 
commissioner, read from the 
report that the department an- 
swered 755 fire and emergency 
alarms in 1978, an increase of 
28% over 1977. These alarms 
carried a potential fire loss of 
$4,881,150, but were held to an 
actual loss of only $268,000 due 
to the quick response of the fire 
department. 


“We should all be proud of 


that,’’ Jowers said. 


Chief Bryars reported his 


department answered 19 fire and 
26 rescue alarms in February. 
Over 38 man hours were spent at 
fires, and nearly 11 man hours 
spent at rescue scenes. 

Police Chief D.O. Watson 
reported that his department in- 
vestigated 39 accidents, five 
burglaries, five grand larcenies, 
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and issued 164 citations during 
February. 

In other council action, Mayor 
Dunaway amended an ordinance 
to set the speed limit on County 
72 at 35 m.p.h. from County 


35 to the city limits. 

Bob Dewey, a spokesman from 
Hunter’s Glen, thanked the 
council for the action they had 
taken on othe speed problem 
along County 72. 

At the Mayor’s request, Coun- 
cilman John Tanner read two 
cable T.V. ordinances, the first 
dealing. with construction, 
operation and regulation of cable 
companies in Pelham, and the 
second granting a franchise to 
Shelby County Cablevision 
Company, Inc. The 22 pages of 
legal ramble-jamble took over 30 
minutes to read. Both ordinances 
passed unanimously. 

Councilman Hamilton said he 
intended ‘‘to get someone off 
their butts and get some action on 
the city’s sewers.’’ Mayor 
Dunaway agreed and said anyone 
who wanted to help could call the 
Alabama Water Improvement 
Commission in Montgomery and 
register their complaints to 
Stuckey Godfrey, or Bill

Stray dogs and fraudulent 
solicitors have been legally barred 
from the City of Helena. A Dog 
Ordinance and Solicitation Or- 
dinance were unanimously passed 
by Helena’s City Council on 
Monday night. 

Under the new ordinances all 
dogs must be inoculated and wear 
a rabies inoculation tag and a city 
registration tag for the purpose 
of identification. A one dollar fee 
will be charged to register a dog 
with the Helena dog control of- 
ficer. 

To protect Helena residents 
from groups who fraudulently 
solicit funds door-to-door, the 
Helena councilmen unanimously 
selected to adopt a solicitation 
ordinance. Before an 
organization may solicit funds 
for any purpose it must now file 
for a permit with the city of 
Helena. Anyone canvassing for 
donations must wear an iden- 
tification badge issued from the 
city. 

Bill Riley, a representative of 
the Indian Ford Fire Department, 
requested city council’s approval 
to sponsor a Bluegrass Festival in 
Helena this summer. Councilmen 
agreed that the Helena Fire 
Department could co-sponsor 
with Indian Ford such a festival 
at Joe Tucker Park and 
scheduled it for June 22 and 23.

Oak Mountain State Park is 
feeling the pinch of Governor 
Fob James’ economic belt 
tightening.

saying his or her eligibility has 
been confirmed. Then the note is 
taken to a cashier, who gives out 
the stamps. Each step takes time. 

Since the first of the year, it is 
no longer necessary for anyone to 
pay out any cash to receive stam- 
ps. Stamps are given to in- 
dividuals, based on the in- 
dividual’s income and necessary 
expenses. 

Other changes in the food 
stamp program are making it 
easier for the very poor to obtain 
stamps. They were usually 
eligible in the past, but often 
lacked the small amount of cash 
needed to ‘‘buy’’ stamps. New 
rules also provide more stamps 
for the very poor. 

Workers in the county’s central 
office have been working with a 
heavy backlog of applications 
since the new programs went into 
effect. Each person who applies 
for stamps must be investigated 


in order to inform the people 
of the district of my activities in 
Washington and the various 
issues and proposals before 
Congress, I am initiating this 
biweekly column. I want to use 
this as a means of staying as 
closely in touch with the district 
as possible. 

In coming weeks I will attempt 
to offer an indepth examination 
of some of the specific issues and 
proposals we are facing in 
Congress, and share my 
thoughts concerning such 
significant matters as the various 
proposals to balance the federal 
budget and limit government 
spending, the debate over foreign 
policy and the protection of 
family farms. 

My commitment and my 
obligation is to represent as 
closely as possible the interests of 
the district, which includes 
Tuscaloosa, Dallas, Shelby, 
Chilton, Marengo, Sumter, 
Choctaw, Hale, Perry, Bibb, 
Greene and Jefferson counties. 

It is essential for me to know 
how the people of the district feel 
about the crucial issues that face 
us at home and abroad. The 
thoughts and suggestions of 
every citizen in the district are 
very important as I prepare to 
make the decisions that will, in 
some small part, influence the 
course our nation takes as we en- 
ter the 1980's. 

To obtain this input, I have 
established three offices in 
Alabama in addition to my office 
in Washington.

as to need and certified by a 
worker in the agency. It is 
simpler to figure eligibility under 
the new rules that went into effect 
March 1, 

For one thing, everyone can 
keep $65 per month without 
having it counted as income, 
Then, people who are working 
will not have the first 20 percent 
counted. This is hoped to provide 
an incentive for working. 

The requirement is tightened 
that people go to work unless 
they have young children. 
Mothers are expected to register 
with the State Employment Ser- 
vice now if they have no children 
under 12. The age limit used to 


be 18. 

There are several other 
changes. 

In short, the new system 


promises to provide more help to 
those who need it most, and less 
to those who are able to help 
themselves. 

But one problem remains and 
that seems to be based on human 
nature. It seems that nearly 
everyone ‘wants to come for 
stamps on the first or second day 
of the month. This leads to 
crowding and long waits. It also 
leads to busy pressure on 
overloaded social workers. 

The same people could get 
their stamps on any later day of 
the month, and avoid the 
waiting, Mrs. Meadows says, but 
apparently they want or perhaps 
need, their stamps on the first 
available day. 

There are issuance points one 
day a month at offices in Mon- 
tevallo, Alabaster and Vincent to 
aid people in those areas who 
find it difficult or expensive to 
come to Columbiana.

Group aims for peace

The meeting was called 
by Shelby County community 
volunteer coordinator Larry Ac- 
ton in order to study and 
organize the available means of 
involving the area with the Ex- 
periment.

County clubs, groups and cor- 
porations, as well as local 
families, in the Experiment’s 
programs. Another meeting is 
scheduled for Monday, March 5, 
at 7 p.m. in Pelham City Hall for 
the purpose of electing members 
to the Shelby County Council for 

Experiment in International 
iving. The meeting is open to all 
interested parties. (For further 
information, call Larry Acton at 
665-4428.) 

Acton told the Reporter that 
the United States ‘‘can no longer 
continue to isolate itself in a 
world coming closer together 
everyday.”’ Acton pointed out 
the fact that there are 3-A schools 
in Shelby County that do not 
even teach a foreign language. 

The key to the Experiment in 
International Living lies in its 
motto: Learning to live together 
by living together. The Ex- 
periment is an international, non- 
profit educational institution 
dedicated to peace and under- 
standing through cross cultural 
exchange programs. 


Mary Ann Burtkiewicz, field 
representative for the Southern 
Region Office in Pensacola, at- 
tended the Saturday meeting to 
fully explain the Experiment in 
International Living. 

The Experiment, she said, was 
started in 1932 by Donald B. 
Watts, a pacifist disgusted by his 
involvment in the war. Watts felt 
that sharing daily life experiences 
with peoples of the world would 
lead to understandings which 
could, perhaps, prevent future 
wars. 

The Experiment is based on its 


senior college and graduate 
school in Brattleboro, Vermont, 
and has offices in 50 countries. 
Since 1932, more than 80,000 
young people from 100 countries 
have participated in the Ex- 
periment. 

Brutkiewicz explained that the 
Experiment’s community 
programs are divided into two 
types, incoming and outbound. 

Incoming programs, such as 
Homestay, give community 
families the opportunity to open 
their homes for three weeks to a 
foreign student or professional 
trainee. County participants in 
this program have housed studen- 
ts from Iran, Japan, France and 
Uruguay. The Experiment places 


‘ over 2000 students annually in this 


program. 

The Experiment has devised 
two ambassador programs which 
involve school, church and civic 
organizations. Local clubs and 
groups fund scholarship plans to 
sponsor outbound local students 
for six to eight week periods 
abroad. Upon their return to 
Shelby County, the student am- 
bassadors will then be available 
to speak at civic organizations to 
share their experiences in foreign 
cultures.

Convenience center blends in 
with residential community 


by Marcia M. Sears 

**Commercial buildings can 
blend hand-in-hand with residen- 
tial,’’ is the way Shelby County 
builder Denny Barrow sees it. 

Barrow and his partner in the 
Cahaba Company, B.J. Harris, 
are planning to include a small 
center for offices or retail shops 
in their new Valley Station 
development on Cahaba Valley 
Road (119 North). It will be 
called Indian Springs Convenien- 
ce Center. They are planning a 
Williamsburg-type artictecture 
for the buildings. 

But they are meeting with some 
complaints, not from those who 
have already purchased lots or 
homes in Valley Station, but 
from persons who live further 
away. Apparently, the critics are 
fearful that commercial 
development will inject a jarring 
note in the idyllic country-style 
living they enjoy in the area. 

In an interview with the Shelby 
County Reporter, Barrow 
discussed his ideas on subdivision 
and business development in the 
rapidly growing Cahaba Valley in 
an attempt to put forth his point 
of view. 

He sees small convenience 
stores and offices for the neigh- 
borhood dentist, insurance 


agent or lawyer as providing 
community benefits to the many

persons who have moved to the 
Valley. 

In the immediate area of Valley 
Station, there are 600 families 
who would have direct benefit 
from the conveniences offered by 
such a center, he said, including 
the area from Highway 31 to 
Caldwell Mill Road. 

‘“‘There’s nothing at present in 
the way of neighborhood con- 
venience,” he said, noting that 
many families appreciate having 
a store nearby where they can get 
a carton of milk or loaf of bread 
when they unexpectedly run out 
of those items. 

Besides, it provides a nucleus 
for a neighborhood, a place to 
see one’s neighbors and develop a 
sense of community he added. 

Barrow and Harris have gone 
to considerable extra trouble and 
expense to design their proposed 
center in an architectural style 
that will not be garish or offen- 
sive in the neon-light category 
that many people deplore. At one 
end of the building will be a U- 
Tote-M store, one of 12 already 
in the county. Next to it are three 
or four proposed office or retail 
type outlets, all in a related 
Williamsburg style, but with in- 
dividual and distinctive fronts. 

Contracts have been let with U- 
Tote-M, and the developers are 
now negotiating with a drug

company, a dry cleaners, and 
professional people to occupy the 
other spaces. 

The two young men have built 
many homes under their con- 
struction firm, Harbar Homes, in 
the Cahaba Valley during the 
past several years, and they both 
live in the area. 

Barrow hopes that people will 
realize they have a serious and 
dedicated attitude about their 
work and their real estate 
developments. 

Among his comments, Barrow 
gave several other facts of in- 
terest to residents of the county. 
The average homebuyer in the 
Valley Station subdivision is bet- 
ween 30 and 35 years of age with 
one or no children, he said. 
Usually both adults are em- 
ployed. Homes cost in the 
$50,000 to $70,000 range. 

It is necessary to keep the cost 
of the home in ratio with the cost 
of the lot, Barrow said. It is 
economically impractical to build 
such a house on the large 22 acre 
lots that some people favor in the 
Indian Springs area, he said. 
Such a lot now costs between 
$25,000 and $30,000, and the 
house should be at least $150,000 
to justify the land cost, he said. 
People need incomes of $80,000 
to buy these.

flooding creek water, but only 
two trailers actually experienced 
water of the floors. Most damage 
was to air conditioner units 
mounted outside on the ground. 

According to Rodney Rardin, 
Alabama Power engineer, elec- 
tricity to a portion of Greenpark 
Trailer Court had to be cut off all 
Saturday night for about 12 
hours because water threatened 
to short out underground cables. 

Rardin estimated that at one 
time during the storm, as many as 
1000 homes may have been 
without power. He said trouble 
was never serious, though, with 
most failures occurring in scat- 
tered areas. 

Jay Shelley at the National 

eather Service said the storms 

¢ due to a series of intense low 
pressure impulses, centered over 
Michigan which brought up 
moisture from the Gulf. 

That ‘‘moisture from the 
Gulf’’ measured 5.9 inches in 
Wilsonville, and 5.46 inches in 
Montevallo. These measurements 
were read from 7 a.m. Saturday 
to 7 a.m. Sunday. 

Shelley reported that a flash 
flood watch was issued for 
Shelby County from his depar- 
tment Saturday morning. A flash 
flood warning was released at 
4:20 p.m. Saturday, and exten- 
ded to Sunday morning. 

The Cahaba River crested in 
Shelby County sometime Sunday 
night. The weather service’s data 
station at Centreville reported the 
Cahaba Monday at six feet above 
the 23-foot flood stage. 

Pelham Police Lt. Charlie 
Brown and 10 of his officers 
worked into the wee, wet hours 
of Sunday morning, and were out 
again before sunrise, as were 
Chief Bryars and 21 men from 
the fire department. The Civil 
Defense, and Red Cross also 
made their services available 
Sunday. 

Sunday’s blue skies found 
residents along Bishop Creek sor- 
ting through their water-soaked 

ongings and evaluating their 
washed out situations. Friends 
and neighbors pitched in together 
to salvage what remained dry 
from the floods.

If you haven’t seen the course 
since last fall, you won't 
recognize it this year. Buxhatchee 
Country Club has undergone 
some major renovations in the 
past several months, and Howard 
Hall has just started. 

Hall, the owner of the club, 
brought in equipment and dollars 
and ideas, and the result looks 
like a new golf course carved 
from the rolling land adjacent to 
Interstate 65. 

The first thing you’ll notice is 
that there isn’t standing water 
covering the fairways and greens. 
A new $15,000 drainage ditch 
eliminated that problem. 

And, as you play the nine hole 
course, you won’t empty that side 
pocket of your golf bag anymore. 
The ditches have been cleared of 
tall grass and bushes, the trees 
lining the fairways have been 
thinned and all the undergrowth 
removed - in other words, you 
won’t be losing all those three 
dollar golf balls.

Presently, the only drawback 
to playing is the greens. Hall has 
been working on that problem 
and the solving is coming soon. 
Private contractors will be hired 
to completely rework the greens 
and before long they’ll be the en- 
vy of every dimpled ball in the 
bag. 

Buxahatchee is still a private 
club though. Hall estimates that 
the club has about 60 members 
and he would like to increase that 
number to around 100. In- 
dividuals will be allowed to come 
to the club and play a round for a 
fee if they’re accompanied by a 
member, but that policy may 
change in the next month.

The county’s Board of 
Education staff will get enough 
space to have allsteff members 
under the same roof for the first 
time in years. 

And some as yet undesignated

Mayor disputes claim 


of ex-city manager 


The State Employment office is 
considering an appeal by the City 
of Columbiana to drop a former 
city employee’s unemployment 
payments. 

J.D. “Buck” Faulkner, former 
Columbiana City Manager, has been 
collecting $90 a week since leaving 
his job November 10, 1978. Mayor 
Bob Bolton has appealed the 
compensation on the grounds that 
Faulkner resigned, and was not 
fired. 

At the hearing in Calera on 
Tuesday, Mayor Bolton told State 
Appeal Referee Hanie Harrison he 
did not want a Shelby County 
Reporter representative to be 
present for the hearing. Harrison 
asked the Reporter to leave the 
room. 


After the hearing, Faulkner told 
the Reporter that at the time 
Bolton was sworn into office 
(November 2) he, Faulkner, 
explained to the city council that 
he could not work with the new 
mayor. He expressed to the council 


that his resignation would be 
effective ‘‘when a_ suitable 
replacement has been found and 
I’ve trained him for the position.” 

Faulkner said that having lived 
over 50 years in Columbiana, and 
having served 21 years as a 
councilman, plus five years as city 
manager, he did not want to leave 
the city out in the cold. 

On November 6, Mayor Bolton 
informed Faulkner he could pick 
up his iast paycheck on Friday, 
November 10. 

Faulkner expects the 
unemployment checks to cease 
soon, as he has just entered the real 
estate field. Should the city win its 
appeal, Faulkner would be required 
to reimburse the state for his 
unemployment checks. 

“I hate this whole situation,” 
said Faulkner. “It’s a child’s game.” 

Mayor Bolton would make no 
comments after the hearing. 

The transcript of the hearing will 
be reviewed and Harrison will 
announce the finding at an 
undisclosed date. 


of a fruit-basket turnover that 
was arranged Monday when the 
County Commission officially 
agreed to allow the Board of 
Education to move into the old- 
Columbiana elementary school as 
soon as the children are removed 
into the new school. 

The decision was not reached 
without argument. Although the 
move of the Education Board in- 
to the old school had been talked 
about for over a year, the Com- 
mission had been reluctant to 
assume the costs of building 
maintenance, renovation and 
utilities in the old building. 

And within the last two mon- 
ths, parents of the retarded and 
physically handicapped had come 
forward, asking that the entire 
old school be used for special 
classes. 

A compromise solution was 
reached Monday which provides 
that the west wing of the building 
will be used for special education 
classes. The east wing will be used 
for Board offices and a textbook 
storage area. 


The County Commission 
agreed to assume only the costs 
of utilities and telephone for the 
portion of the building used by 
the Board. The Board will keep 
ownership of the old school and 
the county’s general fund will pay 
an estimated $600 per month 
utilities bill and the telephone bill 
of between $300 and $400 mon- 
thly. 

(By law the County Com- 
mission must provide space for 
the Board of Education and 
provide certain supplies as well as 


utilities.) 

Superintendent-elect Charles 
Knowles and assistant superin- 
tendent Vern Davis presented the 
case for the move. Com- 
missioners J.E. ‘‘Ned’’ Bearden 
and J. Alph Lowe, who formerly 
served as members of the County 
Board of Education, made the 
official motion to allow the 
Board to transfer its offices to the 
old school. Commissioner Jimmy 
**Jake’’ Morris voted with them. 

Opposing the move was Com- 
missioner Harold Davenport, 
who said he wanted the retarded 
and severely physically han- 
dicapped to have the entire 
school building for their use. 

Commission Chairman Tom- 
my Snowden seemed apprehen- 
sive about the additional costs the 
county would have to assume and 
asked the Commission to delay 
action on the matter. Snowden 
said all the offices in the court- 
house want more space, but no 
plan has been worked out for ex- 
pansion. The mood of the Com- 
mission, however, seemed to be 
that there has already been too 
much delay, so they resolved the 
matter.

Charge proposed 
for 3 landfills 


Carlton Franks is suggesting 
that everybody pay to use the 
three county landfills. But he 
wants to have four public 
hearings throughout the county 
so that citizens can express them- 
selves before changes go into ef- 
fect. 

In a letter to the Commission 
Monday, the county’s solid waste 
supervisor also said he would 
recommend that the landfills 
operate only during the daylight 
hours, six days a week. 

The charges he is suggesting 
are: 50 cents for automobiles, $1 
for pickup trucks; $7.50 for one 
and one-half ton trucks; $11.25 
for a 20 yard packer truck; $17 
for a 30 yard packer truck; $10 
for large animals and $2 for small 
animals. 

Permits would be required and 
no money would be accepted at 
the landfills, under his proposals. 

In re-negotiating contracts 
with the franchise services that 
now pick up waste from homes, 
Franks suggests allowing the ser- 
vices to charge each homeowner 
$5 per month for roadside 
pickup.

In the discussions on the sub- 
ject of moving the County Board 
of Education to the old Colum- 

biana Elementary School, it was 
pointed out that the Board of- 
fices now occupy 2100 square feet 
in the courthouse. The new of- 
fices will occupy 13,000 feet when 
the move is complete. 

Commission Chairman Tom- 
my Snowden said that regardless 
of the figures provided by the 
Board, he still thinks it will cost 
the county $30,000 more per year 
to provide space in the old school 
building. 

Superintendent-elect Charles 
Knowles said the costs he submit- 
ted ‘‘are accurately recorded. I 
don’t see how it could possibly 
cost $30,000.’" The board had 
taken utilities figures from last 
year, and used 53.5% of it in 
estimating the $600 per month 
figure it believes the county will 
have to pay. The school board 
will assume the share of the 
utility bill for the 10,000 square 
feet to be occupied by the special 
education classes. 

The mother of one of the 
children in the physically han- 
dicapped class told the Com- 
mission the children need the en- 
tire school. She opposed sharing 
the old school with the board of 
education offices and stated that 
Shelby County does not 
adequately provide for either the 
retarded or the physically han- 
dicapped. 

Knowles said with emphasis, 
**I do not share that view.’”’ 

He thinks the new space for the 
retarded will provide for about 
the next five years. He said deaf 
education is now being concen- 
trated at Valley School because 
that is the location nearest where 
most of the deaf children live. 

In other parts of the 
discussion, Knowles pointed out 
that two to four special education 
staff members have been having 
to work from offices in the 
vocational school and two other 
staff members have had to work 
out of their homes. By moving 
the board offices to the old sc- 
hool, all the persons who report 
to the central office will be under 
one roof.

‘*While it may or may not be 
appropriate to recommend 
Federal administration, we 
strongly disagree with the (Forest 
Services’) report’s conclusion 
that the Cahaba, or segments of 
it, does not qualify as 
recreational, scenic, or wild un- 
der Public Law 90-542 (National 
Wild and Scenic Rivers Systems). 
Therefore, we urge you to re- 
evaluate that conclusion in the 
report.”’ 

This statement comes in a 
January 19 letter from Robert 
Herbst, Assistant Secretary of In-

‘*The Nature of Bible Miracles” 

Though some claim to perform 
miracles ‘today, one can readily 
observe distinct contrasts between 
Bible miracles and the ‘‘miracles’’ of 
today. The day of miracles, which 
were to confirm the Word of God in 
the first century, is past. 

First, the miracles of the first 
century were characterized by 
nothing unreasonable or silly. 

Second, the record of Bible 
miracles is both restrained and 
sublime. 

Third, the first century miracles 
were performed publicly and before 
many witnesses. They took place at 
weddings, before Christ’s disciples, 
before enemies of the Cross, and 
before skeptics. 

Fourth, the miracles of the first 
century were physical, and they 
could be clearly appraised by the 
physical senses. Even the skeptics 
could not deny the reality of notable 
miracles. 

Fifth, the results of first century 
miracles were achieved instantly and 
completely. 

Sixth, the first century miracles 
were performed out of high and 
worthy motives. 

Seventh, the miracles of the first 
century are not today being 
duplicated by modern science. 

The miracles of the first century 
proved Christ to be deity and proved 
the Word preached and recorded by 
inspired writers to be the Word of 
God. Once the Word was confirmed, 
its confirmation is not necessary in 
subsequent ages. A_ contrast 
between the original miracles and 
those claimed today will illustrate 
the truthfulness that miracles would 
cease. (I Corinthians 13: 8-13;

Making good on a campaign 
promise to revamp Alabama’s 
election laws, Secretary of State 
Don Siegelman has announced he 
will host a townhall type meeting 
on March 17.

to conduct a personal review of 
the Forest Service study.

The Alabama Conservancy has 
maintained the position that the 
Forest Service manufactured 
reasons to disqualify the Cahaba, 
and did not engage in an honest 
assessment of the river’s at- 
tributes. 

“We've been saying all along 
that the Forest Service did a hat- 
chet job on the Cahaba, and it is 
very gratifying to receive this 
kind of support from the highest 
levels of our federal gover- 
nment,’’ said John Randolph, 
Conservancy Executive Director. 
“Despite all the political 
manipulations of wealthy special 
interests and hostile Forest Ser- 
vice bureaucrats, we’re beginning 
to see the message sink in that the 
beautiful Cahaba--with its unique 
plant and animal life and out- 
standing recreational potential-- 
has a much more important role 
to play than as a sewage ditch.”’

corridor runs 115 miles from 
U.S. 31 to U.S. 80 near Selma. 
As a means of compromise with 
the Forest Service finding and 
land developers, a proposal is 
seriously being considered to 
begin the corridor at the Shelby 
County 52 bridge. 

‘*Prime development would 
not be affected one iota by a wild 
and scenic corridor,’’ Randolph 
told the Reporter. 

He explained that nothing in 
the act regulates water quality, 
and that all water pollution 
regulation is handled by EPA. 
The wild and scenic act would, 
however, establish a non- 
degradation policy protecting the 
water’s quality. 

Randolph pointed out that a 
wild and scenic designation 
would not prevent the building of 
proper sewage treatment plants 
along tributaries of the 
Cahaba. Farmlands along the 
banks would be unaffected by the 
act. 

Maximum width of the wild 


and scenic corridor would be a 
quarter mile, with landowners 
receiving a payment for leaving a 
**green belt’’ along the banks as 
scenic easement. Landowners 
would retain the title to their lan- 
ds. 

‘*We’re trying to save the river 
and keep it clean so people can 
use and enjoy it,’’ said Ran- 
dolph. ‘‘The Conservancy has 
always worked in the interest of 
the people of this state.’’ 

When contacted by phone in 
Atlanta, Ted Kaufman, who 
headed the Forest Service report 
on the Cahaba, said, ‘‘We’re 
treating it as additional input to 
our study. ‘‘We’re not exactly 
sure if Herbst is representing the 
Secretary (of Interior), or not. 
We have reports from the Fish 
and Wildlife Service, and the 
Heritage and Conservation 
Recreation Service agreeing with 
our finding.’’ 

Kaufman added, ‘‘The final 
decision will be a political one, 
not one of resources.”’

Caution flag on Montevallo spending 


‘Our expenditures seem to be 
right on target, but our revenues 
appear to be lagging.”’ 

This was the assessment of 
Montevallo’s current budget 
activity, made Monday night by 
Mayor Ralph Sears. March will 
be the sixth month of the 1978-79 
fiscal year for Montevallo and 
City Clerk Don Hughes pre- 
sented members of the city 
council a breakdown of expendi- 
tures and revenue collections as 
the year’s half-way mark 
approaches. 

Nearly all of the city’s general 
fund expenditures are within 
budget limits. Receipts, accord- 
ing to Hughes’ analysis, are not 
coming in as rapidly as they did 
last year. 

Commenting on the city’s 
financial position, Sears stated 
he believes there is no cause for 
alarm, but all branches of the city 
government, he said, ‘‘should 
exercise caution’’. 

Hughes noted that with the 
approach of spring and summer 
months, certain revenues will 
probably pick up. He concluded 
that the chances of operating on 
a balanced budget are good. 


Among visitors attending 
Monday night’s meeting were 
two Montevallo businessmen, 
Don Lovelady and Walter 
Czeskleba. Lovelady asked 
council members to consider 
eliminating a two hour parking 
limit on Main Street east of Vine 
Street. 


Czeskleba stated his place of 
business has no rear entrance 
and he is forced to park his truck 
on the public street. He asked 
that consideration be given to his 
particular situation, such as 
providing a reserved parking 
place or elimination of the two 
hour parking limit. 


Hughes explained that the two 
hour limit is being enforced 
because there are fewer parking 
places on Main Street since the 
street was resurfaced and 
because many merchants re- 
quested it. Mayor Sears 
suggested that the question of 
whether or not to enforce the two 
hour limit could be partially 
resolved by asking the Chamber 
of Commerce for an opinion, or 
taking a poll of businesses in the 
downtown area.

A proposed addendum to the 
city’s electrical code, proposed 
by Electrical Inspector Eugene 
Walters was discussed. The 
addendum will be referred to 
committee before final action is 
taken. 

Hughes reported to council 
members that inspectors from 
the Public Service Commission 
inspected the city’s gas system 
last week and found the system 
to be in satisfactory condition. 

The subject of renters leaving 
town without paying utility bills 
was again discussed. Hughes 
told council members that the 
initial deposit for gas service is 
lower than the average gas bill 
for one month. He noted that the 
gas system has lost thousands of 


dollars because renters will 
frequently move out of town 
owing a couple of months gas 
bills. Many times, he said, the 
owner of the rental property has 
no record of where the former 
tenant has moved. This, 
according to Hughes, leaves the 
city ‘‘holding the bag”’. 

A letter from the city’s legal 
counsel suggests charging a 


larger deposit, and in the case of 
students, requiring the parents 
to promise to pay in the event the 
student defaults. No action was 
taken pending further study.

UM receives largest 


grant from NSF 


A $31,850 grant, the largest 
awarded this year by the National 
Science Foundation, has been 
received by the University of 
Montevallo Chemistry Depart- 
ment. 

The money will be used to send 
24 high school juniors to Mon- 
tevallo June 4 for an eight week 
research-study project under the 
direction of Dr. Aris Merijanian, 
chairman of the Chemistry 
Department. 

This is the 16th year the UM 
Chemistry Department has 
received a grant from the Foun- 
dation. 

In previous years, the money 
has been used for such programs 
as training high school and 
elementary school teachers. 
“It’s important to work with 
school science teachers and out- 
standing high school students so 
that we can be more effective at 
the university level,’’ remarked 
Merijanian.

Merijanian said UM Chemistry 


Department faculty members are 
also active as _ practicing 
chemists in research and con- 
sulting services for industries and 
businesses. 

Last year, a major chemical 
company found it necessary to 
safely dispose of more than 60 
barrels of various unlabeled 
chemicals. They asked the UM 
department staff, headed by Dr. 
Merijanian, to analyze and iden- 
tify the contents of the barrels. 

Two and one half months 
later, working mostly nights and 
weekends, the UM chemists com- 
pleted the identification project, 
and company officials could 
proceed with their plans to 
dispose the chemicals in accor- 
dance with federal standards.

The Alabama Bankers Collection is a 
display of rare coins and antique paper 
currency. It was a gift to the people of 
Mabama from the Alabama Bankers 
Association and is cared for by the 
Museum of Natural History at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama. Most of the coins 
came from the collection of George M. 
Klein, a (9th century banker in Vicksburg, 
Mississippi. Mr. Klein was an avid numis- 
matist (coin collector) and gathered most 
of his pieces between the vears of 1850 and 
1855. making it one of the oldest: major 
collections in’ the South. Alabama 
Bankers purchased the collection from 
Mr. Klein's estate in 1951. 

The collection is particularly rich in 
ancient silver and bronze coins of Biblical 
times. There are sufficient coins from 
every part of the world to record the 
history of coinage fairly completely. To 
make the display more interesting. 
sumples of State of Alabama notes and 
bonds and Mabama bank notes have been 
added.

‘*We were married late in the 
afternoon,”’ recalled Mrs. Niven. 
“Brother Smith, the pastor of 
Liberty Church married us. I 
don’t know where it was. He 
lived way off in the woods 
somewhere...”’ 

“*We were in a buggy,’’ added 
Mr. Niven, ‘‘and come back by 
Liberty Church. They were 
having services and we stopped 
awhile.’’ With a twinkle in his 
eyes, he recalled that someone at 
church went back home, “up 
around where Tom Niven lived,”’ 
and told that Ezra Niven and Ber- 
tha Vansant had got married. 
“‘Why you know they didn’t!”’ 
someone else said, to which the 
news-bearer replied, ‘‘Well, he 
introduced her as his wife.’’ 

Bertha’s step mother was Ella 
Niven Vanzant, Tom Niven’s 
sister. Tom was a cousin of 
Ezra’s father, John Niven. The 
Nivens were early settlers of the 
Chelsea area where Bertha and 
Ezra lived until three years ago, 
and where Ezra carried mail for 
around 40 years. 

Great grandfather of Ezra 
Niven was Jesse, who died 
around 1847, leaving three young 
children, Samuel, Jessie Broom 
and Mary Ann. After Jesse’s 
death, his wife, Susan, married 
Daniel Wilder and had several 
other children. Both Samuel and 
Jesse Broom Nivens were in the 
Civil War. 

Jesse Broom Nivens married 
Mary Adams. They had at least 
11 children, and many of their 
descendants, along with descen- 
dants of Sam Nivens and Mary 
Ann Nivens Harper, still live in 
the county. John, a son of Mary 
and Jesse Broom, is the father of 
Ezra Niven.” 


Around 1906, when the 


railroad bed was being graded 
through the Narrows and the 
Chelsea area, young Ezra Niven 
worked as a water boy ‘‘for three 
gangs at 50¢ a day.’’ A few years 
later, during World War I, he 
served with the U.S. Army. For 
the first few years of his married 
life, he worked as a farmer. Then 
in April, 1930 he became a rural 
mail carrier. 

“You know, when he started 
taking the mail, we thought we 
were rich,’’ recalled his wife. 
**He made $900 a year!”’ 

There were around 120 patrons 
on the Chelsea mail route when 
he became carrier, said Niven, 
**but it got to around 400 before I 
quit.’” 

According to his recollections, 
there were nine sawmills on the 
route. For the first six years, he 
made deliveries in a buggy drawn 
by a horse named ‘‘George.’’ 
“*However, deep ruts, cut into the 
road by sawmill trucks made it 
difficult for a horse to walk, so 
around 1936 he bought a Model 
T Ford to use for mail delivery. 

“I never had but one com- 
plaint in all those years I carried 
the mail,’’ he avowed. ‘‘It was on 
check day at the post office. We 
had a lot of Social Security 
checks....1 was late leaving the 
post office and found one man 
standing propped against a tree 
by his mailbox. ‘‘You’re ten 
minutes late,’’ he said to me. 

Sometimes the mail carrier 
would get stuck in a mud hole. 
But, there was one man on his 
route that he could count on to 
come to the rescue, he recalled 
with a big smile. ‘‘If I was much 
as 30 minutes late, I’d hear a trac- 
tor, and it was him coming to 
tow me out.”’ 

Mr. Niven can recall many in- 
cidents where people on the mail 
route helped him out, and he, in 
turn, helped them. Oftentimes, 
he made deliveries from one

Montevallo Police report 


Montevallo police responded 
to 268 complaint calls during 
February and made 145 arrests. 

In his monthly report to the 
city council Monday night Police 
Chief Troy Kirkland noted that 
the most frequent complaint was 
for illegal parking. There were 69 
complaint calls for this offense. 
Sixty calls were of a general 
nature.

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Sailplanes cruise county, 


soaring with birds on high

The metallic thwang of the 
release mechanism reverberates 
through the aluninum 
framework of the man-made 
bird. Two-hundred feet ahead 
the red tow plane banks left, 
diving back towards the field, its 
rope tail waving farewell. The 
gteat bird banks right, climbing 
gracefully for the blue of the near 
spring sky. 

The bird sails through the air, 
searching for upthrusting curren- 
ts which will keep it aloft and free 
from the earth. 

The sport is called soaring. 
The birds are called sailplanes or 
gliders. The experience can be 
described as unique, exciting, 
quasi-religious, or just a plain 
rush. And once you’ve been 
soaring, you’re hooked. 

Some hooked enthusiasts, who 
banded together to pursue the 


sport named their group the Bir- 
mingham Soaring Society. On 
clear weekends they usually 
gather at the Flying X Ranch on 
Shelby County 22 near Moore's 
Crossroads, picnicking and par- 
tying in the field. And soaring 
and gliding in the sky. 


‘‘We’re just here to fly,’’ is 
Craig Mitchell’s basic ex- 
planation of the society’s pur- 
pose. Mitchell, who lives in 
Dogwood, was president of the 
society last year. ‘‘We have one 
formal meeting a year, that’s for 
membership,’’ he reported. 

Currently, the society has 29 
active members in the 


Shelby/Jefferson area. For the 
last several years they have used 
the Flying X Ranch as an airfield. 

*‘We’re pretty informal,’’ says 
John Ward, one of the group’s 
Strong advocates. “‘If the 


weather’s good, a couple of us’ll 
make a few phone calls and we’ll 
meet down at the field.”’ 

Clear skies are imperative for 
gliding, for in the final analysis it 
is sun which powers the 
engineless birds. 

Heat from the sun warms the 
earth, which in turn causes the air 
to rise. Such vertical drafts are 
called thermals, and rise in bub- 
bles or columns, depending on 
cloud, temperature and 
topographical conditions. 


Charlie Person and other 
seasoned society pilots watch for 
signs which reveal the invisible 
thermals, such as buzzards and 
hawks soaring in spiral patterns, 
and cumulus clouds in the for- 
mation stage. Person has been 
known to stay aloft for an hour 
or longer on days when most 
pilots find only 20-minute rides. 


Ridge soaring is another means 
of remaining aloft. When vertical 
winds roll over a mountain or 
hillside, a primary standing wave 
of air is created on the downwind 
side, much like a rock creates a 
wave in a stream. Though the 
hills near the Flying X offer local 
soarers on occasional lift, ridge 
soaring is more practical in the 
Carolinas, Pennsylvania, and 
California. 

In Shelby County, most gliders 
are flown at altitudes between 
2000 and 6000 feet, with some 
flights as high as 10,000. Jerry 
Stafford, the society’s vice 
president, recently flew a rotary 
turbulance wave to 31,200 feet at 
Pikes Peak, Colorado. World 
record altitudes for sailplanes 
have been set in excess of 50,000 
feet. 

John Ward explains that the

The towrope is never hooked 
to the glider, nor the canopy 
closed until the pilot (and 
passenger) are in the cockpit. 
Closing the canopy signifies that 
the glider pilot is ready, and so 
the wing man lifts the wing, 
balancing the glider on its 
single wheel. 

Seeing the glider wing up, the 
tow pilot taxies to take the slack 
out of the rope. When the rope 
tightens, he signals the glider 
pilot by waving his rudder. The 
glider pilot returns the signal. 
The tow plane and glider are both 
ready, and no one is going to be 
caught unaware. 

Upon reaching the predeter- 
mined release altitude, the glider 
pilot will tighten the slack in the 
tow rope before pulling the red 
knob which frees the sailplane. 
(A standard set of procedures are 
followed should the release 
mechanism fail, or should com- 
plications arise during take-off.) 

When the tow plane pilot, feels 
his plane surge forward, he banks 
out of the way, knowing the 
sailplane is free. The glider, clim- 
bing to the right, slows from the 
65 mph release speed to its op- 
timum air speed of 38 to 40 mph.

apparently aren’t more successful 
than independent bass anglers. A 
recent Texas Parks and Wildlife 
Dept. survey of 377 bass club 
tournaments the first half of last 
year, involving 9,027 anglers 
showed an average catch of .2 
lbs. bass caught per hour of 
fisherman effort. In short, each 
angler fished for five hours for a 
i-lb. fish! At this rate you could 
lose weight on a diet if you ate 
only bass you caught on fishing 
trips! 

Only 56 percent of tournament 
anglers caught at least one bass. 

The survey, to me, proved that 
the location of the lake was very 
important. Bass caught in Lake 
Sam Rayburn averaged 1.7 Ibs.; 
Toledo Bend, 1.90 lbs. The 
smaller sized lakes, which hosted 
fewer tournaments, produced 
even larger average sized bass; 
Lake Casa Blanca, 2.6 Ibs.; Lake 
Colorado City, 2.7 lbs.; and Lake 
Hawkins in east Texas, 3.4 Ibs.! 

Fishing location has always 
been important to me since I first 
heaved a casting plug. There was 
one creek -- there were no ar- 
tificial ponds in my ‘teen days -- 
fairly heavily fished near Bluegir- 
th Swamp in Dallas County. Now 
and then I caught a few “‘trout”’ 
in those early days. The style of 
bass fishing then with artificial 
gear was to cast underhand or 
widewise with a short -- 3% to 4 
foot -- bamboo or steel rod as 
you walked along a stream bank, 
kicking aside moccasins that got 
in the way. The stretch I fished 
had well beaten paths on each 
bank, indicating heavy foot traf- 
fic and angling pressure. I seemed 
to manage to reel in a couple of 
‘*keepers’’ -- probably redeye or 
spotted bass -- each second or 
. third trip. : 

However, just beyond my 
usual fishing territory was a stret- 
ch of semi-swampy stretch of the 
stream I could not fish. The ‘‘No 
Trespassing”’ signs were forbid- 
ding enough, but one day I bike- 
pedaled to the owner’s house, an 
old rambling structure dating 
back to pre-Civil War days. The 
landowner wasn’t overly frien- 
dly. He told me in ringing tones 
he had experienced trouble with 
so many poachers and violators 
he had to be severe. For Many 
years he had stopped all hunting 
and fishing. 

‘‘But,’’ he said unexpectedly. 
‘“‘Since you took the trouble to 
ask permission, I’m writing you 
out a permit for the rest of this 
summer.”’ 

Next day I crossed his fence 
where the signs had kept 
everyone at bay. My fishing 
results were incredible. With a

broken-back Creek Chub and a 
Heddon Dowagiac minnow I 
caught more than 50 bass. 
However, about 90 perent of the 
little scrappers couldn’t meet the 
rigid 11-inch length required for 
legal catches, so I had to release 
them. However, five fish ranged 
from around 1 to 2 Ibs. each. I 
lost several biggies in deep water 
holes. One uncurled a hook. I 
may have left in the waters then 
what could have been a state 
record now! I made several more 
successful fishing trips. I always 
seemed to catch what I could lug 
home in my bike handlebar wire 
basket. I never saw another 
angler. I think this was my first 
venture in which I learned to keep 
my mouth shut as to where I hunt 
and fish. 

Some anglers who would have 
had no qualms about fishing with 
dynamite or crushed green 
walnuts were envious of my suc- 
cess. Some said I was an expert. 
That was nonsense. Truth of the 
matter was that I had found the 
rule for most fishing success is 
water that is not heavily fished by 
every Tom, Dick and Isaac 
Walton. 

I have outdoor mags showing 
anglers standing shoulder-to- 
shoulder along banks of streams 
on ‘‘opening day’’ in some 
Yankee states. These persons are 
so close I’m sure more lines are 
tangled than fish are caught. 

If I had to join such a crowd 
for a mess of fresh fish, I’d go to 
the fish market!

Stone retired in 1965 after 
having worked for the railroad 
for 25 years.

As a machinist, the Chelsea 
resident worked on both the 
diesel and the old steam engines.

Wife learns ropes

A home remodeling project not 
only takes a great deal of time, 
but plenty of elbow grease as 
well., 

In fact, just stripping a door 
takes a whole day, relates Jean 
Milner, who played a major role 
in redoing the home she and her 
husband Don bought 13 years 
ago. 

When the family, which in- 
cludes five children, moved into 
the house in the Kingdom com- 
munity, they painted the exterior 
and landscaped the grounds. But 
it wasn’t until the fall of 1977 
that a remodeling project got un- 
cierway. 

We needed more space, ex- 
plained Mrs. Milner, noting that 
she and her husband had nothing 
more than a rod on which to hang 
their clothes. 

By rearranging space, the 
couple not only obtained a well 
organized closet, but a new 
bedroom as well. The plans, 
which took five years to com- 
plete, moved the master bedroom 
into the space formerly occupied 
by the dining room. 

A den was created in the area 
adjoining the kitchen and the 
back porch was enclosed for a 
utility room, storage area and a 
place to keep plants. 

A homemaker who’s willing to 
tackle almost any job around the 
home, Mrs. Milner en- 
thusiastically joined the 
remodeling project. Along with 
her daughter Jennifer and son 
Steve, she assisted her husband in 
putting up paneling in three 
rooms, installing wiring, and put- 
ting in storm windows. 

In addition to refinishing 
several pieces of furniture, the 
energetic homemaker also turned 
her hand to the door refinishing 
work. 

‘My husband didn’t believe 
how long it took, until he tried 
it,’’ she laughed. 

Pointing out that new doors 
would have cost approximately 
$60 apiece, Mrs. Milner said, 
**We decided we’d just have to 
refinish the old ones which had 
turned a hideous shade of 
orange.”’ 


That project, she recounted, 
took three weeks to finish. 
Another undertaking that took a 
whole day to complete, she 
remembered, was building a cor- 
ner window. 

Working together in their spare 
time, the family also put sub 
flooring in the den and kitchen. 
The storage space in both rooms 
is well designed. 

After consulting the Home Ex- 
tension Agent Marian Cotney, 
Mrs. Milner planned her kitchen 
area to include a pantry, pull out 
shelves and lazy susan type 
shelves for easy accessibility. 

When she’s not baking or oc- 
cupied with other chores indoors, 
Mrs. Milner works in the garden 
after it’s planted, and then cans 
and freezes the produce. 

Activities outside the home in- 
clude participation in the 
Providence Extension 
Homemaker’s Club, of which 
she’s president, and assisting with 
the Columbiana Girl Scout 
troop.

What are deductible medical 
expenses? Last week we learned 
that certain accident and health 
insurance premiums were deduc- 
tible. You probably know that 
doctor, dental and hospital bills 
are deductible, but did you know 
that transportation costs to the 
place where medical care is given 


is deductible (taxi, bus, train, . 


airplane) and that you can claim 
7¢ for each mile you use your car 
for medical purposes? 

Other deductible medical ex- 
penses that are not so obvious in- 
clude the following: 


A removable air conditioner 
used for the alleviation of illness, 
i.e. to relieve an allergy; a por- 
table vaporizer or dehumidifier 
may be deductible; auto equip- 
ment to enable physically han- 
dicapped people to operate or en- 
ter a car; contact lens insurance;

crutches; elastic stockings or 
support hose; mattress and board 
specially designed to alleviate ar- 
thritis sufferers; oxygen equip- 
ment; phone equipment for a 
deaf person; water fluoridation 
device (used upon dentists ad- 
vice); wheel chair; and many 
other items used in the cure, 
mitigation, treatment, or preven- 
tion of disease or for the purpose 
of affecting any structure or fun- 
ction of the body. 


Medical expenses also include 
costs of nursing services and need 
not be those of a registered or 
trained nurse. Services performed 
by a companion or other person, 
including a member of your of 
the patient’s family, qualify if 
they are the type performed by a 
nurse. Examples of nursing ser- 
vices expenses may include travel, 
meals and lodging, social 
security taxes paid by you on the 
nurses earnings, and other out of 


pocket expenses in addition to 
their wages. 

Lastly, an item may be both a 
medical expense and a capital ex- 
penditure, for example a swim- 
ming pool. You may have a 
limited deduction for a capital 
improvement to the extent the 
total cost of the improvement 
exceeds the amount it increases 
the value of your property.

Another new shopping center 
is coming to Pelham to serve the 
growing population in the area. 

As announced in the Repor- 
ter’s Sunday Special edition, 
negotiations have been completed 
for the land on which the $3 
million shopping center will be 
built. 

It is located on U.S. Highway 
31 across from First Shelby 
National Bank, at the intersec- 
tion with County Road 105. 

The largest store in the center 
will be a K-Mart, the first store of 
this kind to be located in Shelby 
County. It will occupy 72,087 
square feet. A food store and 
specialty shops will also be in- 
cluded. 


The new facility is being 
developed by Mitch Ashy- 
Pelham, a development firm 
based in Eunice, Louisiana. The 
company has built ten other 
shopping centers in the 
Southeast, including centers in 
Cullman and Fort Payne. 

Broker C. B. Holliman of the 
C.B. Holliman Real Estate Com- 
pany handled negotiations for the 
15 acre site. Earlier Holliman was 
instrumental in developing the 
Pelham Plaza and shopping cen- 
ters in Pell City and Graysville. 

H. Boyd Gramling, leasing 
agent for the center, said work on 
the new Pelham shopping center 
will begin later this year with 
completion scheduled for some 
time in 1980. 


Armstrong takes oath 
as District Judge 


“A «man of honor, integrity 
and keen judicial insight,’’ is the 
way John Ferree described the 
new Shelby County District 
Judge, Robert Armstrong, at 
swearing-in ceremonies Monday. 


Circuit Judge James Sharbutt 
presided at the brief ceremony in 
the main courtroom in the cour- 
thouse. He asked Ferree, who 
was Armstrong’s law partner for 
the past four years, to give the 
main speech. 

After being sworn-in, Judge

The position of District Judge 
has been open since late Janaury 
when the previous judge, William 
Hill, was named Circuit District 
Attorney.

Too many Americans have had 
to mortgage their futures long 
range to get health care for their 
loved ones. 

We are going to bankrupt mid- 
dle income people. The very 
wealthy can deduct medical costs 
from their income tax. The poor 
are taken care of. In health, the 
provider is the seller. If you put 
two hospitals next door, does the 
cost go down? No, the cost goes 
up. 

Representative Philip Crane 
(R-Il) an announced candidate 
for President: ‘‘Except for 
government intrusion we would 
have no energy shortage. I would 
rather send petro dollars to 
Mexico than to the OPEC coun- 
tries. I would like to abolish the 
Department of Energy. Take the 
$12 billion and use it for tax 
credits to pensioners for utility 
bills. Get out of the horrifying 
dependence on foreigh oil sour- 
ces. 

We have a potential 135 year 
supply. We have more oil in shale 
in four western states than the en- 
tire OPEC nations. They're 
(Energy Department) thinking in 
terms of conserving rather than 
developing our own sources. 
We'll pay Nigeria $15 a barrel, 
but won’t pay the Texans more 
than $6. (Applause)

In an effort to reduce litter, the 
Association of County Engineers 
of Alabama (ACEA) has 
proposed a statewide bottle law. 
The resolution calls for the 
preparation, enactment and en- 
forcement of a law requiring cash 
deposits to be leveled on all 
alcoholic and soft drink con- 
tainers. No  deposit/non- 
returnable bottles and cans 
would be banned from the retail 
and wholesale market. 

Shelby County Engineer Jim- 
my Ray, chairman of ACEA’s 
legislative and resolution com- 
mittee, told the Reporter that 
copies of the proposal have been 
sent to Governor James, Lt. 
Governor McMillan, the House 
Speaker, Senate President Pro 
Tem, Highway Director Dr. Rex 
Rainer, and a number of conser- 
vation groups. 

The law requested by the 
ACEA would be similar in scope 
to the Oregon Bottle Act of 1972. 
Studies indicate that Oregon ex- 
perienced an 82% reduction in 
bottle and can litter within two 
years of the law’s enactment. The 
studies also revealed a 26% 
reduction in total litter. 

Oregon reports that the 
manufacture of throwaway bot- 
tles expends three times the 
energy of the manufacture of 
returnable bottles, an equivalence 
of 130 million kilowatt hours of 
electricity, or $2.8 million an- 
nually. 

The Oregon bottle bill saves 
$66,000 per year in solid waste 
disposal cost. According to sur- 
veys 91% of the people of that 
state support the bill. 

The ACEA resolution states 
that the ecological, aesthetic, 
safety and monetary liabilities of 


Following a question on the 
multilateral trade bill, Crane 
said, “I am a free marketer at 
heart, but if they’re going to do it 
to us, we’ve got to do it to them.

Ray expressed the opinion that 
the bottle law would greatly 
relieve the litter problem in 
Shelby County. 


About ten years ago, school 
children picked up nearly 30,000 
30-gallon bags of litter across the 
county, Ray said. Only 11 mon- 
ths later, a second pickup collec- 
ted another 30,000 bags of litter. 

In some areas, over 90% of the 
glass and metal items discarded 
are no deposit non returnable 
bottles and cans. 


Ray pointed out that litter is so 
dense in one area near the old 
Lloyd’s on US 280, that it equals 
140,000 containers per acre. 

‘“‘What we need are some 
prominent legislators to work this 
bill through. I feel like Governor 
James is the kind of man that will 
support this thing,’’ Ray told the 
Reporter. 

The resolution banning 
throwaway bottles and cans was 
adopted February 9, by a 
unanimous vote at the 34th an- 
nual conference of the 
Association of County Engineers 
of Alabama.

The Mabama Bankers Collection is a 
display of rare coins and antique paper 
currency, Ht was a gift lo the people of 
Mabama from the Alabama Bankers 
Association and is cared for by the 
Museum of Natural Uistors at the Uni- 
versity of \labama. Most of the coins 
came from the collection of George M. 
Klein, a 19th century banker in Vicksburg. 
Mississippi. Mr. Klein was an avid numis- 
matist (coin collector) and gathered most 
of his pieces between the years of 1850 and 
1X55. muking it one of the oldest major 
collections in’ the Seuth. Alabama 
Bankers purchased the collection from 
Mr. Klein's estate in 154. 

The collection is particularly rich in 
ancient silver and bronze coins of Biblical 
times. There are sufficient coins from 
every part of the world to record the 
history of coinage fairly completely. To 
make the display more interesting, 
samples of State of Mlabama notes and 
bonds and Vabama bank notes have heen 
added. 

Mi the articles shown in the Alabama 
Bankers Collection were carefully select- 
ed and mounted by the professional staff 
at the Museum of Natural History, The 
staff also designed and built 10 colorfully 
iMustrated panels that provide a historical 
backdrop for the collection. 


The collection is displayed on t0 
colorfully iustrated panels, Each picture 
panel tells a story of the coins and of the 
period of history during which they were 
minted.

March is the first month of the 
year to attract the fishing frater- 
nity in droves. Here are a few 
gleanings I’ve picked up that 
might help you put more fish in 
the skillet: 

1. Outboard motors, where 
they are used regularly, cause no 
ill effects on fishing success. No 
evidence has been found to prove 
that outboard motors affect fish 
production in lakes. However, 
one research project showed that 
in waters where motors are used 
continuously and the water is not 
‘“flushed’’ by good currents, fish 
may take on a disagreeable 
flavor. 

2. Where you fish has a bearing 
as to how many fish you put on 
your stringer. In one survey, boat 
anglers caught 1.38 fish per hour 
as compared to bank fishermen’s 
1.21 fish per hour. Similar tests 
elsewhere show that wading 
anglers also caught more fish 
than bank fishermen. 

3. Experienced anglers catch 
more fish. In Michigan, ex- 
perienced anglers caught twice as 
many bass as the average or oc- 
casional fishermen. In another 
northern state 11 percent of the 
anglers caught 51 percent of the 
fish landed. 

4, Every method of fishing has 
a bearing on ‘“‘luck.’’ A Texas 
experiment in eight lakes showed 
the following numbers of fish 
caught by different methods: 
Flyfishing, 1.12; still-fishing, 
0.74; trolling, 0.52; casting, 0.34; 
trotline, 0.17. 

5. Water warms first in the sur- 
face layers in late winter and 
early spring. Start fishing with 
noisy topwater baits or popping 
bugs. 

6. Beaver ponds are richer in 
bottom fish food organisms than 
are stream beds. This explains a 
Mississippi research project that 
showed beaver ponds produce 
more and bigger bluegills than ar- 
tificial impoundments. Remem- 
ber, beaver pond bottoms are not 
altered by beavers -- they simply 
construct dams. In man-made 
ponds, the contractor usually 
scrapes some of the bottom to 
deepen shorelines and often to 
secure clay for the dam. 
Therefore, any beaver pond more 
than a year old should provide 
good fishing. 

7. Research studies show that 
some of the best fishing is just 
below large impoundments. This 
means that fish travel upstream 
and are stopped by the dam and 
stay there looking for food 
organisms coming through the 
turbines or the gates of the dam. 

Eating seafood with fresh milk 
will make you sick is an old adage 
that won’t hold water. How long

this has been around I don’t 
know, but every time I go back to 
the native hill country, a certain 
relative won’t put milk on the 
table when she fries freshly 
caught fish. 

Nobody seems to know why 
this idea originated. I can only 
guess the lack of refrigeration for 
seafood and fresh fish a half cen- 
tury or more ago resulted in 
spoilage. I can’t see how milk 
could enter into the picture 
because I’ve drunk soured milk 
and clabber with no ill effects. 
But with ice not available even in 
cities in those ‘‘good old day,’’ 
people didn’t gulp iced tea. Fresh 
room temperature milk was a 
common commodity then as the 
common beverage. But since fish 
or shellfish had already spoiled, 
the milk-fish or seafood com- 
bination was blamed. 

If both milk and seafood are 
wholesome, the combination of 
the two cannot possibly cause 
food poisoning. 

That frozen seafood is inferior 
to fresh seafood is another latrine 
rumor, as we used to say in the 
army. Many people believe 
frozen seafood is always inferior 
to fresh seafood. Since most 
seafoods are harvested at dif- 
ferent seasons of the year, a por- 
tion of the harvest is usually 
processed into frozen products. 
This permits you to select from a 
variety of seafoods throughout 
the year. 

High quality seafood which is 
properly processed, packaged, 
frozen, and stored can be equal in 
quality to fresh seafood. Come to 
think of it, I am beginning to ap- 
preciate more the good frozen 
fish and seafood products when I 
mentally go back in time a couple 
hundred years and realize the 
only time I could eat certain 
shellfish and seafish then was to 
harvest them fresh or selse eat 
those items that were salted 
down, brined, pickled or dried.

If grandma would open her old 
tin-lined icebox in one of the new 
homes in Shelby County she 
would likely be shocked to find a 
cupboard full of liquor. 

Antique collectors are pur- 
chasing old pieces of furniture 
and discovering new ways to use 
the items. Steamer trunks are 
refinished and become coffee 
tables. Armoires are transformed 
into stereo cabinets by simply ad- 
ding shelves to the inside of the 
old wardrobes. 

Shelby County antique dealers 
agree that the recent craze in an- 
tiques is the collection of 
primitives. The popular, simple, 
sturdy, hand-made pieces include 
round oak tables, meal bins, jelly 
cubboards, pie safes and butter 
presses. The chairs dated 
primitive seem very comfortable 
for sitting, stated one dealer. 

Barbara Manning who owns an 
antique shop on Highway 119 ex- 
plained that the popularity of the 
primitives may be due to people’s 
desire to furnish rustic style 
homes with country-type fur- 
niture. The primitive pieces 
which are often made of oak or 
pine have a kind of warmth to 
them, Manning said. 

The dealers reported that they 
have found many primitives in 
Tennessee. Why the state has a 
lot of primitive pieces was a 
question no one seemed able to 
answer. 

‘When I locate a primitive 
pine piece on one of my excur- 
sions, I always try to purchase it 
and bring it back to my Shelby 
County shop,’’ said Annetta

hols, 

Other collectibles that have 
remained popular over the years 
are carnival glass, depression 
glass, Tiffany glass, and signed 
cut glass pieces by Hawks and by 
Fry. People also want old utensils 
made of wood and tin or copper 
or brass to hang on racks in kit- 


chens and over fireplaces. 

Old chandeliers are eagerly 
hunted by home owners and 
restaurant and club owners who 
desire to add a nostalgic touch to 
interior furnishings. The old 
chandeliers, which are found 
most frequently in Pennsylvania 
and Massachusets, are rewired, 
cleaned and polished. ‘‘The 
original glass gloves seem most 
difficult to find for many have 
been broken over the years,” 
stated Barbara Manning. 

Antique dealers around the 
county agree that for an item to 
be considered antique it must be 
at least 75 years old, and

preferably 100 years old. Ronald 
Pankey who owns an auction 
house on Highway 31 told the 
Reporter that the Depression 
furniture being sold today is not 
old enough to be considered an- 
tique. The items are period 
pieces. 

When checking to find how old 
an item may be, Shelby County 
antique dealers recommend 
looking for scribe marks, plane 
marks, dove-tailed and hand- 
beveled drawers, and wooden 
pins. Many of the older pieces are 
made of a mixed wood which 
means the main carcass of the 
construction may be pine wood 
while the exterior wood could be 
walnut or mahogany. If car- 
dboard or staples are found it’s 
definitely not an authentic an- 
tique. 

Ronald Pankey advises collec- 
tors to take special care of their 
antique pieces. Pankey feels that 
polish ruins furniture. The polish 
has a tendency to dry and build 
up on furniture and catch dust. 
He recommends the use of tung 
oil or a good lemon oil. 

Antique dealers claim they 
have not had much luck locating 
antique pieces in Shelby County. 


Most dealers say they travel to, 


Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
Florida or Tennessee. The items 
are brought back to Shelby 
County and priced according to 
the purchase price the dealers 
have had to pay. One dealer 
stated that she likes to make 
100% profit, but it’s not always 
possible. Antique trade 
magazines are also consulted for 
ideas on how items are being 
priced on the market. 

Ann Gilpin who owns a shop in 
Pelham said she has many regular 
customers from the Montevallo, 
Columbiana, Calera and Bir- 
mingham areas. Often she sear- 
ches for special requests of her 
customers. 

A unique piece which went on 
sale at a Shelby County auction 
recently was a bronze crematory 
urn, It was reported that no 
ashes were found inside the od- 
dity. Hopefully, the purchaser 
won’t be haunted by the departed 
soul.

deadline for filing your income 
tax returns you probably would 
like to know as many tax saving 
tips as possible.

You can deduct State Unem- 
ployment Insurance tax withheld 
by your employer at the rate of 
’4% of your wages to a 
maximum of $33 per each em- 
ployer. If both you and your 
spouse worked and earned $6,600 
each you have a $66 deduction. 
Don’t forget to add an ad- 
ditional amount to the optional 
state sales tax tables for local 
sales taxes. If you live in a city in 
Shelby County, take 125% of the 
table amount as your deduction, 
in Jefferson County take 150%. 
You can also deduct in ad- 
dition to the optional state sales 
tax tables any sales taxes paid on 
the purchase of an automobile or

Hospital votes CM

The Shelby Memorial Hospital 
Board of Directors has approved 
a controversial contract with 
Turner Construction Company of 
Atlanta for its Phase II building 
project. The contract to manage 
the 7 million dollar plus 
expansion project passed by a 
four to three vote at a special 
called meeting on March 21. 
The controversy. started in 
November, 1978, when the 
board’s building committee first 
proposed that the hospital’s 
58-bed expansion program be 
supervised by a construction 
management firm. Among 
others, the hospital’s architect, 
Al Dampier, of Dampier-Harris 
and board member Herman 
Moore, were opposed to the 
construction management 
approach, favoring instead a 
traditional lump-sum contract to 
the lowest bidding general 
contractor. 
The board, however, decided 
the construction management 
approach would speed up the 
project and give the hospital a 
higher rating in the bond market. 
After considering three construc- 
tion management firms, Turner 
Construction of Atlanta was 
awarded the contract. 
® But the original contract with 

Turner did not meet the approval 
of the board at its February 27 
meeting, so SMH _ director 
Richard Lind called a special 
meeting for the board, its 
attorneys and representatives 
from Turner. 

The question of the contract 
was compounded by the fact that 
four new board members had 


taken office since the February 
27 meeting, and were unfamiliar 
with the complex details of the 
contract. 

Jim Stievator and John 
Dickenson, representatives from 
Turner, explained the concept of 
construction management to the 
board, pointing out their firm’s 
legal obligations of guaranteed 
total cost not exceeding 7.3 
million dollars and a completion 
date of 18 months. 

Attorney Conrad Fowler, Jr., 
represented SMH at_ the 
meeting. Sydney Lavender, a 
contract specialist who repre- 
sented Baptist Medical Center in 
Birmingham, had prepared a 
revised contract between SMH 
and Turner. 

Explaining his revisions, 
Lavender said, “I've applied a 
little ‘grease’ to the contract in 
the areas where there might have 
been some conflict between the 
architect and Turner.’’ He added 
that he felt the contract was 
sound. 

A few other minor revisions 
were initialed into the contract at 
the suggestion of Moore. 

Calvin Smith, one of the new 
board members, said he had 
contacted a number of people, 
including a large electrical firm 
and a Birmingham circuit judge, 
concerning construction man- 
agement and the contract. All of 
them responded favorably, he 
noted. 


After nearly two hours of 
discussion, Oscar Harris moved 
that the board accept the revised 
contract with Turner.

Residents of Chandalar South 
neighborhood in Pelham have 
formed a homeowners 
association. :

(Years ago, Walker pushed a 
law through which tied the 
salaries of Shelby County 
deputies to the pay scale of state 
troopers. The Commission paid 
the increased salaries for some 
years, but drew the line when a 
new round of increases went into 
effect some 18 month ago.) 

The legal question is whether 
the state legislature can pass laws 
that require a county to pay out 
large sums of money, when the 
county does not have the money, 
or does not want to spend it in a 
legislature-specified way. 

The sum of money involved 
will probably total well over 
$200,000. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port said he thought the Com- 
mission should wait until after 
the Supreme Court hearing and a 
scheduled meeting with Shelby

County legislators, both on April 
9, before taking any action. 

Mrs. Roper suggested that the 
county put on another one cent 
beer tax, a cigarette tax, or find 
other money, in order to meet its 
obligations. 

Commissioners pointed out 
that the Commission cannot levy 
any tax, except for a one cent 
sales tax for education. All taxes 
must be approved by the 
legislature of voters, and they 
believe the voters are not in the 
mood for tax increases at present. 

Mrs. Watts asked what was 
being done to get more CETA 
workers. Chairman Snowden 
replied there is no prospect of any 
more CETA workers for law en- 
forcement, and the four who 
were employed at the jail are now 
being paid temporarily by the 
county. 

Mrs. Roper also inquired 
about the status of the money in 
the personnel board fund. 
(Although the personnel board 
act was ruled unconstitutional the 
one-cent beer tax to finance it is 
still being collected). She was told 
that the fund has just a few 
thousand in it, after buying two 
new cars for the sheriff’s depar- 
tment and paying other law en- 
forcement expenses. 

County Clerk Margaret Boothe 
reported that the sheriff’s depar- 
tment is already $20,000 over 
budget through the month of 
February. 

Commissioner Alph Lowe told 
the women that the county can 
borrow only $100,000 during a 
fiscal year, and that money myst 
be repaid from the first collec- 
tions after October 1. He said the 
county has already had to borrow 
all of it to meet other expenses. 

Mrs. Roper said it was not only 
a question of money but also of 
more personnel for the sheriff’s 
department. She noted that the 
City of Pelham has 14 policemen, 
but the county has only 16 road 
deputies for the entire county. 

Commissioners said the sheriff 
has not requested any more road 
personnel. The Commission has 
been unable to fund his requests 
for additional inside personnel. 

Mrs. Cosby indicated there are 
several county employees in other 
offices that could ‘‘easily be 
dropped.’ The Commissioners 
made no comment on that.

Alabaster attorney John Ferree 
had applied for the position of 
municipal judge when his law 
partner Robert Armstrong was 
named a District judge by Gov.

Montevallo native 
named Princeton dean 


A Montevallo native, Dr. 
Theodore J. Ziolkowski, has been 
appointed dean of the Graduate 
School of Princeton University, 
effective July 1. 

Ziolkowski, 46, joined Prince- 
ton’s Department of Germanic 
Languages and Literatures in 
1964 and was named chairman of 
the department in 1973. 

A graduate of Montevallo High 
School where he played trumpet 
in the band, he earned the A.B. 
and M.A. degrees from Duke 
University. In 1957 he was 
awarded the Ph.D. degree from 
Yale, where he served as an 
assistant professor until 1962. He 
was a member of the faculty at 
Columbia University for two 
years before going to Princeton 
in 1964, 

Ziolkowski has written three 
books on the Nobel Prize-win- 
ning author Hermann Hesse and 
five other books. A forthcoming 
volume entitled ‘‘The Classical 
German Elegy’’ defines and 
surveys the history of a major 
genre in German Poetry from 
1790 to 1950. 

He has also published over 60 
articles on German and compara- 
tive literature, and more than 100 


literary reviews. 
He is a member of Phi Beta 
Kappa and_ several other 


scholarly societies. 


Both his parents, Professor 
and Mrs. Miecislaw Ziolkowski 
were pianists. ‘‘Mr. Z’’ as he 
was popularly known, was a 
member ofsthe music faculty at 
the pm — J of Montevallo 
from the s until his death. 
The family home was on Nabors 
Street. 

His wife, Yetta, a graduate of 
the University of Montevallo, 
collaborated with him in 
translating books from the 
German, Dutch and French.

Arkansas. 

No doubt, a lesson has been 
learned from this mistake by the 
Riverchase staff. Let’s hope they 
continue their school paper, and 
continue to expose students to the

Approximately 875 temporary 
workers are being recruited by 
the State Employment Service to 
conduct a household survey for 
the U.S. Bureau of the Census. 
Workers will be recruited from 
each of the 67 counties. 

The U.S. Bureau of the Census 
has already begun preparing for 
the 1980 census, about 95 percent 
of which will be conducted by 
mail. Workers now being 
recruited will be involved in 
developing a master address 
listing. 

Clifford DePriest, acting direc- 
tor of the State Employment Ser- 
vice, said most of those hired can 
expect to begin work in late May 
and continue on the job for about 
three to four weeks. A few 
positions will be for a longer 
period of time. 

Persons interested in working 
full-time for a few weeks may 
apply at any local office of the 
State Employment Service. Pay 
may be hourly wages of at least 
$3.60 or may be a piece rate 
based on mileage and produc- 
tion. 

Applicants must be at least 18 
years of age, have a high school 
education or its equivalent, 
provide their own transportation, 
and he able to pass a written test.

The Church of 

Among the hundreds of prophe- 
cies concerning the church that are 
found in the Old Testament is the 
provhecy found in Isaiah 66. Isaiah 
had earlier prophesied that the 
Lord’s house, or church, would be 
established in Jerusaleum in the last 
days. (Isaiah 2:2-4) Isaiah 66 has a 
number of observations concerning 
the church. Among these are the 
following. 

First, the church would not be a 


& material house but a spiritual house. 


(vs. 4) Christ stated that His 
kingdom was not of this world. (John 
18:36) It is composed of Christians. 

Second, the church would contain 
not just Jews but also Gentiles. 
God's people during the Mosaic 
Dispensation were the Israelites, but 
in the Christian Dispensation 
Gentiles would also enter the church 
and be God's people. (vs. 12, 18; I 
Corinthians 12:13) 

Third, the church would not just 
be located in Palestine but would fill 
the whole world. (vs. 19) Whereas 
Judiasm centered in Jerusalem and 
in Palestine, Christianity would fill 
the whole earth. (Isaiah 2:44, 45) The 
Great Commission was to be 
preached to every creature in all 
nations. (Mark 16:15; Matthew 
28:19) The apostles were to be 
witnesses to the uttermost parts of 
the earth. (Acts 1:8) 

Fourth, the church would not have 
priests from just a certain family as 
under the Law of Moses when only 
the descendents of Aaron could be 
priests, but in the church even the 
Gentile Christians, as well as Jewish 
Christians, would be priests and 
Levites. (vs. 21) All Christians are 
priests. Each Christian can come 
boldly through God's throne of grace 

Qyorough Christ. (Hebrews 4:14-16) 
io Christian has to pray to God 
through some preacher, as under the 
Law of Moses. We have but one 
mediator between us and God, Jesus 
Christ. (I Timothy 2:5) 

Fifth, the church would worship on 
the first day of the week 
(Hebrew--*‘between the Sabbaths’ 
vs. 23) The Sabbath was nailed to the 
cross. ( Colossians 2:14-16) Christ 
was raised upon the first day of the 
week, the church was established on 
the first day of the week, and the 
church assembled on the first day of 
each week to worship, including 
partaking of the Lord’s Supper. (Acts 
2:42; Acts 20: 6, 7; 1 Corinthians 
16:2, Revelation 1:10, etc.) 

Unlike the teaching of some who 
try to affirm that the church was an 
afterthought of God resulting from 
the Jews’ rejection of Christ, the 
Apostle Paul stated in Ephesians 
3:10, 11 that the church was in the 
eternal purpose of God. Isaiah 66 is

report any possible arsonist ac- 
tivities they sight as they fly over 
the state. 

‘*‘We're not acting as an 
organized group, it’s just a word 
of mouth agreement among the 
pilots who fly this area,"’ explains 
Richard Millar, chief flight in- 
structor and general office 
manager at Shelby County Air- 
port. ‘‘Last year we had to see all 


this land burn, and it was 
nauseating.’’ 
Millar spotted several 


“*firebugs”’ near the airport from 
a plane last year. He radioed a 
report and the suspects were in- 
tercepted. That ended the fire 
problems around the airport, 
says Millar. 

Bill Tucker, Shelby County 
Civil Defense director, tells the 
Reporter he thinks the effort by 
the pilots will act-as a deterrent to 
the wood arsonist. He explains 
that the pilots are instructed to 
radio the nearest airport if they 
spot any suspicious activities or 
smoke. The radio operator im- 
mediately will notify not only the 
sheriff, but also the forestry 
department. 

‘Since our pilot covers seven 
counties, this will really help us,’’ 
notes David Stone, county 
forester. ‘*Airplanes are 
definitely the way to go with fire 
protection.’’ 

Stone points out that Shelby 
County usually ranks as one of 
the top five counties in forest fire 
acreage. An estimated 50,000 
acres of wood and grassland were 
burned last year in the county, 
due mostly to a rash of arson in 
the fall. 

‘*We can see a lot from the air, 
and we’re going to be watching 
pretty darn close,’’ Richard 
Millar emphasizes. ‘‘We’re going 
to do something about this 
problem.’’

Montevallo library finds temporary homé 


and’ 


Montevallo’s municipal library 
has found temporary quarters. 

Since the city’s Depot in the 
Park was destroyed by fire nearly 
twelve weeks ago, the library, 
community theatre and the Park 
and Recreation Director have 
been without offices or facilities. 


Monday night, during the 
regular Montevallo City Council 
meeting, a temporary solution to 
the library’s plight was agreed 
upon. City Clerk Don Hughes’ 
suggestion that storage space in 
the former city shops might be 
converted to a temporary library 
was accepted by members of the 
city’s Library Board. 

Prior to Hughes’ suggestion, 
Dr. Elizabeth Rodgers, chairman 
of the Library Board presented 
council members with a written 
memorandum requesting per- 
mission to purchase a mobile 
home and convert it to a tem- 
porary library. It was during 
discussion of Dr. Rodgers’ 
request that Hughes made his 
suggestion. 

Mayor Ralph Sears asked 
members of the Library Board 
and representatives of a group 
called Friends of the Library, to 
inspect the 24 by 60 foot storage 
area. After the group returned to 
council chambers they stated that 
the renovated storage area would 
meet the temporary needs of the 
library more adequately than a 
mobile home. 

Councilman David Nichols 
made a motion to authorize the 
expenditure of up to $2,000 for 
materials to accomplish the con- 
version of the storage area into a 
temporary library. Nichols’ 
motion was seconded by Coun- 
cilman Grady Parker and the 
motion passed unanimously. 

Hughes told council members 
that he would not employ outside 
labor and that the renovation and 
conversion could probably be ac- 
complished by the middle of 
May. 

Among those present at Mon- 
day night’s meeting urging the 
council to take action on a library 
for the city, were City Librarian 
Mrs. Mayme Yarbrough, Shelby 
County Librarian Phil Teague 
and Mrs. A. C. Jeter, president 
of the»Friends* of the~ Library: 
Mrs. Jeter handed council mem- 
bers a petition bearing more than 
350 signatures asking that library

facilities be restored. 

County Superintendent of 
Education-elect Charles Knowles 
appeared before the council to 
assure council members that he 
will keep lines of communication 
open between the city and the 
county school system. Knowles 
asked council members for any 
input they might wish to make 
regarding the schools in Mon- 
tevallo. 

In discussing some of the plans 
he hopes to implement when he 
takes office on July 1, Knowles 
stated that it is his intention to 
staff each school campus with a 
maintenance technician whose 
responsibilities will include 
safety, upkeep of utility facilities 
such as gas, water and sewer 
lines, proper grounds care and 
general cleanliness and sanitary 
conditions of each school. 
Knowles asked for and received 
assurance from council members 
that city personnel will work in 


harmony with the maintenance 
technicians. 

In a general discussion of 
school facilities, Knowles in- 
dicated that he hoped to make 
school facilities as available as 
possible to the community for a 
variety of activities including

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_ Growing vegetables 
saves the sreen, 
tastes better, too

The current price of lettuce in 
Shelby County grocery stores is 
running as high as 69¢ per head. 
The high cost stems in part from 
recent labor problems with the 
harvesters, stated a representative 
of the Shelby County Extension 
Service. 

Because of the unreasonable 
cost of lettuce, many people are 
refusing to buy it. One way to 
provide lettuce for the family’s 
diet is to grow it in the garden. 

Leaf lettuce can be grown in 
Shelby County and is better and 
fresher tasting than the head let- 
tuce sold in most stores. The 
‘recommended planting season 
ended on February 28, but there 
is still time to plant lettuce plants 
if it’s done soon. It is definitely 
too late to plant lettuce seeds. If a 
hot and dry spring occurs, the 
harvest of late-planted lettuce 
may not be very good. 

Shelby County extension agen- 
ts recommend the three varieties 
of Bibb, Great Lakes, or Salad 
Bowl lettuce to gardners. Plant 
the lettuce in 30’’-36’’ rows which 
are at least 12’’ apart. Water the 
plants very carefully and watch 
for insects and plant disease. 

Lettuce plants mature in six to 
eight weeks depending on 
weather conditions. Individual 
leaves can be picked when they 
have grown four to five inches 
high. The whole plant can be 


picked when the leaves have 
matured to eight to ten inches in 
height. 

Another vegetable many home 
gardeners choose to grow is 
tomatoes. Planting season begins 
the first of April, and tomato 
plants can be planted and grown 
up to the time of the first frost. 

County extension agents 
recommend buying good healthy 
plants and putting them is moist 
ground. When the plants are 
young they must be watered of- 
ten. Tomato plants must be 
staked or grown on wire trellis or 
mesh wire. Gardeners are advised 
to keep the plants well-pruned, 
taking care to cut off all new 
shoots. 

For Shelby County growers the 
recommended varieties of tomato 
plants are Better Boy, Atkinson 
or Bonnie’s Nematode Resistant. 
The plants should produce 
tomatoes in approximately six 
weeks. 

Extension Agent Grant Gober 
advises home gardeners that tur- 
nip greens, onions, green pep- 
pers, cucumbers, beets, cabbage, 
okra, peas, carrots, potatoes, and 
sweet corn are among the 
vegetables that grow best in 
Shelby County. 

Gardens can be a lot of work, 
but growing the family’s 
vegetables at home is one way to 
cut food expenses which are a big 
item in everyone’s budget.

tled Cahaba Valley in Shelby 
County. Today, it goes on in the 
close confines of one small room 
in a nursing home in Jefferson 
County. 

) But, John and Nettie Lavella 
are happy they can still be 
together in a ‘‘place of their 
own.”’ And the children they 
reared on a Shelby County farm, 
along with grandchildren and 
great grandchildren, visit them 
often. 

John Brock Perkins was born 
May 7, 1888. His father, John 
Alexander Perkins, was a Baptist 
minister. He pastored in the 
Valley while the family lived just 
east of Highway 280 on the Leeds 
Road. John Brock Perkins 

‘ married Nettie Lavella Johnson 
from the western end of the 
valley. 

Nettie Lavella is a descendant 
of Moses Johnson, one of the 
earliest settlers to the Cahaba 
Valley. Reportedly, Moses was 
with Washington at the seige and 
surrender of Yorktown, and he, 
along with three sons, opened the 
“first white man’s farm’’ in Jef- 
ferson County. 

His son, Issac, has been called 
the most illustrious of Moses’ 20 
children. Charlotte Finch Thor- 


, nton, a descendant of this John- 


yson line, has traced Issac’s color- 
ful military career and found that 
he served in the War of 1812 asa 
Minute Man. He and wife, Fran- 
ces Massey Johnson, had 12 
children, including twins, Jacob 
and Moses. 

This second Moses became 
known as ‘‘Uncle Mose,’’ and 
was at one time a Shelby County 
tax collector. He had four wives 
and eleven children. 

Issac Whitfield Johnson, was a 
son of ‘‘Uncle Mose’’ and Han- 
nah Frost Johnson. He was a 
Confederate soldier, a farmer 
with extensive land holdings in 
Cahaba Valley, and a Ruling 
Elder of the New Hope Highlan- 
ds Presbyterian Church. Land 
for the present New Hope Cum- 
berland Presbyterian Church was 
donated by Issac Whitfield 
Johnson. 

After his death in 1897, Rev. 
James Hall gave some of the 
highlights of his life in a small 
booklet, entitled In Memoriam. 
It is on file at Samford University 
Library. 

Issac Whitfield Johnson had 
six sons. At least two of them 
became doctors, and one became 
a lawyer. His son, Eugene was 
known as a “‘thrifty farmer.’’ He

their 49 new secret weapons. The 
strange looking monsters crash 
out over the barbwired dead- 
man’s land, German machine 
gun bullets ricocheting off their 
bodies. Onward they charge, 
British troops advancing behind 
their cover. 

The psychological effect is 
overwhelming. The German 
soldiers break position and scat- 
ter in fear. 

The British codenamed the 
secret weapon ‘‘tank’’ because of 
its resemblance to a benzene 
tank. Since the day of those first 
wooden tracked monsters, the 
tank has evolved into an ultra- 
sophisticated Army weapon. And 
even though they are no longer 
new or secret, tanks still carry an 
immense psychological bite when 
they roll into battle. 

If you live around Calera, you 
may have seen the two tanks 
currently stationed at the 
National Guard Armory there. 
True, they are not firing shells or 
rattling machine guns, but to see 
the tanks growling across the 
field at the armory, you can get a 
pretty good idea of what it would 
be like stalking through a wooded 


Bear and at least one clown. 

Montevallo’s Falcon Theatre 
will sponsor two matinee 
showing of the film Pinochio, one 
at 10 a.m. and another at 2 p.m.

Montevallo’s merchants will 
observe the day by having 
sidewalk displays and featuring 
discount prices.

SFC Philip Mizzell, a full time 
guardsman with Company C, 
Second Battalion, of the 152nd 
Armor at Calera, explains that 
the two tanks are there for 
classroom purposes. These tanks, 
the tanks at Ft.

tenance. They have to be familiar ~ 


with the 52-ton monsters inside 
and out. 


The tanks are M-60’s. They 
pack a 105mm cannon, 50 cal. 
machine gun on top, and a 7.62 
mm coxial machine gun on the 
turret. 

The body is built by Chrysler. 
Its 2.5-inch cast homogenous 
steel plate armor is designed to 
otter six inches of protection, 
and can glance shells off it with 
no damage. 

The engine is a 1790 cubic inch 
Continental diesel. Its 850 hor- 
sepower will drive the tank 30 
mph on the road or field; and 


on display will be for sale. 

The sponsoring Centrala 
Garden Club will decorate streets 
with Calico flags and _ will 
maintain booths where soft 
drinks, cookies, sandwiches, hot 
dogs-and snow cones may be 
obtained. 

In the event of bad weather the 
exhibits and displays will be 
moved to the Montevallo High 
School auditorium. 

The entire event is promoted 
and sponsored by the 24 member 
Centrala Garden Club. The 
Montevallo Chamber of Com- 
merce contributed $500 and the 
newly reactivated Montevallo 
Civitan Club is a contributing 
organization.

Currently, Sgt. Mizzell ex- 
plains, the Guard trains its gun- 
ners to a range of 2500 meters. 
The active Army trains on 4400 
meters, which is a greatly needed 
advantage over the Russian 
tankers which are accurate only 
to 1500 meters. 

A tank crew is made up of a 
driver, gunner, loader and tank 
commander. Traveling as they do 
in close quarters (the inside of a 
M-60 is all business, with no 
room to stretch out), tankers 
become closely knitted crews. 
They take much pride in their 
machines, and competition at 
camp runs high over who’s the 
best gunner. SSG Harry Moon 
expects the Calera unit to take the 
State championship this year. 

‘*The people who join our unit 
are guys who enjoy the outdoors 
and guns, or are mechanical min- 
ded and like big engines,’’ says 
Sgt. Mizzell. ‘“‘Right now we’re 
looking to recruit about 20 such 
guys.”’ 

Sgt. Mizzell noted that his unit

_ Better Hunting and Fishing 


by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Leadhead Jigs show little 
action of their own, if you 
compare them with other 
artificial baits. A jig’s appeal to 
fish fits with its ‘ance and 
your method of ‘‘working’’ it. I 
think jigs are excellent for 
crappie fishing. You can bounce 
or hop a jig or swim it straight. 
Your retrieve can be fast or slow, 
near the furface or along the 
bottom. 


To help you catch more fish in 
jig time, here are tips I picked up 
from a Lindy/Little Joe poop 
sheet: 

When casting for bass, 
variations of the simple ‘“‘lift and 
frop’’ retrieve often work best. 
While retrieving your jig, 
repeatedly pull your rod tip 
upward and let it drop. This 
pumping motion of the rod allows 
the jig to hop along the bottom. 
Sometimes you'll catch more fish 
by exaggerating this jigging 
action with sharp sweeping 
strokes of the rod. On other 


ter work. And a flight after work 
is a great way to get your head 
straight.’’ 

A pilot license requires a 
minimum of 40 hours flying time, 
though most people log a total of 
48 hours before taking the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA) written and flight tests. 
The first step is a medical exam, 
required by the FAA every 24 
months. 

Each lesson includes an hour in 
the classroom listening to a tape 
and following a book on a par- 
ticular aspect of flying, such as 
cross-country navigation. After 
the tape, the student then goes up 
in a plane and practices the day’s 
lesson. In this fashion, the 
ground school reinforces what is 
learned during flight time and 
vice versa.

occasions you'll score with short 
twitches or even a_ straight 
retrievé. 

With jigs use monofilament 
line, as light as conditions 
permit. A useful guideline: the 
smaller the jig, the lighter the 
line. 

For best results tie your jig 
directly to the line. Avoid 
leaders, snaps, swivels and 
sinkers. If more weight is needed 
-- to cast against wind or to 
compensate for boat speed -- go 
to a heavier jig. 

When tipping jigs with small 
minnows or pieces of worm, sock 
it to "em right away, especially 
when fish are hitting hard. But 
with large minnows and whole 
live worms, point your rod tip 
toward the fish for a moment 
before setting the hook. This 
brief hesitation allows the fish 
time to work the bait and the 
hook into its mouth. 

Fish sometimes scoop jigs 
right off the bottom! When 
tipping with minnows, pork 
strips, plastic worms, or other 


with an instructor, the student is 
usually ready for solo work, 
which includes a cross-county 
flight from Shelby County Air- 
port to Chattanooga, to Colum- 
bus, Georgia, and back--a great 
opportunity to get away from it 
all for awhile. 

Before the flight instructor 
recommends a student for the 
final exams, the whole course is 
reviewed from both the 
classroom and cockpit.

$135. Solo flights cost $21 an 
hour, and flights with the instruc- 
tor are $31. 

‘This is the kind of deal where 
you pay as you fly,’’ Chapman 
notes. ‘‘If you’ve got a little extra 
money in your pocket, you might 
want to fly three or four hours a 
week. But you need at least two 
hours flying a week so you don’t 
forget what you've learned.’’ 
Financing is also available for 
flight instructions. 

In three or four months a per- 
son can learn to fly and earn their 
pilot license. After that, the 
freedom of the skies and the 
fascination of flying is yours. 

Besides flight school, Lane 
Aero offers an air taxi service. 

“The 20% cut in airline service 
will greatly increase the need of 
the air taxi service,’’ Chapman 
predicts. ‘‘We can line up a plane 
and pilot for the person who 
needs to get somewhere fast. 
We’re not restricted to major 
cities, either. We can fly people 
into 13,000 airports anywhere 
around the country. And we 
don’t have to go through Atlanta 
first. We can take you straight in- 
to the out-of-way places.”’

bait, you'll get more of these 
**bottom bites’’ with a Lindy 
Dingo. This jig literally stands on 
its head and elevates the hook, 
making your bait readily seen 
and easy to grab. 

Slow trolling and drifting allow 
you to maintain your preferred 
jigging action without the usual 
casting and retrieving. How 
much line to let out will depend 
on depth level of the fish, the 
weight of your jig, and the speed 
of your boat. Trolling and 
drifting methods are ideal for 
locating fish. 

Fish very often hit jigs on the 
drop. An alert angler can detect 
these hard-to-notice strikes by 
closely watching the line for 
unusual behavior -- like a tell-tale 
twitch or ‘‘knock’’ on the line. 
Sometimes the line moves off to 
one side or stops while the jig is 
setting. If you suspect a fish, set 
the hook immediately. 

Regardless how you do it with 
jigs, YOU provide the action. 
That’s what makes jigging such a 
great fishing sport!
